Taxpayers are also using 
professional tax preparers 
to file their returns elec- 
tronically in record num- 
bers. 

“Taxpayers are taking to 
our high-tech taxpayer serv- 
ices like tourists to Mary- 
land crabcakes,” Goldstein 
said. "They're helping them- 
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selves using resources on 
our Internet website, forms- 
by-fax system, and our in- 
teractive telephone system, 
24 hours a day, 7 days a 
week. 

“We've handled 165,000 
calls on our automated re- 
fund lines and taxpayers are 
placing only half that num- 
ber of calls to our live assis- 
tance lines, making it easier 
for taxpayers with compli- 
cated tax questions to get 
through,” he said. 

He also noted that tax- 
payers are using the new 
opportunity to ask their 
questions by e-mail. "About 
$0% of the correspondence 
we're gelling is now coming 
by e-mail. That is a great 
convenience to taxpayers 
and also seems to be hold- 
ing down the number of 
calls coming into our tax- 
payer assistance lines,” he 


md.us. Taxpayers can find 
answers to commonly asked 
business and personal in- 
come tax questions on the 
comptroller’s homepage and 
use the e-mail feature to 
ask questions. 

The e-mail address is 
taxhelp@comp.state.md.us. 
Maryland taxpayers needing 
an extension of time to file 
who don’t owe additional 
tax are the first in the coun- 
try to be able to file their 
extension request online. 

"Electronic filing, which 
is up 40% over last year at 
the same time, is another 
bright spot this filing sea- 
son,” Goldstein said. "More 
than 20% of the more than 
one-half million returns re- 
ceived through February 24, 
1997, have been filed elec- 
tronically.” 

Electronic filing is a 
service provided by profes- 


paign this year encourages 
taxpayers to “Just Ask" their 
preparer to file their state 
and federal returns elec- 
tronically.

Background Scripture: 

| Thessalomans 3:6 through 4:12 
Devotional Reading: 

I Peter 1:13-22 

Whenever | am tempted to 
think glowingly about my 36.75 
years of experience as a pastor, | 
am reminded of the headmaster 
of a New England school who 
appointed a young man to be 
deparunent chairman, even 
though several of his col- 
leagues had served the school 
for longer periods of time. One 
of these complained to the head- 
master, pointing out that he had 
twenty years of expemence in 
this department. But the head- 
master replied, “In reality, you 
haven't had twenty years’ expen- 
ence. You have had one year's 
experience twenty times over.” 

The important question is not 
how long we have been on the 
job, but what we learned during 
that time. It is quite possible to 
spend a long time in a vocation 
and, like the teacher quoted 
above, to learn or grow very lit- 
tle, to simply relive the same 
experience over and over again. 
We forget that putting in time is 
not the same as growmg. And, 
when we are gone, we may not 
leave a vacancy. 

One of our probletns, if | may 
generalize a bit from my own 
experience, is that we approach 
life in general pretty much the 
way we approached school. We 
took a particular course or sub- 
ject and, when we passed it, we 
went on to something else. So, 
have you had geometry? Yes. | 
had that in 10th grade! Next sub- 
ject, please. 

PASSING THE COURSE? 

But life-especiaily life as a fol- 
lower of Jesus Chnist-is not like 
school for we never finish with 
any of the subjects. Love is not a 








course to be passed and then for- 
gotten. As Christians, we never 
inaster the course of love. What 
we learn about love propels us to 
learn more and more. None of us 
ever become totally proficient in 
love. 

This is what lies behind much 
of what Paul writes to the 
church at Thessalonika. He is 
delighted at what Timothy has 
told him concerning that congre- 
gation: “Timothy... has brought 
us the good news of your faith 
and love and reported that you 
always remember us kindly and 
long to see us...” (3:6). He is so 
happy with this report that he 
gives thanksgiving to God for the 
spintual vitality of the Thessa- 
loman church. 

Reading this tar. the Thessalon- 
ian Christians might feel a sense 
of pride. But then Paul goes on to 
say,”...may the Lord make you 
increase and abound in love to 
one another and to all men. as 
we do to you...” (3:12). Does 
that mean that the level of love 
in the church at Thessalonika is 
encouraging, but that there’s 
room for growth? Yes-and nor 
just in Thessalonika— there is 
always room and need for 
growth in love and faith. 

OUT OF SIGHT 

So, Paul commends the Thes- 
salonians for their love and faith 
and then exhorts them to tnore 
“Finally, brethren, we...exhon 
you in the Lord Jesus, that as you 
learned from us how you ought 
to live and to please God, just as 
you are domg, you do so more 
and more” (4:1). They’ ve come a 
long way, but it’s not the end of 
the road. That goal is always just 
beyond our line of sight. 

Again, Paul commends them 
“But concemmg love of the 
brethren you have no need to 
have anyone wnite to you. For 
you yourselves have been taught 
bv God to love one another. and 
indeed you do love all the 
brethren throughout Macedonia 
But we exhort you, brethren. to 
do so more and more” (4:10). 

In Andre Gide’s novel, The 
Counterfeiters. the mother says. 
“| have learned to ask less and 
less of life... and of myself, more 
and more.” I’m still working on 
that, how about you?

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Murder Live! poses 
interesting possibility

You're watching your fa- 
vorite daytime talk show when 
suddenly a distraught-looking 
man steps onto the stage, flash- 
ing a gun and a bomb detona- 
tor. Many escape the studio 
amid the ensumg chaos, hut as 
the confusion subsides. the wil- 
lowy blond host und members 
of her crew and audience are 
taken hostage. And the cameras 
are still rolling. 

This harrowing scene plays 
out during the opening minutes 
of Murder Live!, a thought-pro- 
vohing two-hour TV movie 
starring Peter Horton, Marg 
Helgenberger and David Morse 
that airs Sunday, March 9, on 
NBC 

Like a contemporary version 
of Orson Welles’ War of the 
Worlds radio play, the gripping 
drama unfolds as a live broad- 
Cast. 

Murder Live! clearly is in- 
spired by the 1995 killing of a 
gay guest who had revealed a 
crush on Jonathan Schmitz on 
The Jenny Jones Show. 

Schmitz, 26, was convicted 
this past November of second- 
degree murder in Pontiac, 
Mich., after fatally shooting 
his admirer. 

Horton (thirtysomething), 
who co-wrote the evocative 
story and also serves as an ex- 
ecutive producer, taps into the 
public’s growing distaste for 
the “trash talk” genre, as evi- 
denced by numerous cancella 
tions and the rise of positive- 
minded hosts such as Rosie 
O'Donnell. 

Horton and co-writer Chris 
Bertolet cleverly combine the 
Jones tragedy with the premise 
of the 1976 film Network, in 
which a fired television an- 
chorman announces he will 
kill homself on the air at the 
end of his final broadcast. 

Like Network, Murder Live! 
is intended as an indictment of 
television, as well as a call for 
broadcasting responsibility. 

Morse plays Frank MeGrath, 
a grieving father enraged by 
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Plasma. to a geologist, is a 
hind of green quartz; to a 
physicist. it is a neutral form 
of matter. 
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Marg Helgenberger 





his daughter’s suicide follow- 
ing an unauthorized expose on 
a TV talk show. The insensi- 
tive host, Pia Postman (Hel- 
genberger), revealed his 
daughter Sally as the victim of 
a highly publicized gang rape. 
Sally, in no small irony, ended 
her life by leaping trom a 
broadcast tower. 

McGrath plans to extract an 
apology trom the host, whom 
he blames for his daughter's 
suicide, then execute her on 
live TV 

How plausible is the premise? 
As the Jones case illustrated. 
the notion of talk show guests 
or their relatives feeling so be- 
trayed that they take lives or 
hostages isn’t beyond the realm 
of possibility. 

Morse makes McGrath be- 
lievable by playing the charac- 
ter with calm resignation, 
rather than raving anger Hel- 
genberger contirms our worst 
suspicions about trash TV with 
her unflattering portrayal of the 
callous, self-centered Postman. 

Murder Live! maintains its 
“live broadcast” approach for 
the first 30 minutes, but ulti- 
mately expands the story in a 
more conventional fashion to 
include Clay Maloney (Hor- 
ton), the sympathetic SWAT 
team lieutenant who negotiates 
with McGrath 

The only problem with the 
story's premise is that TV talk 
shows of this variety are rarely 
broadcast live. 
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In the heyday of the TV 
Western (1957-62), there 
were as many as 20 Western 
series on the air cach week

He said the company be-

Such improvement, howev- 
er, may provide very little 
near term relief from cur- 
rent market pressures and 
competitive conditions.” 

Luke said he is very en- 
couraged by Westvaco’s 
long-term prospects.

Turning to U.S. econom- 
ic activity and international 
trade, Luke urged more ag- 
gressive policies.

The 
Fed's target of 2-2.5 percent 
annual GDP is too low, giv- 
en that inflation is clearly 
under control. Structural 
changes in the economy 
make inflation controllable 
with steady GDP growth of 
3-3.5 percent--rates which 
would generate greater 
business expansion and job 
creation.” 

Luke added that main- 
taining the value of the U.S. 
dollar in an appropriate 
range relative to other cur- 
rencies and removing obsta- 
cles to international trade 
are also keys to growth for 
Westvaco and all American 
business.

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Maryland Sells 
$240 Million 
In GO Bonds 


The Maryland Board of 
Public Works, consisting of 
Governor Parris N. Glen- 
dening, State Comptroller 
Louis I. Goldstein, and 
State Treasurer Richard N. 
Dixon, sold $240 million in 
General Obligation bonds 
for a low interest bid of 
4.9026 percent on Wednes- 
day, February 26. A syndi- 
cate headed by Merrill 
Lynch & Co. submitted the 
winning bid for the largest 
General Obligation bond 
sale since October 1993, 
when $283,170,000 in bonds 
were sold. 

The board reviewed 
three bids. The bonds had 
been rated Triple A, the 
best possible rating, by 
Moody’s Investors Service, 
Inc., Stenderd & Poor's 
Corporation, and Fitch In- 
vestors Service, Inc., the 
three major bond rating 
agencies. The Triple A rat- 
ing means the state pays 
lower interest costs. 

Proceeds from the $240 
million bond sale will be 
used to fund a variety of 
loan authorizations, includ- 
ing general state construc- 
tion, higher education facili- 
ties, water quality and 
Chesapeake Bay projects, 
local detention facilities, 
and a variety of state and 
local cultural and educa- 
tional projects, including 
the Baltimore Convention 
Center, Rockville Town 
Center, Lyric Opera I louse, 
Calvert Marine Museum, 
the Dorchester Historical 
Museum, and the National 
Aquerium. 

Governor Glendcning 
said, “This is outstanding 
news for Maryland’s econo- 
my. Standard & Poor's de- 
cision to re-affirm our Tri- 
ple A bond rating is dra- 
matic evidence that our 
long-term fiscal plan is 
strong, responsible, and 
affordable. I commend 
Comptroller Goldstein, 
Treasurer Dixon, and the 
legislative leadership for 
their efforts to keep our 
economy on solid footing. It 
demonstrates that by work- 
ing together, we have kept 
the state’s economy healthy 
while also saving millions of 
taxpayer dollars.” 

"We hit the market at a 
good time with our Triple 
A rated bonds and achieved 
an excellent interest rate to 
Seve money for the taxpay- 
ers,” Goldstein said. 

Treasurer Dixon said, “I 
visited with the major syndi- 
cates that buy our bonds 
and they told me that our 
true Triple A bonds are the 
benchmark for the primary 
and secondary markets.” 

In assigning the Triple A 
rating, Standard & Poor's 
noted Maryland’s rapid re- 
payment and manageable 
debt burden are important 
factors, according to Dixon. 

Meryland remains one of 
only six states in the nation 
to retain the coveted Triple 
A rating from all of the ma- 
jor bond rating agencies. 
Ahbeae iS-ycar bonds, 
backed by the full feith and 


credit of the state, are sold 
in denominations of $5,000. 
They are available to the 
public from brokers and 
bond dealers. 

Maryland last sold Gen- 
eral Obligation bonds in 
October 1996, when $170 
million in bonds were sold 
for a low interest bid of 
4.971156 percent.

AN AMERICAN HEROM This Week In History 


GEORGE WASHINGTON 


We all know of George 
Washington as a great American 
patriot, Revolutionary War hero and 
first president. 

But George Washington could be 
rernembered as much for what he 
chose not to be as for what he was. 
Because George Washington could 
have been king of America, if he had 
wanted to be. 

When Washington died on Decem- 
ber 14, 1799, his good friend, 
Thomas Jefferson, wrote: “His in- 
tegrity was almost pure, his justice 
the most inflexible I have ever 
known ... He was in every sense of 
the words, a wise, a good and a great 
man.” 

Washington had no more than 
seven or eight years of formal educa- 
tion, but he excelled in mathematics, 
and so was led to a carcer as a sur- 
veyor when he was 15. And he also 
worked hard on the family farm. 
Even as a youth, he was described as 
attentive, dependable, sober, quiet 
and dignified. 

He wanted to join the British Navy 
when he was 14, but his mother 
wouldn't let him. But by the time he 
was 20 — with no formal training — 
he was given a commission in the 
Virginia military and assigned to 
train new recruits. He soon became 
adept at the art of war. 

During the fighting between 
England and France over the vast 
interior of America, Washington 
tose quickly through the ranks. He 
was recognized for his prowess on 
the battlefield. And he learned the 
weaknesses in the British way of 
fighting. 

He was involved from the begin- 
ning in the broiling revolution 
against the British. He took part in 
the meetings of the Continental Con- 
gress and was unanimously elected 
the first commander in chief of the 
Continental Army that eventually 
defeated the British at Yorktown 

His greatest trial, however, came 
when supporters proposed to estab 
lish a new monarchy with 
Washington as_ king. But 
Washington had fought for 
democracy — not his own ambi- 
tions, so he declined and retired to 
his farm. But five years later, he 
returned as the first president of the 
Constitutional Convention, called in 
1787 He guided efforts to write the 
Constitution and he eventually was 
elected president of the United States 
by the electoral college 


On March 5, 1770, British troops 
fired into a Boston mob, killing five 
people, including Crispus Attucks, a 
black man, who was the leader of the 
group; this incident later became 
known as the Boston Massacre ... 
March 3, 1820, Senator Henry 
Clay’s Missouri Compromise bill 
was passed by Congress: slavery was 
allowed in Missouri, but not else- 
where west of the Mississippi River 
north of the southern line of Missouri 
... March 6, 1836, the Siege of the 
Alamo ended with the entire garrison 
of Texans losing their lives... March 
6, 1857, the Supreme Court ruled, 
6-3, in the Dred Scott decision that a 
slave did not become free when 
taken into a free state, Congress 
could not bar slavery from a ter- 
ritory, and blacks could not be 
citizens ... March 3, 1891, the Forest 
Reserve Act was passed, allowing 
the president to close public forest 
land to settlement for the estab- 
lishment of national parks ... March 
5, 1927, about 1,000 Marines landed 
in China to protect private property 
during a civil war... March 6, 1933, 
all banks in the U.S. were ordered 
closed by President Franklin 
Roosevelt ... March 9, 1933, Con- 
gress began its historic “100 days” 
special session with the agenda 
being President Roosevelt's New 
Deal to stimulate the nation's 
economy during the Depression ... 
March 4, 1994, four men were found 
guilty of a total of 38 charges related 
to the 1993 bombing of the World 
Trade Center in New York City ... 
March 3,°1996, a bomb that ex- 
ploded on a bus in West Jerusalem 
killed 19 people ... March 3, 1996, a 
communique report from the radical 
Palestinian organization, Hamas, 
said that the bombing was the last 
retaliation for the killing of a Hamas 
leader in January ... March 5, 1996, 
Senator Bob Dole (R-Kan.) swept 
five New England states, as well as 
Colorado, Maryland, and Georgia in 
the Republican presidential 
primaries ... March 6, 1996, the 9th 
Circuit Court of Appeals in San 
Francisco struck down a Washington 
State law prohibiting doctors from 
helping patients commit suicide .. 
March 6, 1996, former Governor 
Lamar Alexander of Tennessee 
withdrew from the Republican 
presidential contest and backed 
Senator Dole ... March 6, 1996, 
Senator Richard Lugar (R-Ind.) 
dropped out of the presidential race 
and also endorsed Senator Dole

The body of the piece is clear, opa- 
que white or a transparent, colored 
glass.

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AmeriCorps Members Help Local 
Agencies Begin Recycling Efforts 


One hundred twenty 
pounds may not be heavy 
for a person, but it’s heavy 
for a garbage bag full of 
paper. This was noted by 
four AmeriCorps members 
from) Garrett County 
Health Department, who 
took the agency’s recyclable 
office paper to the landfill 
for its official weigh-in. 

Ihe health department is 
among the local agencies 
where AmeriCorps mem- 
bers coordinate office-wide 
recycling projects as well as 
performing their regular du- 
ties. At the health depart- 
ment the program began in 
November with the distribu- 
tion of cardboard boxes for 
office paper and aluminum 
cans, along with informa- 
tion on what types of paper 
are recyclable. 

Pam Grebow, Amcri- 
Corps member at the health 
department, commented 
that the program has been 
well received. "Like any- 
thing new it takes some 
getting used to,” she said. 
“Pcople wanted to make 
sure their confidential pa- 
pers would stay confiden- 
tial, so we explained that 
participation is strictly vol- 
untary and that confidential 
documents would continue 
to be shredded rather than 
recycled. After that, people 
were more than happy to 
participate.” 

According to Grebow, 
enthusiasm for the program 
is evident not only in the 
120 pounds of paper recy- 
cled so far but also in a 
more general interest in 
recycling. She commented 
that "people stop me in the 
hall and ask where to recy- 
cle their magazines or whe- 
ther Garrett County has a 
plastics recycling program. 
People have a real interest 
in learning how they can do 
more to protect the envi- 
ronment." t 

A spokesperson from the 
Garrett County Office of 
Solid Waste and Recycling 
told AmeriCorps members 
that “currently, — certain 
number two plastic milk 
jugs and some laundry 
detergent containers can 
now be taken to A.I’s 
Recycling, located along 
Route 219 South past las- 
per Riley Rd.” 

Ihe AmeriCorps office 
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ountry Club Mall, 


at the health department, 
which includes Gretchen 
Durst, Michael Gibbons, 
and Sandy Sutton in addi- 
tion to Grebow, has already 
received two requests to 
include other organizations 
in its recycling program. 
Although time constraints 
limit this program to the 
health department, at least 
one of the agencies has 
taken steps to begin its own 
program. 

At Garrett County Com- 
munity Action Committee, 
Inc. (GCCAC), Tina Sump- 
ter, a second-year Ameri- 
Corps member in Commu- 
nity and limergency Servic- 
es, has been instrumental in 
coordinating another work- 
place recycling project. This 
program was established in 
1994 by AmcriCorps mem- 
bers and has recently been 
expanded because the land- 
fill now accepts office pa- 
per, glossy inserts, junk 
mail, and magazines. 
GCCAC now recycles these 
items as well as newspapers 
and cans. 

According to Linda 
Green, director of Commu- 
nity and Emergency Servic- 
es, "Recycling is a very 
scrious matter. Sometimes 
it becomes a nuisance, but 
we need to remember that 
it’s our trash and that we 
are making a better future 
for our children and their 
children.” 

The project at GCCAC 
is sct up with multiple de- 
posit sites throughout the 
agency to make it casy for 
employces to recycle. In the 
past three months alone, 
GCCAC’s recycling has 
totaled 200 pounds. Sum- 
pter says that “this recycling 
project has become very 
rewarding for me, because 
we are being responsible for 
cleaning up our own trash.” 

According to Green, 
during "the past three years 
here at GCCAC’s recycling 
has become a part of our 
lives.” Kellie Warnick, 
GCCAC AmeriCorps coor- 
dinator, added, "I even find 
mysclf at home recycling 
and bringing it into the 
deposit sites in the office. It 
would be great if every 
office in the community 
would take the time to 
recycle.” 

Ihe GCCAC has en- 
abled service learning stu- 
dents to sort, package, and 
transport the — recycling 
items via Garrett: “Transit. 
Ihe students have volun- 
teered 15 hours to the 
project so far. One student 
commented, “this project 
has taught me that it is very 
important to recycle.” 

AmeriCorps member 
Iheresa Rumer has expand- 
ed the recycling program at 
the Garrett County Depart- 
nent of Social Services. 
Rumer noted that the agen- 
cy had been recycling cans

Frost Seeding Clovers 


You can really improve 


the nutrient value and the 


yields of the pastures by frost seeding clover into the 
grasses. Clover provides plenty of protein to the grazing 
animals plus a nitrogen supply to the grasses. I have seen 
some really good stands of red clover as a result of frost 
seeding. I would recommend 8 to 12 pounds of red clover 
per acre. The seeding should be completed within the next 


couple of weeks.

American Farmland Trust Endorses 
Glendening’s Rural Legacy Program 


The director of American 
Farmland Trust’s Maryland 
program has strongly en- 
dorsed Governor Glenden- 
ing’s Rural Legacy Program 
as a creative and innovative 
approach to helping protect 
the state’s remaining but 
increasingly threatened 
farmland from urban 
growth pressure. 

In testimony Feb. 26 and 
27 before the Maryland 
State Senate Budget and 
Taxation and Ifouse Appro- 
priation committees, Jill 
Schwartz, AFT’s mid-Atlan- 
lic field director, said the 
program would provide 
ways to identify and fund 
the protection of Mary- 
land’s key farmland. She 
said it would enable the 
State to remain the leader 
in farmland protection 
nationwide. 

“Maryland hasconsistent- 
ly been at the forefront of 
the farmland protection 
movement nationally,” said 
Schwartz for AFT, a nation- 
al nonprofit farmland con- 
servation group. "The rural 
legacy program would main- 
tain this tradition and serve 
as a true model for other 

«states to emulate.” 


She said American Farm- 
land Trust specifically sup- 
ports three provisions in the 
program. 

* Establishment of a 
creative funding mechanism 
that would allow the state 
to save a critical amount of 
farmland in the ncar future, 
a key provision, she said, 
noting that “immediacy is 
essential because Maryland 
is facing intense develop- 
ment pressures.” 

* More selective ap- 
proach to protecting farm- 
land that would save only 
the best or most strategic 
farmland from destruction. 
Only one other state, she 
related, has adopted such 
an approach. 

¢ Giving high priority to 
farmland providing impor- 
tant natural resource bene- 
fits such as wildlife habitat 
and watershed areas, somie- 
thing no other state is do- 
ing. 

“Traditional farmland 
protection programs are not 
as effective as they once 
were,” observed Schwartz. 
"So, becoming more innova- 
tive is the key to maintain- 
ing a successful farmland 
protection program. Once

Sarbanes Expresses Concern Over 
Budget Amendment’s Impact On Ag 


Senator Paul Sarbanes 
said that the nation’s agri- 
culture programs could be 
negatively impacted by the 
passage of a balanced bud- 
get amendment to the Con- 
stitution. Sarbanes is an 
opponent of the amend- 
ment. 

Sarbanes was reacting to 
a letter from Agriculture 
Secretary Dan Glickman to 
Senate Minority Leader 
Tom Daschle expressing the 
secretary's concerns about 
the effects of the amend- 
ment on disaster assistance 
programs for farmers, nutri- 
tion and hunger programs, 
rural investment programs, 
and Farm Bill payments. 

"A. balanced budget 
amendment would, in all 
likelihood, set up a fierce 
struggle for limited federal 
resources.” Secretary Glick- 
man wrote. "In such a sce- 
nano, | fear that programs 
critical to the revitalization 
of rural America, such as 
agricultural research, con- 
servation and environmental 
protection, and rural devel- 
opment could be pitted 
against programs serving a 
more populous urban con- 
stituency. The potential for 
major funding disruptions in 
these key investment pro- 
grams will only weaken 
rural America’s ability to 
compete and meet the ever 
demanding needs of our 
country and world.” 

Sarbanes expressed con- 
cern over the impact to 
Maryland farmers and farm 
programs if the amendment 
were enacted. "Over the 
years, we have witnessed 
several droughts in Mary- 
land, where farmers sought

federal aid as a result of 
crop losses. Many of our 
local jurisdictions and busi- 
nesses benefit from grants 
and loans from the Rural 
Economic and Community 
Development agencies. And 
Maryland last year received 
10 percent of the national 
funds available for its farm- 
land protection efforts. 
“These programs, which 
are vital components of 
Maryland’s economic 
health, could all be threat- 
ened if we pass the bal- 
anced budget amendment. 
We have already made 
significant progress in bring- 
ing the deficit down by 
making hard choices. The 
deficit has been reduced 
from $290 billion in 1992 to 
$107 billion in 1996 and is 
moving downwards. We 
have made progress and will 
continue to do so ana our 
farm programs, rural devel- 
opment opportunities and

been sustained in the pro- 
cess. We cannot afford to 
jeopardize these  invest- 
ments of public funds which 
have been so critical to 
Maryland’s economic devel- 
opment,” Sarbanes conclud- 
ed.

~The town of Hancock 
was awarded a federal loan 
and grant totaling $2.7 
million for improvement of 
the town’s water system 
from the Rural Economic 
and Community Develop- 
ment Administration. 

~$1.2 million from 
USDA's Emergency Water- 
shed Protection Program 
(EWP) to Garrett and 
Allegany counties to help in 
repair efforts as a result of 
the devastating floods 
caused by the blizzards of 
1996.

A pre-scntence investiga- 
tion (PSE) was ordered by 
Garrett’ County District 
Court Judge Ralph M. Bur- 
nett for a Mountain Lake 
Park man who was found 
guilty in last week’s court 
proccedings of one count of 
felony theft. 

Jans M. Glotfelty, 55, 
who pleaded guilty to the 
offense, will be sentenced 
upon completion of the in- 
vestigation. 

According to district 
court records, the charge 
against Glotfelty stemmed 
from the Dec. 22, 1996, 
theft’ of cash and lottery 
tickets from the Oakland 
VEW. An investigation by 
deputics from the Garrett 
County Sheriff's Office led 
to a search of Glotlelty’s 
home and the subsequent 
discovery of 182 lottery 
tickets with serial numbers 
that matched the ones that 
were reported stolen. 

Glotfelty reportedly 
denied involvement in the 
theft, but later returned 
$3,819 of the $4,010.50 in 
cash that was stolen from 
the establishment. He ap- 
parently admitted to the 
theft and said he threw the 
container that had held the 
money off a bridge just out- 
side of Oakland. The total 
loss, after the lottery tickets 
and cash were recovered, 
was $422.50, which included 
$191.50 in cash that was 
sull missing; the money 
container, valued at $49; 
and the defaced lottery tick- 
ets, valued at $1 each. 

In other district’ court 
news, during a sentencing 
hearing for Ronald P. Bar-

A young Swanton man, 
found guilty in last Decem- 
ber’s district court procced- 
ings of misdemeanor theft, 
was sentenced last weck to 
serve 9) days of a six-month 
jail term for the offense. 

Jason W. Hale, 20, who 
pleaded guilty to the of- 
fense, was also placed on 
two years of supervised pro- 
bation upon release from 
incarceration. Conditions of 
his probation state he must 
submit to alcohol/drug test- 
ing and pay $443 in restitu- 
tion to the victims.

An Elk Ridge man lost 
his life in a fall Saturday as 
he apparently attempted to 
cross Muddy Creek Falls.

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Comet Hale-Bopp 


Clearly Visible In 


Evening, Morning 


Comet Iale-Bopp, 
possibly one of the brightest 
comets to ever pass by the 
earth, fs now clearly visible 
in the carly evening and the 
early morning sky over most 
of the northern hemisphere. 
Local star-gazers have been 
setting their alarms for 5 
am. or so to catch a 
glimpse of the spectacular 
two-tailed visitor 

"This is not a hard object 
to see," said comet expert 
Michael Mumm ol the Na- 
tonal  Acronautics — and 
Space Administration 
(NASA) Goddard Space 
light Center, as quoted on 
the Internet) Monday. 
Viewers do not need a 
tclescope to see the comet, 
which has about a 25-mile 
wide core. ‘This is more 
than 10 times the size of 
the average comet and 
about lour times the size of 
the lamous Halley's Comet, 
which did not present 
nearly the dramatic sight 
once predicted. 

Hale-Bopp was named 
for the two men -- ‘Tom 
Bopp, Phoenix, Ariz., and 
Alan Hale, New Mexico -- 
who spotted it almost 
simultancously in 1995. It is 
apparently brighter than last 
year’s Hlyakutake Comet, 
which impressed millions of 
sky-gavers all) over — the 
world. Hale-Bopp will be in 
the night sky for another 
month and a half or so. 

The comet is visible just 
after sunset in the north- 
west sky. In the early 
morning, before sunrise, 
Hale-Bopp can be spotted 
in the cast-northcast sky. 
Tor the time being, the 
morning view is the bright- 
est, but as the next. six 
wecks passes, the comet will 
rise in the evening sky and 
should be an impressive 
sight aboul an hour after 
sunset. 

Hale-Bopp'’s long  gas- 
cous fail spans across about 
20 degrees of the sky, which 
is approximately twice the 
size Of a tuman fist held at 
arm's length. A second tail, 
sons EL ustly of dust, is 
also visible with the naked 
eye. It curves away from the 
comet's. core in a bluish arc. 

Hale-Bopp will come 
closest to Farth on March 
22-24, when it will be about 
122) million miles away. 
Nine days later it will pass 


A MARVEL TO BEHOLD - Comet Hale-Bopp, one of the brightest comets possibly 
to ever pass by the Earth, was caught on film this week by local astronomer Gua 
Johnson.

In its journey near 
the sun, the temperature of 
the comet's nucleus intensi- 
fies and the icy core turns 
directly into a gas without 
first becoming a liquid. This 
is what causes the tail to 
appear. 

When the comet is at its 
closest to the sun, the tail 
may brighten as sunlight 
reflects off the dust left 
behind. Meteor showers 
may also be part of the 
night sky show, as tiny rocks 
or dust debris from the 
comet plunge through the 
L:arth’s atmosphere. 

In the midst of the com- 
ct's passby, another night- 
time spectacle will take 
place on March 23 as a 
partial lunar eclipse is to 
occur, beginning at about 
10 p.m.

Local astronomer Gus 
Johnson has been watching . 
the comet (see photos) and 
reported that tt appears to 


be rotating counter-clock- 
wise, probably caused by 
super Old Faithful-like 
geysers pouring forth on the 
surface.

State’s Safety 
Belt Regulation 
Made Stricter 


A coalition of automo- 
bile occupant protection 
organizations was delighted 
by yesterday’s passage of 
legislation to upgrade Mary- 
land’s safety belt law. The 
group hailed it as “the 
greatest single day for high- 
way safety” since the seat 
belt law was originally en- 
acted in 1985. 

The House of Delegates 
voted 72 to 64 to approve 
House Bill 816, which gives 
law enforcement officers 
the right to ticket motorists 
for not using safety belts 
while traveling in the front 
seat of an automobile. The 
current safety belt law al- 
lows an officer to ticket for 
the offense only after the 
car has been stopped for 
another traffic law violation. 
Now the officers may pull 
someone over if he or she is 
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not using seat belts -- no 
other violation is needed 
for the stop. 

The companion bill in 
the Maryland Senate (SB 
167) cleared the Senate last 
month by a 35 to 11 vote. 

According to a spokes- 
person from the Air Bag 
Safety Campaign, states that 
have elevated their "second- 
ary enforcement” seat belt 
laws to "standard enforce- 
ment” have routinely found 
significant increases in com- 
pliance with the law. The 
State Highway Administra- 
tion reported that if Mary- 
land’s current 70% belt us- 
age rate increases to 83%, 
which is the expected in- 
crease, an estimated 50 
deaths and 2,200 injuries 
could be prevented annual- 
ly. This would also amount 
to a savings of about $138 
million in "society costs.” 

Governor Parris Glen- 
dening commended the 
passage of the upgraded 
Taw. 

"As: I can personally at- 
test, having survived three 
automobile crashes because 
I was wearing my seat belt, 
passage of this bill will pre- 
vent serious injuries and 
save lives,” the governor 
stated.

“church, the play tells the

_earthly ministry up to and 
-including the resurrection. 
A true local community 
sevent, the cast comprises 
approximately 50 partici- 
“pants from both the church 
membership and the com- 
munity at large, and is ex- 
‘pected to be viewed by 
2,000 theater-goers over the 
“course of this year’s run. 
"| wanted the play to be 
true to the scriptural ac- 
counts of Jesus’ death and 
resurrection,” said Yoder, 
who wrote the drama in the 
carly 1980s. “I took the four 
gospels, studied them care- 
‘fully, and tried to put them 
ogether in chronological 
prder to make one continu- 
ous story of the events as 
they occurred. It took sever- 
‘al months to write, between 
‘the chores on my husband 
‘David’s dairy and raising 
the kids. Some days there 
was no work done on it at 
all. 
"As I was writing the 
play, and even more so af- 
‘ter seeing people on stage 
‘acting it out, it became 
“more and more clear to me 
that these were real pco- 
‘ple... could have been 
there; and it made me 
think, ‘What would I have 
one if I was there?’ There 
appear to be three catego- 
vies of people you can iden- 
tify at the crucifixion: those 
who actively loved Jesus, 
‘those who actively hated 
‘him, and those bystanders 
who were there just out of 
‘eugineiey Aenin I had to 
wonder, ‘What group would 
1 have fallen in?™ 
The flesh and blood real- 


ity of Jesus’ story touches 
audiences as well. Several 
years ago, during the se- 
quence where the risen 
Jesus addresses the doubts 
of Thomas the Apostle, a 
first grader tugged on his 
mother’s arm and exclaimed 
with the wisdom of a child, 
"Mom, he’s talking about 
us!” 

Darrell Yoder, the play's 
director, was _ similarly 
struck when he performed 
in the original run as a 16- 
year-old. "It brought the 
Bible stories to life for me, 
because I could concretely 
see the participants as real 
human beings, making 
choices in carrying out their 
actions.” Although the play 
wasn’t presented again after 
that original run, its impact 
stayed with Yoder for years 
afterward. Upon joining the 
church’s program commit- 
tee in the early 1990s, one 
of his goals was to resurrect 
the drama. 

With the help of his 
brother-in-law Conrad 
Maust, Yoder worked to as- 
semble the talents of the 
local community and re- 
sume performances every 
other year at the church. 
Since then, the play has 
reached an_ ever-growing 
audience, and participation 
has grown as well. "So many 
people, cspecially junior 
high and high school youth, 
come to us after sceing the 
play and ask, ‘How can | 
help?™ Yoder said. "We 
sometimes find it hard to 
get so many people actively 
involved, but we do our 
best to use them both on- 
stage and backstage as tech- 
nical support.

The storyboard included

largest campaigns ever to 
raise awareness about organ 
and tissue donation. If only 
1 percent of those receiving 
the card decide to become 
organ and tissue donors, 
we've created 700,000 more 
potential donors,” said Dor- 
gan. 

The Department of the 
Treasury anticipates that 
approximately 70 million 
people will receive informa- 
tion about organ and tissue 
donation with their tax re- 
fund checks. 

During a recent press 
conference to announce the 
project, Sen. Bill Frist 
(R-Tenn.), one of the lead 
sponsors in the Senate, said 
"if we can educate people, 
let them know of the need, 
let them know of the huge 
potential supply, have them 
go home and look at the in- 
sert card and talk to their 
loved ones and make that 
commitment, we can literal- 
ly save lives.” 

“Because transplantation 
is more successful and even 
though there are more do- 
nors than in the past, the 
number of people waiting 
for organs continues to rise 
at a faster rate than the 
number of organs available 
for transplant,” said Julie 
Mull Strange, president and 
CEO of the Transplant Re- 
source Center of Maryland. 

Right now, in Maryland, 
there are nearly 1,700 peo- 
ple on the waiting list for a 
vital organ transplant. Na- 
tionally, that number ex- 
ceeds 50,000. I:ach day ap- 
proximately 10 people die 
while waiting for an organ 
transplant. 

The Transplant Resource 
Center of Maryland is the 
only Maryland-based, fed- 
erally certified not-for-profit 
health service organization 
providing organ procure- 
ment and licensed tissue 
bank services to the citizens 
of Maryland. The mission 
of the TRC is enhancing 
the quality of human life 
through the provision of hu- 
man organs and tissues for 
transplantation.

More Taxpayers 
Filing Electronic 
State Tax Returns 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
says more taxpayers than 
ever before are filing their 
Maryland income tax re- 
turns electronically, using 
the services of professional 
preparers to prepare or 
transmit their returns. 

“Taxpayers submitted 
122,962 tax returns elec- 
tronically last year. We 
exceeded that number on 
March 10, with 123,308 ac- 
cepted electronic returns, 
and with more than one 
month left in the filing sea- 
son,” Goldstein said. He at- 
tributed the growth to the 
cooperation of professional 
tax preparers, his "Just Ask" 
campaign, and expanded 
electronic filing services at 
volunteer income tax sites. 

The comptroller said 
three out of four Maryland 
taxpayers are due state in- 
come tax refunds. The 
Comptroller's Office gener- 
ally prints refund checks 
within 24 hours of receiving 
a valid electronically filed 
return. "Taxpayers due re- 
funds, and filing close to 
the April 15 deadline, will 
find electronic filing to be 
especially useful because 
even with the crush of mail 
received at the deadline, 
electronically filed returns 
bypass this bottleneck and 
continue to generate re- 


age last minute filers to 
consider electronic filing as 
this is the quickest way to 
get a fast refund with the 
assurance that your return 


funds quickly,” Goldstein 
said. 
"While most taxpayers 


filing electronically are due 
refunds, those who do owe 
additional taxes with their 
return may also file elec- 
tronically. They will receive 
a bill for the correct 
amount of tax due, payable 
by April 15,” Goldstein said. 
To date, more than 2,600 
taxpayers have taken advan- 
tage of the balance due fil- 
ing Option. 

Goldstein estimates that 
nearly 50% of Maryland 
taxpayers use the services of 
a professional tax preparer. 
"We encourage these tax- 
payers to ‘just ask’ their 
preparer to file their state 
and federal tax returns elec- 
obey, UWolusieu) said. 
"Often the cost of electronic 
filing 1s already included in 
the cost of forms prepara- 
tion.

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Rickman, Brenneman Place Second 


Rams Seventh, Huskies Tenth 
In State Wrestling Tourney 


Out of 75 teams repre- 
scnted in the Maryland 
State 1A2A_ Wrestling 
Tournament, held last 
weekend at Western Mary- 
land College in Westmin- 
stcr, the Southern High 
Rams captured = seventh 
place and the Northern 
High Huskies tied for 10th, 
as one member of each 
team finished as state run- 
ner-ups. 

Nathan Rickman of Sou- 
thern finished second in the 
152-pound division, while 
Northern High School's 
Cody Brenneman won the 
runner-up trophy in the 
160-pound division. Rick- 
man was defeated, 6-2, by 
Steve Kessler of Owings 
Mills, a four-time state 
champion and the nation’s 
third ranked wrestler who 
finished his high school 
carcer with a 148-0 record. 
Brenneman lost by technical 
fall, 17-2, to Jeremy Lignelli 
of Glenelg. 

It was the second year in 
a row that Rickman faced 
Kessler in the state finals, 
as Kessler recorded a 12-4 
win in last year’s 145-pound 
final. Saturday’s win made 
Kessler only the second- 
ever four-time state champi- 
on in Maryland. 

"This kid is definitely the 
strongest guy I’ve wrestled," 
Kessler told the Baltimore 
Sun following his win over 
Rickman, “but I wanted this 
really bad, and now, it’s a 
relief that it’s over. It was 
definitely a challenge. I 
wasn’t feeling well, but 
that’s no excuse. It was 
morc that he was hard to 
wrestle, but I did it.” 

Kessler came into the 
state tournament after bat- 
tling the flu for several 
days. 

Rickman made similar 
comments about the match 
and his opponent. "I wanted 
to win this one real bad, 
and I gave it my all,” he 


said. "But he’s always in 
good position and he kept 
shifting his weight. 1 could 
never get an advantage. 
Ile’s a good wrestler.” 

Of Kessler’s 148 victo- 
ties, 73 were recorded by 
pins and 46 by technical 
fall. 

The two coasted through 
the earlier rounds to reach 
the final clash with each 
other, as Rickman recorded 
three technical falls by a 
combined score of 49-4 and 
Kessler recorded a pin, a 
16-1 technical fall, and a 
15-2 decision. Rickman fin- 
ished the season with a 35-2 
record. 

The Ramis also garnered 
two third places, as Eric 
Rexrode decisioned Chris 
Keller of Middletown, 9-3, 
in the 125-pound consola- 
tion bout and Howard 
Crosco out-pointed Kevin 
Ferguson, 12-4, in the 171- 
pound consolation final. 
Northern’s Jimmy Warnick 
also scized a third place 
when he edged Pat Howard 
of Lackey, 4-3, in the 119- 
pound division consolation 
bout. Jimmy Green, also of 
Northern, placed sixth in 
the 140-pound division. 

Brenneman, who a few

Zimbabwe; Readies To Join Corps 


Susan Umstot, Oakland, 
will give a slide presentation 
and talk on her recent trip 
to Zimbabwe this Sunday, 
March 15, following the 
regular church service at St. 
Paul’s United Methodist 
Church, Oakland. — Iler 
Presentation is slated to 
begin at about 12:30 p.m. 

Umstot spent two weeks 
in the African country as 
part of an I1-member team 
of volunteers who worked 
on the growing “Africa 
University.” A project of the 
United Methodist Church, 
the university is the first 
"Pan-African" university, 
which means it is open to 
all citizens of the country. 


“One man walked for ten 
months to get to the 
school,” she said. "It is an 
amazing place where people 
of all cultures are gather- 
ing.” 

The school is a higher 
education facility, offering 
degrees in theology, agricul- 
ture, business, and other 
areas.

four toddlers at once.” She 
reported that the children 
seem happy and well-cared 
for, although nourishing 
food is somewhat scarce. 

The official language of 
the area is English, but 
most of the residents speak 
"Shona." Umstot learned 
several words of the lan- 
guage in the short time she 
was with the citizens. 

The rainy season was in 
full swing when the local 
wonian was present, making 
the plastering job messicr 
than usual. However, the 
rain was heavier than it had 
been in years and the area 
became lush and green over 
a short time. 

"It was beautiful,” she 
said. 

The trip was a stroke of 
luck for the young woman, 
as she is a member of the 
United States Peace Corps 
and was informed just three 
days before the Zimbabwe 
trip that she had been as- 
signed to another African 
country, Malawi, for her 
two-year stint with the 
Corps. Umstot will leave on 
April 9 for that area, which 
is just a few hundred miles 
from Zimbabwe. 

"It was a great introduc- 
tion for me,” she said, add- 
ing that she is excited about 
her upcoming journey. 
Umstot will be working as 
an AIDS educator during 
her term with the Corps. In 
the sres she is to work, 
Umstot ssid one in every 
three persons is infected 
with TITV. 

"It’s spreading scross the 
nation, fast. It could wipe 
out the entire population,” 
she ssid. The disease is 
apparently being transmit- 
ted chiefly through hetero- 
sexual contact and the 
stigmas surrounding it is 
apparently s major cause of 
its rapidly growing scope. 

"No one wants to talk 
about it, so no one knows 
who is infected. When they 
become visibly sick, they 
retreat to their homes and 
don't come out again,” she 
said.

Upon her arrival in Ma- 
lawi, Umstot will enter into 
four weeks of orientation 
into the culture and lan- 
guage of the area.

GREAT EXPECTATIONS 

This time of year is one of great anticipation in Garrett 
County. ‘Ihe coming spring season and what follows 

makes this part of the country truly an outdoors person’s 
paradise. I don’t know anyone who enjoys Garrett County 
more than Ray Wharton who runs R & S Enterprises. 
And right now, carly spring fishing is on the top of his 
mind and spring turkey hunting in the wings. 

Anyhow, Ray recommends Stonewall Jackson Lake 
over in West Virginia for exciting largemouth action as 
soon as the water temperatures get into the 50’s. This is 
a “catch and release" bass fishery and requires a West Vir- 
ginia license. If smallmouth are more to your liking, Ray 
is recommending Mt. Storm Lake at the VEPCO plant. 
Water temperatures are constant here and the fishing is 
fairly reliable for 2 to 4 pounders. With the recent 
breakup of the ice on Deep Creek Lake, Ray is planning 
forays for walleye, northern pike, and yellow perch along 
the sandy northwestern shores. He reports regular early 
season success in the McIlenry Cove area. 

RIVER REPORT 

Harold Harsh relates that trout fishing has been pretty 
good recently in the Yough “catch and release” section. 
Success has been on brown and black stone flies, sized 18 
to 20. Also, the ever reliable bitch creek nymph which has 
been producing well is size 8. Apparently the lack of snow 
cover and limited rainfall has the streams at levels a bit 
lower than usual for this time of year and consequently 
the fishing has been worthwhile. 

The Yough, Savage, and North Branch are all fishable 
and Harold said that he guided John Qualls from West 
Virginia on Seneca Creek and had a good day picking up 
lots of brookies. 

ARCHERY LEAGUE REPORT 

Dan Milavec tells us that competition in the league at 
D & B continues to be very close, with only a few points 
separating the top five teams.

OUTDOOR PRODUCT SHOWCASE 

One can discover some very interesting things wander- 
ing through a sportsmen’s show. And while touring the 
show in Pittsburgh recently, I found two items (following) 
that should be of interest to Garrett County sportsmen. 

YOUGHIOGHENY RESERVOIR FISHING SYSTEM 

Area fishing is a topic we address frequently here; how- 
ever, I feel that not cnough attention is paid to the 
Youghiogheny Reservoir that we share with Pennsylvania. 
Maybe that’s because I've felt that I didn’t know enough 
about it and how to fish it. 

A wealth of knowledge about the Yough Reservoir is 
contained in Bob Tomasko’s Learn-A-Lake System. Any- 
one interested in seriously fishing the Yough will do well 
to get the package, Youghiogheny Reservoir version. 

Contained is a 60-minute audio cassette tape as well as 
a tear resistant and waterproof map complete with 
marked hot spots. Bob, a professional guide quoted in na- 
tional publications such as Fishing Facts, Field & Stream, 
and Spons Afield, reveals the secrets he has learned in his 
fascinatingly thorough research. He tells specifically which 
baits and lures work best and where, when and how to fish 
specific areas. All important facilities and roads are updat- 
ed and even the quality of the launch ramps have been 
rated.

New Licensing 
System Of DNR 
Is Introduced 


A new, computerized 
customer licensing and reg- 
istration information system 
will be introduced to all of 
Maryland's nearly 400 sport 
licensing agents by the end 
of the year, Governor Parris 
N. Glendening announced 
this week. The Board of 
Public Works approved $2.7 
million, to be paid over the 
next five years, to purchase 
the new licensing system 
called COINS (Customer 
Oriented Information Net- 
work). 

Chaired by the Gover- 
nor, the Board is also com- 
prised of Comptroller Louis 
L. Goldstein and ‘Treasurer 
Richard N. Dixon. The 
board is authorized by the 
General Assembly to ap- 
prove major construction 
and consultant contracts, 
equipment purchases, prop- 
erly transactions, and other 
procurement actions. 

"My administration — is 
committed to using technol- 
ogy to provide better cus- 
tomer service to Maryland's 
citizens,” Governor Glen- 
dening said. “Not only will 
the people who receive the 
more than 900,000 licenses 
and boat registrations is- 
sued each year benefit, the 
businesses selling these li- 
censes will benefit as well, 
through the elinnnation of 
cumbersome paperwork and 
reporting requirements.” 

DNR Secretary John R. 
Griffin added, "The COIN 
system will also improve the 
collection of hunting and 
fishing trends statewide, 
which will enable the de- 
partment to better manage 
the natural resources associ- 
ated with hunting, fishing, 
and boating.” 

In addition to eliminating 
paperwork for customers, 
the new system will provide 
wallet-sized, durable water- 
proof licenses, and provide 
up-to-date information 
changes in hunting and fish- 
ing opportunities for license 
agents to provide to custo- 
mers. 

The svstem will also ben- 
efit the state through elec- 
tronic transfer of money 
paid for licenses, elimina- 


tion of paperwork, and by 
allowing the Natural Re- 
sources Police to easily ac- 
cess hunting and fishing li- 
cense data by computer. 

Sport licensing agents 
will receive a computer and 
printer that will automate 
the sale of sport licenses. 
Training will be provided 
for agents on a regional 
basis. A fee, equal to an 
agent’s surety bond fee, will 
be collected from agents to 
cover the annual cost of 
hardware and maintenance. 
Sport license agents will 
have fully automated capa- 
bilities by December of this 
year. 
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DNR Proposes 
Modifications 
To Hunting Regs 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary John R. Griffin 
has announced modifica- 
tions being proposed for the 
1997-98 hunting regulations 
(the hunting license year is 
August 1, 1997, through 
July 31, 1998). These modi- 
fications have been ap- 
proved by the Wildlife Ad- 
visory Committee. 

"In response to hunters’ 
concerns about predictabili- 
ty of hunting seasons and 
bag limits, and to allow for 
better data analysis for 
wildlife management deci- 
sions, the department now 
sets hunting regulations on 
a two-year cycle,” Griffin 
said. 

Vhe 1997-98 hunting and 
trapping season dates and 
bag limits for resident game 
and furbearers were pre- 
sented to the public for 
comment at informational 
meetings this month and 
were subsequently adopted. 

As a response to the 
comments made by hunters, 
landowners, and citizens

recent deer management 
planning meetings and ad- 
ditional comments from the 
hunting community, the de- 
partment is considering the 
following modifications. 

* Changes for special 
junior hunter deer season-- 
DNR has proposed that this 
season be open for both 
antlered and antlerless deer 
statewide. In certain West- 
ern Maryland deer manage- 
ment zones, junior hunters 
have been restricted to 
hunting only antlered deer 
unless they possess an “ant- 
lerless deer permit.” 


* Bag limit restrictions for 


antlered deer--DNR is pro- 


posing that deer hunters be 
allowed to take only one 
antlered deer in each of the 
three deer seasons: bow, 
muzzleloader, and firearms. 
This regulation would not 
apply to the following deer 
management zones: Alle- 
gany (Zones | and 2), Fred- 
erick (Zone 1), Garrett 
(Zones | and 2), and Wash- 
ington (Zone 2). Sika deer 
bag limits will remain un- 
changed. 

* Bow season bag limit 
changes for certain western 
Maryland counties--Presently 
bowhunters who have pur- 
chased a bonus bow deer 
stamp are able to harvest a 
total of two deer of either 
sex during the bow season. 
DNR is proposing that 
bowhunters who have pur- 
chased a bonus bow deer 
stamp will be limited to 
taking a combined total of 
one antlered deer and one 
antlerless deer. Ihese deer 
can be taken in any order. 
Under this proposal bow- 
hunters would not be able 
to take two antlered decr, 
nor would they be able to 
take two antlerless deer. 
This regulation proposal 
would apply to the follow- 
ing deer management 
zones: Allegany (Zones I 
and 2), Frederick (Zone 1), 
Garrett (Zones 1 and 2), 
and Washington (Zone 2). 

* Legalizing the use of 
blinds for spring turkey sea- 
son--The use of blinds for 
hunting bearded turkeys is 
presently illegal. DNR is 
proposing to allow the use 
of blinds for spring turkey 
hunting. 

* Telescopic sights for. 
muzzleloader deer season-- 
The use of telescopic sights 
is presently illegal for deer 
hunting during the muzzle- 
loader season unless a hunt- 
er has been issucd a spccial 
DNR permit because of a 
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visual impairment. DNR is 
proposing that all hunters 
be permitted to use scopes 
for the deer muzzleloader 
season. 

* Restrictions on hunting 
doves--It is presently legal 
to hunt mourning doves 
over a ficld in which the ag- 
ricultural practice of “top 
sowing of wheat" has been 
employed. DNR is propos- 
ing to prohibit dove hunting 
over any field where this 
agricultural practice has 
been conducted. 

* Expanded hunting op- 
portunities for resident Cana- 
da geese--Although declin- 
ing numbers of migrant 
Canada geese have necessi- 
tated a closure of the sport

Senate Bill No. 93 of the Annotated Code of 
Maryland requires counties and municipal corpora- 
tions to notify taxpayers of the availability of the 
semi-annual property tax payment option for owner- 
occupied residential property that is the principal 
residence of a homeowner 

lf a taxpayer elects to make semi-annual 
property tax payments, ¥% of the municipal taxes will 
be deferred until January 1. The second payment, 
due January 1, will incur a service charge reason- 
ably equivalent to the anticipated loss interest in- 
come associated with the delay in payment of the 
second instaliment and covering administrative ex- 
penses associated with the semi-annual payment 
not exceeding 25% of the charge of lost interest. 

To be eligible to make this election of semi- 
annual payment, all previous year taxes must be 
paid infullby June 1. Taxpayers not making their first 
semi-annual payment by September 30 are auto- 
matically waived out of the semi-annual plan and 
must pay the full tax bill. 

Selection of payment schedule for property 
taxes may be made upon receipt of tax bill. If tax- 
payer wishes to pay in full, he/she must choose 
appropriate coupon and return with the proper pay- 
ment. If the taxpayer wishes to participate in the 
semi-annual payment option, the appropriate cou- 
pon should be returned with payment before the 
September 30 deadline. 

It is the responsibility of the taxpayer to 
notify his/her mortgage company of his/her wishes to 

pay on a semi-annual basis if he/she has an escrow 
account. The town is not responsible for any condi- 
tions or costs that the lender may impose for its 
involvement in the semi-annual payment process.

Being a follower of Jesus 
Christ in Thessalonika was not 
for sissies or the faint-heaned.

Paul and his asao- 
cates gave thanks to God for the 
steadfasmess of the Thessaionian 
Chnstiens in the ‘face of “all your 
persecutions and the afflictions 
which you are enduring” (1:4). 

So far, the church at Thessa- 
lonika was hanging in there, as 
we say today. But how long 
could they continue to hold on 
and still grow in faith and love? 
At the point he writes this letter, 
there is no end in sight to the suf- 
fering they are enduring. Paul 
can't send them an army or police 
detachment to protect them. He 
can’t call on the government to 
protect his Thessalonian friends. 
There seems to be nothing he can 
do to help them. 

MAKE YOU WORTHY 

But Paul knows there is some- 
thing that can be done and he 
does it: he prays “that our God 
may make you worthy of his call 
and may fulfill every good 
resolve and work of faith by his 
power, so that the name of the 
Lord Jesus may be glonfied in 
you...” (1:11). 

The word “worthy” here could 
be a stumbling block. for in the 
rest of his epistles Paul tells us

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we cannot be worthy of God's 
grace. But I think that the wor- 
thiness he is praying for the 
Thessalonians is not to be equal 
to the grace of God, but up to the 
challenge that confronts them. 
Actually, these words of Paul 
can be helpful to us when we 
seem uncertain how to pray for 
someone. We're currently pray- 
ing for a friend who was laid off 
from his position and has been 
searching for a new job for too 
many months. When we pray for 
him, we do not tell God what to 
do about our friend, but we ask 
that he may be equal to the 
challenge that confronts him 
and fulfill the potential God has 
placed within him. 
GLORIFIED IN US 
When, like the Christians at 
Thessalonika, we are confronted 
by affliction, it is natural that we 
ask God to let this cup pass from 
us. But at its highest level, our 
prayer must be to help us to be 
equal to the challenge “so that 
the name of our Lord Jesus may 
be glorified in you, and you in 
him, according to the grace of 
our God and the Lord Jesus 
Chnst” (1:12). Instead of asking 
for the easiest and fastest way 
out of our affliction, let us ask that 
whatever God sends the name of 
Jesus may be gionfied in us. 
That’s a very tail order, | know 
In my life God has permitted me 
to escape some of my affliction. 
while others | have had to see 
through to the very end. Given a 
choice, of course, | would prefer 
the former option. But the latter 
is sometimes inescapable and it 
is in these that we have the 
greatest opportunity to be his 
faithful disciples—to witness to 
the world what can happen when 
we let him shine through us. 
There is no better way to witness 
for Jesus Chnst than to let him 
shine through us when we walk in 
a dark place that we cannot avoid. 
So, what is the prescnption for 
‘hanging in there’ when we are 
faced with a rock and a hard 
place? First. pray that God will 
help you to be up to the chal- 
lenge—and you will be. Second. 
ask him to let Chnst shine 
through your handling of that 
challenge. More than that we 
cannot or need not ask.

Midseason hiatus of ER 
may be healthy for Hope

The companson and competi- 
tion were inevitable. 

Ever since two prime-time 
medical dramas, Chicago Hope 
and ER, premiered in the fall of 
1994, the shows have been ri- 
vals. 

Now, with the midseason hia- 
tus of top-rated ER, Chicago 
Hope has a chance to resusci- 
tate its ratings and even lure 
some ER viewers 

But that may not happen. 

“We're not making any plans 
on how we re programming 
our show based on ER being 
off the air,” says Adam Arkin, 
who plays Dr. Aaron Shutt on 
Chicago Hope. 

That’s a shame. Emmy-win- 
nmg Chicago Hope is a well- 
written, strongly cast series 
worth watching. 

From the beginning, the se- 
ries has relied heavily on 
Broadway talent. During the 
first season, Juilliard-trained 
Mandy Patinkin, in the role of 
eccentric surgeon Dr. Jeffrey 
Geiger, dominated the show. 
The Tony Award-winnmg star 
left the series last year. 

But the addition of the talent- 
ed Christine Lahti has more 
than filled the void left by his 
departure. 

Lahti, recipient of Golden 
Globe, Emmy, CableACE and 
Obie awards, stars as Dr. Kath- 
ryn Austin, a driven, ambitious 
cardiothoracic surgeon. 

Hector Elizondo, who plays 
chief of surgery Dr. Phillip 
Watters, is also a Golden 
Globe winner. Hospital drama 
veteran Mark Harmon (St. 
Elsewhere) plays Dr. Jack Mc- 
Neil, an orthopedic surgeon. 

Unlike those of ER, the story 
lines of Chicago Hope otten 
take place away from the hos- 
pital. 

Dr. Austin and her snake- 
turned-hero ex-husband tRon 
Silver) traveled to Washington, 
where Silver's passionate per- 
formance as a health care advo- 
cate could well earn him an 
Emmy nomination.

nately, the Tony and Drama 
Desk Award winner has since 
left the show. 

Another highly charged story 
line involved Dr. Austin’s fa- 
ther, a strong-willed man who 
refused medical intervention 
for his terminal illness. 

The writers wisely chose the 
father’s home as the setting for 
this intimate portrait of Dr. 
Austin’s relationship with her 
father, who died at home. 

Despite these fine perfor- 
mances by talented veterans of 
stage and screen, Chicago 
Hope lingers around No. 30 in 
the Nielsen ratings, while ER 
consistently comes in first. 

Perhaps it is the generally 
younger cast on ER (Noah 
Wyle, for example) (hat draws 
so many viewers, especially 
women in their 20s. 

More likely it’s the time slot 
Chicago Hope airs Mondays, 
often against Monday Night 
Football. ER has a comfortable 
home on Thursdays with the 
top-rated Friends and Seinfeld. 

Or maybe it is the stability of 
ER. where original cast main- 
stays remain, working against 
the revolving door of charac- 
ters on Chicago Hope. 

This week, Chicago Hope is 
bringing in a heavyweight to 
boost its numbers. Alan Arkin 
- actor, director, author, pho- 
tographer, folk musician and 
father of Adam -— plays an artist 
who claims to be Dr. Shutt’s 
father in “The Son Also Rises.” 

Maybe the ratings will, too. 
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Allison Smith (Spy Game) 
had her first series role on 
Kate & Allie. Prior to that she 
starred on Broadway in Annie.

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The Irish in America 
reflects a partisan view

Just in time for St. Patrick's 
Day, viewers can see U.S. his- 
tory through emerald-colored 
glasses in The Irish in America, 
Sunday, March 16, on A&E 

The two-hour piece tells its 
story with such gusto that it 
would seem there was little 
need for others to come settle 
the land, so numerous, industr- 
ous and adaptable were the 
sons and daughters of Eire. 

While partisan loyalty threat- 
ens to run amok in /rish, it’s 
also tive thete ate stereotypes 
to be corrected. 

Religious persecution, tor ex- 
ample, brought the Irish, like 
other Europeans, to the New 
World. While the potato famine 
of 1846-47 may have been the 
efficient cause for a million 
souls to take their chances first 
on the high seas and then in the 
fields and factories of the new 
nation, it was generations of 


bullying by the English that 
provided motive. 

The log cabin, an invention of 
the Ulster Irish that came to 
symbolize the pioneer spirit, is 
paid brief tribute. And the 
stereotyping that led to use of 
terms such as “paddy wagon” 
is rightly deplored. 

Unfortunately, a bitter tone 
saturates The Irish in America. 
Narrator Aidan Quinn gives a 
sweet lilt to the Eenian names. 
yet delivers an indulgent, parti- 
san reading of the text, 

Visually, the film has affect- 
ing images of natural beauty 
and social squalor, but repeated 
use dulls their impact. 

Like all who have chosen 
America, the Irish faced hard- 
ship. Yet with their place in 
history secure, the film contin- 
ues to argue for inclusion of the 
Irish in the American family - 
like an old man still fighting a 
long-settled war. It's time to 
move on.

LOUISE DEGRAFINRIED 


A strong faith can lead to a cool 
head. That’s what Louise 
Degrafinried of rural Tennessee 
proved one cold February morning, 
when she saved not only her own life, 
but those of her husband and a fright- 
ened young criminal as well. 

The Degrafinricds live near Fort 
Pillow State Prison, and one night 
heard on the radio that five dangerous 
men had escaped. They were thought 
to be headed for the southwest part of 
the state right’ where the 
Degrafinrieds live. 

Louise wasn’t afraid. She was con- 
vinced that if you believe in God, He 
will take care of you. So, when her 
husband Nathan went out after break- 
fast to look for the cat but came back 
with a shotgun pointed at his side, she 
stayed calm. 

Before hanging up on the morning 
phone call to her best friend, she qui- 
etly said: “Call the police.” 

The escaped convict pointing the 
gun was young _ mid 20s _ and 
demanded their truck. Nathan obedi- 
ently went outside to start it, but 
Louise became indignant. Who was 
this man to barge into their house and 
tell them what to do? How dare he 
threaten to harm them? 

“Young man ... we don't have vio- 
lence in this house. This is God's 
house. Put down that gun.” 

The young man looked at her for e 
long time. She was not asking _ she 
was demanding that he obey her. 

“Put down that gun!” she insisted. 
And he did. Then he slumped down 
on the couch and moened: “Lady, I’m 
so hungry. I haven't eaten in three 
days.” 

“Then you'll have some break- 
fast.”

Antiques, collectibles and garden- 
ing seem to go together. Such “cross- 
over’ collectibles usually generate 
extra interest and rising prices. 

Weller, the famous art pottery 
maker from Ohio, made a full line of 
garden ornaments and accessories 
from the early 1900s to 1948. 

Cement-gray colored birdbaths 
and jardinieres from the Graystone 
line often were unmarked. 

Birdhouses and hanging feeders 
were made of gray and sandstone- 
colored clays. 

One line of vases and planters was 
made to resemble tree trunks. 
Another line featured realistic frogs 
in sizes from a few inches to a foot 
long. 

Garden figures were popular. 
Weller made gnomes, animals and 
birds in the 1930s and ‘40s. Bulge- 
eyed dogs, happy ducks, drunken 
ducks and banjo frogs were available. 
You could get a table shaped like a 
toadstool. a strawberrv jar or a sundi- 
al. 

The most unusual garden pottery 
was the line of sprinklers. A 1930s ad 
menticned a frog sprinkler that threw 
the water 16 feet. The sprinklers were 
made from figures that had been 
drilled so the metal sprinkler head 
and hose connection could be insert- 
ed. 

Many of the garden pieces were 
not marked and are still unrecognized 
by some collectors. The jardinieres 
sell for hundreds of dollars; the 
gnomes are bringing more than 
$1,000. Some sprinklers fetch more 
than $5,000.

Q. My yellow-and-red tall pitch- 
er is made of crackle glass. How old 
is it? 

A. Crackle glass was originally 
made by the Venctians in the 16th 
century. Most of what we find today 
dates from the 1800s or later. 

The glass was heated, cooled and 
refired so that many small lines 
appeared inside it. 

Crackle glass was popular during 
the 1920s and ‘30s, when several dif- 
ferent dinnerware patterns were 
made. The United States Glass Co. 
made a Craquel pattern in 1924.

State Board Votes To Begin 
Work On High School Tests 


The State Board of Edu- 
cation this week approved 
specifications that the Col- 
lege Board and the Educa- 
tion Testing Service will use 
to design new high school 
tests for Maryland. In ap- 
proving the motion, the 
State Board moved one 
step closer to implementing 
assessments that will raise 
the academic standards for 
the state’s high schools. 

State School Superinten- 
dent Nancy S. Grasmick 
said, “The board’s work to- 
day lays the foundation for 
a solid and well-designed 
testing program, but this 
vote doesn’t precisely define 
the details of the program. 
In test design, it is impor- 
tant to build in capacity for 
tests to be used in different 
ways or to have different 
consequences attached to 
them--the board set the 
outside parameters today 
but not the final blueprint.” 

Approximately 3,700 ed- 
ucators, elected officials, 
parents, students, and busi- 
ness people participated in 
more than 200 mectings 
over the past year in prepa- 
ration for the board’s deci- 
sions. "Today is the begin- 
ning of a new round of dia- 
logue with the public and 
with educators on the high 
school assessments,” Dr. 
Grasmick said. "Because the 
most critical decisions lie 


Scholarships 
Announced For 
4-H Members 


The Garrett County Ex- 
tension Service announces 
4-H/FFA scholarships avail- 
able for colleges, universi- 
ties, trade, or technical 
schools. Some target youth 
age 16 and older; some are 
designated for high school 
graduates; and some are 
open to alumni. 

According to Alice Hev- 
ner, the Garrett County ex- 
tension agent, there are 
scholarships restricted to 
Garrett County residents. 
The John Thomas Sealing 
Memorial Scholarship is 
such a grant accessible to a 
college freshman studying 
health of education. The 
applicant must be or have 
been a 4-H member, a 
graduate of a Garrett 
County high school, or a 
resident for at least one 
year. Applications are due 
July 21. 

There is also a Garrett 
County Livestock Associa- 
tion Scholarship to a col- 
lege, trade, or technical 
school. Candidates for this 
must be active members of 
the Garrett County 4- 
H/FFA program and gradu- 
ates of a Garrett County 
high school or equivalent. 
These applications are due 
June 23 

There are nine state 4-H 
scholarships intended for 
present or former 4-H’ers 
who are entering college. A 
single form will allow each 
applicant to be considered 
for all nine. These must be 
completed and returned to 
the extension office by 
April 25. 

The University of Mary- 
land School of Agriculture 
and Natural Resources may 
also have financial assis- 
tance available. "If you are 
planning to enroll at the 
University and have not had 
contact with the Financial 
Aid office, please contact 
the Extension office for as- 
sistance with contacts,” Hev- 
ner said. 

There is also a 4-11 stu- 
dent kan program, she ex- 
plained. The Blackhall Me- 
morial 4-H Student Loan 
Fund is administered by the 
Maryland Chapter 4-H All- 
Stars. Those who have been 
active members for at least 
two years may be qualified 
for this assistance. Upon 
graduation from college, the 
loan becomes payable at 4 
percent interest the first 
year, and 10 percent after 
that. The 4-H office has ap- 
plications.

“The state board reaf- 
firmed today that the high 
school assessments are in- 
tended to stimulate im- 
provements in instruction 
and a more serious ap- 
proach to academic study 
by all students,” said State 
Board President Christo- 
pher T. Cross. 

The foundation for the 
high school assessments laid 
down by the state board will 
allow for the development 
of tests that hold students 
responsible for their learn- 
ing, that are linked to their 
receipt of a diploma, and 
that support diplomas that 
reflect different levels of 
achievement. But final deci- 
sions on these issues, in- 
cluding exactly how to hold 
students accountable, how 
to tie the tests to the diplo- 
ma, when the new tests will 
take effect, and whether to 
phase in the requirements, 
will be made in the months 
ahead as test design pro- 
ceeds. 

The state board left open 
the possibility that the high 
school assessment program 
could consist of as many as 
12 tests. School systems or- 
ganize science and mathe- 
matics courses differently, 
and the board-design guide- 
lines would allow for flexi- 
bility to accommodate dif-

short-answer questions and 
student-constructed = an- 
swers. The balance between 
these two types of questions 
will be determined by the 
nature of each content area.

Service Learning Requirement For 
High School Students Reaffirmed 


Saying they were encour- 
aged by student progress 
statewide toward fulfilling 
the new service learning 
graduation requirement, 
members of the Maryland 
State Board of Education 
last week unanimously re- 
stated their support for re- 
taining service learning as a 
graduation requirement for 
1997 Maryland high school 
students. 

More than 35,000 seniors 
have already completed the 
requirement, with three 
months still to go before 
graduation. Another 1,800 
are 75% complete, and 
about 6,500 have yet to fin- 
ish the requirement. The 
Class of 1997 is the first 
statewide class in the nation 
to participate in student 
service learning as a gradu- 
ation requirement. 

State Board members ap-

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plauded the progress made 
by the state’s 43,000 seniors 
since the requirement was 
added in 1993. They com- 
mended those who had 
completed their 75 hours 
(or local school system 
equivalent) of community 
service, saying Maryland has 
"sect the pace” for the rest of 
the nation. 

"For these graduates and 
for future graduates, your 
diploma represents not only 
academic achievement but 
also, for the first time, dem- 
onstrated civic engage- 
ment,” said Nancy S, Gras- 
mick, the state superinten- 
dent of schools. “This is 
very promising information 
in which we as an entire 
state can take pride.” 

During a report to the 
Board about the status of 
student service learning, 
Maryland Student Service 
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Alliance Director Luke Fra- 
zier said he was gratified by 
the state’s success with the 
program. "This is a tremen- 
dous testimony to the com- 
mitment and seriousness of 
purpose with which more 
than 35,000 of Maryland’s 
students approached and 
completed student service 
learning,” Frazier said. 
“While we still have much 
growing and improving yet 
to do, the accomplishments 
of these students cannot be 
diminished.” 

The requirement involves 
75 hours of community 
service or a local school 
equivalent that includes a 
period of reflection and 
learning derived from the 
experience. The require- 
ment is designed as a learn- 
ing experience and is usual- 
ly tied into aspects of the 
ongoing curriculum at each 
school. 

County school systems 
have worked hard at ensur- 
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ing that most of their stu- 
dents complete the gradua- 


tion requirement, Frazier 
said. Examples _ include 
Anne Arundel County, 


where just 92 of the coun- 
ty’s 3,852 seniors have not 
finished the requirement, 
and Wicomico County, 
where all but two of the 
county’s 769 students have 
concluded their student 
service learning. 

In Baltimore County, 
1,066 students are less than 
75 percent of the way to 
miceting the service learning 
requirement. Phyllis Bailey, 
Baltimore County’s associ- 
ate superintendent for edu- 
cational support services, 
said the county is confident 
that non-completions will 
be few. "We've been making 
tremendous strides in hav- 
ing students meet the re- 
quirements,” she said.

Wheat to Do About Childhood Bodwatting 

Bedwetting occurs when there is an involuntary dis- 
charge of urine in children after an age at which control of 
the urinary bladder should have been established. At age 
5, up to 20 percent of children may wet the bed. By age 14, 
only 2 to 4 percent are bedwetters. 

One theory about bedwetting relates to genetics. For 
example, if both parents were bedwetters the incidence of 
bedwetting is much higher. Other theones relate to func- 
tion and capacity problems of the bladder, emotional 
problems, andthe release of excess urine from the kidneys 
during sleep. The last theory is based on low levels of 
vasopressin found in bedwetters. When levels of this 
hormone fall, more unne is released from the kidneys. The 
storage capacity of the bladder may be overwhelmed. 

An inexpensive treatment that works in many children 
is an alarm system. Other nondrug treatments include dry- 
bed training, fluid restriction, and hypnosis. One of the 
medicines commonly used is desmopressin. This medi- 
cine, which comes as a nasal spray, is chemically related 
to vasopressin, the natural antidiuretic hormone. Another 
commonly prescribed medicine for bedwetting is 
imipramine

The following is a list of the new product names we'll 
be adding to our arsenal of materials available for weed 
control in corn. I am giving a short description of my 
thoughts as to where these products may (or may not) fit. 

Action is a Novartis product (old CIBA) for postemerg- 
ence use in corn and soybeans. Its strength is in velvetleaf 
control. Otherwise, we've found it weak on most other 
broadicaf weeds. It’s similar to Resource. 

Aim is being developed by FMC for postemergence 
broadleaf weed control in corn. They are looking at it for 
use in small grains under the trade name Affinity. Its 
chemistry is similar to Authority, but this product has little 
to no residual activity. From what we've seen, it does a 
nice job on many summer annual broadleaf weeds, but 
you may need to add atrazine to it. 

Axiom by Bayer is a package-mix of a grass herbicide 
(coded FOE-5043) plus Sencor. We have had it in our 
trails for two years. In 1995, a dry year, it performed 
poorly on annual grass control. In 1996, a wet year, it 
looked excellent on control of annual grasses (foxtails, fall 
panicum, crabgrass). While it has Sencor in it, Sencor is a 
triazine herbicide. Thus, control of triazine-rcsistant 
pigweed or common lambsquarters will not occur with this 
product. 

Balance by Rhone-Poulenc is a pre-emergence product 
that has activity on a number of annual grasses and 
broadleaf weeds. Yet, at rates they want to use, it will not 
be a stand alone product. It will require the addition of 
atrazine or possibly a half rate of a grass/atrazine product 
like Bicep. Under cold, wet conditions, it will bleach corn. 

Basis Gold is a package-mix of Matrix + Accent + 
atrazine by Dupont. It does a nice job on most grasses 
and broadleaf weeds when applied postemergence, with 
the exception of triazine-rcsistant pigweed and common 
lambsquarters. You will need to add Banvel to pick up the 
escapes. While I’m on the subject of Basis Gold, Basis (a 
mixture of Matrix + Pinnacle) was available in 1996. 
From what we have seen, it does a nice job when applied 
early postemergence on a number of weeds, particularly 
tria7ine-resistant pigweed and common lambequarters. In 
1997, Dupont is promoting this product pre-emergence. I 
have never applied this product pre-emergence. I] am 
uncertain whether the residual aspects of this product will 
provide season-long control. 

Broadstrike by DowElanco will be available by itself in 
1997. This will allow you the opportunity to mix it with 
whatever product you choose. It does a nice job on 
triazinc-resistant pigweed and common lambsquarters, 
pre-emergence. Since you can have injury with this 
product under cold, wet conditions, I would recommend 
using it with an IR corn line. 

Dual Magnum, the more active isomer formulation of 
Dual by Novartis, will be test marketed in the midwest 
this year. Expect to see all Dual and Biccp products 
switch to Dual Magnum in the future. 

Fultime by Zenecca is their Topnotch + atrazine 
package-mix. I hope it handles better than some other 
encapsulated products! 

Headline by BASI° is a co-pack of Poast Plus + 
Laddock for use on SR corn. I like the SR corn concept, 
particularly where we have problems with bermudagrass 
(wiregrass). Hleadline’s weakness will be in the control of 
triazine-resistant pigweed and common lambsquarters. Still

Liberty herbicide is part of the Liberty-Lank program 
developed by AgrEvo. Liberty does a nice job postemer- 
gence on many annual grasses and broadleaf weeds. Large 
grasses are a weakness. From what we have seen over the 
years, you may need to put a grass product down at 
planting and them come back with Liberty. Using Liberty 
alone has generally required two applications where severe 
weed pressure cxists. 

Lightning herbicide by Cyanamid is a mixture of 
Pursuit + Arsenal labeled for use on IMI corn lines. This 
One scares me from a resistance management standpoint. 

Touchdown by Zeneca is their knock-down herbicide 
for use in no-till. It’s very similar to Roundup and acts 
pretty much the same way. 


The Caribbean 
Buys Maryland 
Ag Products 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture has announced 
that the three Caribbean 
countries of St. Lucia, Gre- 
nada, and Trinidad & Toba- 
go have recently expressed 
interest to purchase U.S. 
hybrid sorghum forage, 
dairy cattle and sheep. The 
sales are a result of a sheep 
trade seminar which the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture coordinated and 
organized in the fall of 1996 
and was funded by United 
States Livestock Genetic 
Export, Inc. To date, St. 
lucia has purchased a 
pallet of Katahdin Hair 
sheep that will arrive in the 
country this week. Trinidad 
& Tobago has purchased 
some Barbados Black Belly 
sheep. Several sheep breed- 
ers from Trinidad & Toba- 
go, St. Lucia and Grenada 
will be taking classes on 
sheep brecding and artificial 
insemination in the United 
States and more exports of 
sheep are expected in the 
coming months. 

"These exports taken by 
themselves may not sound 
that significant. But they 
represent the broadening of 
agricultural products going 
from Maryland to nations 
around the world. We are 
committed to expanding 
economic opportunities and 
markets for all our agricul- 





tural commodities and food 
products,” Riley said. 

In addition to the sheep, 
all three countries have 
purchased hybrid sorghum 
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forage called “4Ever 


Green,” a delayed maturity 
forage sorghum hybrid with 
a potential yield of 40 tons 
per acre, bred by forage 
agronomists out of Waco, 
Texas. Farmers in St. Lucia, 


Grenada, and Trinidad & 
Tobago have been test 
growing the forage and 
were pleased enough with 
the results to purchase it. 
Feeds and feeding are in 
short supply and are most 
important to these coun- 
tries. The MDA is credited 
very highly by these coun- 
tries Ministries of Agricul-

Liming The Lawn 


Nearly every homeowner desires an attractive lawn because 
this is one feature which most enhances the appearance of the 
average home grounds. Healthy, attractive lawns are not an 
accident but the result of a regularly and carefully executed 
maintenance program. This applies to the soil as well as to the 
turf grass itself. 

Turf grasses will not grow well in highly acid soils, and since 
most soils in West Virginia are acid by nature, well established 
lawns will require applications of lime. 

Acid soils are commonly referred to as “sour,” whereas 
alkaline soils are called "sweet." The reaction of soils is 
measured by the quantity of hydrogen (HH) in the soil, which is 
expressed by numerical units numbered between 1 and 14, with 
7 being neutral. In West Virginia, soil reactions may vary 
between pH 4.0 and pH 7.0. Soils with a reaction of less than 
pH 7.0 are acid and those with a reaction greaier than pH 7.0 
are alkaline. Most lawn grasses perform best at a reaction 
between pH 6.5 and pH 7.0. 

Acid soils are not necessarily infertile, but high acidity or low 
pH levels may cause other nutrients to be unavailable to plants. 
The greater the acidity of the soil, the greater the need for lime. 
What Is Lime? 

"Agnicultural lime” or “ground limestone” are terms used 
quote loosely and include all types of lime. Lime is a compound 
of calcium or calcium and magnesium capable of counteracting 
the harmful effects of an acid soil on lawn grasses. 

There are three major types of lime and each has its advan- 
tages. 

1. Ground limestone and calcic limestone--Calcium Carbon- 
ate (CaCO)--almost pure calcium carbonate, finely ground. 
Ninety-five percent of all lime used in the United States is 
calcium carbonate because it is the most abundant and cheapest 
form of lime. Also, it is not caustic or disagreeable to handle 
like burnt or hydrated lime. It may also contain varying amounts

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of magnesium carbonate. Limestones containing significant 
amounts of magnesium carbonate are called dolomitic lime- 
stones. Dolomitic limestone contains about equal parts of 
magnesium and calcium carbonate. 

2. Bumt lime (CaO)--quick lime, caustic lime--acts more 
quickly than calcium carbonate. Gloves should be worn when 
using burnt or hydrated lime. Only % the rate of ground lime- 
stone is needed since bupnt lime is twice as effective in neutraliz- 
ing. 
3. Hydrated lime [Ca(OH)2]--or slaked lime--pound for 
pound is about 1% times more effective and quicker to react 
than ground limestone (calcium carbonate). 

Functions of Lime 

Lime is primarily a soil amendment or conditioner and not a 
fertilizer, as is commonly thought. Lime performs several 
Important functions: 

1. It corrects soil acidity. 

2. It furnishes important plant nutnents--calc1um and magne- 
sium. 

3. It reduces the solubility and toxicity of certain elements in 
the soil such as aluminum, manganese, and iron. 

4. It promotes availability of major plant nutnents. Some 
elements which lime aids in regulating are zinc, copper, and 
especially phosphorus. 

5. It increases bacterial activity and hence induces favorable 
soil structure and relationships. 

Time of Application 

To obtain maximum efficiency and faster action, the best time 
to apply lime to the lawn is when the soil is being prepared for 
planting. This applies to the sub-soil as well as the topsoil 
because lime moves very slowly through the soil. Research has 
shown that it takes up to two years for lime to move two inches 
through the soil. 

Applications of lime on established lawns may be made at 
any time of the year, the most favorable time of the year being 
fall, winter, or early spring, in that order. 

Lime must be spread evenly over the entire area because it 
does not more honzontally. The use of a spreader insures a 
better distnbution and permits the lime to be placed next to 
tlower beds or close to acid-loving plants. 

Pelleted lime is now available at most garden centers. 
Pelleted lime costs a little more but has several advantages. 
Rate of Application 

The amount of lime required will vary with the degree of 
acidity, the soil type and the kind of lime matenal. Light, sandy 
soils require less lime than soils high in silt and clay. It is always 
a good practice to have the soil tested to determine the amount 
and kind of lime required. 

Applications ot lime should only be made every three to five 
years. Soil tests will aid the homeowner in determining the exact 
applications to be made. 

It should be remembered that too much lime can be as 
damaging to lawn grasses as the lack of lime. Also, lime is not 
a cure-all to all lawn maladies but an ingredient which can 
correct soil acidity, thus creating favorable conditions for other 
factors to occur which develop favorable conditions in soil for 
lawn grasses.

Farmers need a break 
from exorbitant and puni- 
tive estate and capital gains 
taxes that hinder the pas- 
sage of farms to the next 
generation and "double tax" 
a producer’s earnings, Farm 
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impact the efficient use of 
farm capital and the trans- 
fer of assets from one gen- 
eration to another,” Ken- 
tucky Farm Bureau Presi- 
dent Bill Sprague told the 
committee, noting that 
American agriculture is a 
capital intensive industry 
with total assets of more 
than $1 trillion. “Iéstate tax 
and capital gains tax reform 
is long overdue.” 

Short of approving all- 
out repeal of estate taxes, 


» Sprague urged the panel to 


bump the estate tax exemp- 
tion to $2 million and index 
it for inflation. For assets 
over $2 million, Farm Bu- 
reau says the rate should be 
cut in half. 

"Farmers and ranchers 
work long, hard hours over 
a lifetime to build their 
businesses,” Sprague said. 
"Along the way they paid 
income taxes on their earn- 
ings and it is wrong to tax

those earnings again at 
death.” 

Sprague, acorn, soybean, 
beef and hog farmer, said 
estate planning, which 
might work to decrease tax 
liabilities for some stnall 
business persons, “is costly 
and constantly drains re- 
sources." Those dollars 
could better be used to 
upgrade and expand farm 
operations, he said. 

Calling capital gains 
taxes the equivalent of 
"double taxation of income 
from capital assets,” 
Sprague urged the panel to 
abolish that tax as well. 
Until repeal is accom- 
plished, Farm Bureau will 
support cutting the rate to 
no more than 15 percent 
and indexing the value of 
assets for inflation so that 
the tax is paid only on real 
increases in value. 

Sprague said the capital 
gains tax “interferes with 
the sale of farm assets” and 
causes asset allocation 
decisions to be made for 
the wrong reasons--tax 
planning--rather than com- 
mon sense business deci- 
sions. 

"Capital gains taxes affect 
the ability of new farmers 
and ranchers to enter the 
industry and expand their 
operations,” Sprague said, 
noting that the capital gains 
tax is really a tax on the 
buyer of assets. "Older 
farmers and ranchers are 
often reluctant to sell assets 
because they do not want to 
pay the taxes. Buyers must 
pay a premium to acquire 
assets in order to cover the 
taxes to the seller.”

The Garrett County 
Farm Service Agency 
(USDA) has announced 
some important dates in 
regard to some of its 
programs. These dates 
include: 


*Dairy Refund Payment 
Program - the final date to 
sign up is March 17. 
Dairymen who produced 
less milk in 1996 than in 
1995 may be entitled to a 
refund for the Commodity 
Credit Corporation deduc- 
tion. 

*Conservation Reserve 
Program - signup 15 starts 
March 3 through March 28. 
Persons interested may stop 
by or call the Garrett Coun- 
ty ISA office. 

*Crop Insurance - for 
those intending to buy crop 
insurance, the deadline is 
March 17. ‘Those who al- 
ready have crop insurance 
(CAT coverage) and would 
like to cancel their policy 
must do so by March 17 for 
corn and April 15 for oats. 
They should remember that 
the Catastrophic Insurance 
is only $50 per crop and is 
the only risk management 
option available if there is a 
crop disaster. Buy-up cover- 
age is also available through 
private insurance agents. A 
list of agents can be ob- 
tained' by calling the FSA 
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office. 

*Crop Reports - Those 
without crop insurance must 
report oats by May 30 and 
all other crops by July 15. 
Others who do not have 
crop insurance can report 
their crops to the FSA 
office by July 15.

Domestic Violence 
Program Funding 
Gets Federal Boost 


Lt. Governor Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend last 
week announced $2.45 mil- 
lion in new and continuing 
grants from the federal Vio- 
lence Against Women Act 
(VAWA) program to im- 
prove the criminal justice 
system's protections for vic- 
tims of domestic violence 
and sexual assault, including 
an award to the District 
Court of Maryland to train 
all court commissioners 
statewide. 

“There is no crime more 
shameful, more manipula- 
tive, more cowardly, more 
cruel, or more destructive 
to women, children, and 
families than domestic vio- 
lence,” said Townsend, chair 
of the Cabinet Council on 
Criminal and Juvenile Jus- 
tice. “Women cannot break 
through the fear and come 
forward unless all parts of 
the justice system treat vio- 
lence in the home as seri- 
ously as violence in the 
strects. These grants will 
help us raise that under- 
standing.” 

More than $1.3 million is 
available for new initiatives, 
while $1.1 million will con- 
tinue recently developed 
programs in law enforce- 
ment agencies, state’s at- 
tomeys’ offices, victiny ser- 
vice providers, and other 
organizations. 

“These funds give law en- 
forcement officials the tools 
they need and provide sup- 
port for victims,” said Sena- 
tor Barbara A. Mikulski. 
"Violence against women is 
something we cannot and 
will not tolerate any longer. 
This latest move by the 
Governor’s office sends a 
clear message that if your 
intent is to harm women, 
Stay out of Maryland!” 

“These grants enable us 
to continue our focus on 
crimes of domestic violence 
as serious threats to the do- 
mestic security of the fami- 
lies of Maryland,” said Sen- 
ator Paul S. Sarbanes. 

Townsend also an- 
nounced that the District 
Court of Maryland was 
awarded a grant to provide 
domestic violence training 
to the state’s 212 commis- 
sioners, which are the judi- 
cial officers involved at the 
critical stage when victinis 
first seck legal intervention. 
The $53,000 grant will pro- 
vide training over the next 
15 months and make avail- 
able literature regarding w- 
cal domestic violence servic- 
es at 45 commissioner sta- 
tions throughout Maryland. 

Ihe Maryland Family 
Violence Council, co- 
chaired by Townsend and 
Attorney General J. Joseph 
Curran, has recommended 
that court commissioners 
receive training to sensitize 
them to domestic violence. 
Guided by a 30-member 
council and a series of four 
regional public hearings, the 
licutenant governor and at- 
torney general developed a 
comprehensive strategy, in- 
cluding a list of 20 recom- 
mendations, to prevent and 
reduce family violence in 
Maryland. Many of the re- 
commendations were incor- 





porated by the VAWA 
Planning and Strategy Com- 
mittee, which advises the 
Governor's Office of Crime 
Control & Prevention on 
funding prioritics for the 
VAWA grants. 

This year’s priority areas 
are: $501,659 for law en- 
forcement agencies to im- 
plement pro-arrest strate- 
gics, $299,048 fui siaic’s al- 
torney’s offices to launch 
pro-prosecution initiatives, 
$360,174 to establish or en- 
hance services to victims, 
including up to $50,000 for 
a batterer’s treatment pilot 
program that uses graduat- 
ed sanctions to hold abusers 
accountable for their crimi- 
nal actions and changing 
their behavior; and $236,000 
to identify and coordinate 
state and local services to 
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victims of domestic vio- 
lence. 

In Maryland, 79 persons 
died as a result of domestic 
vioience between June 1995 
and July 1996 and the num- 
ber of reported spousal as- 
saults increased from 20,378 
to 24,021, or 18 percent, be- 
tween 1994 and 1995, ac- 
cording to Townsend. 

Annually, at least two 
million children and two to 
four million women are 
abused by the people clos- 
est to them,” she said. 
“Abuse by husbands or boy- 
friends is the single greatest 
cause of physical injury to 
women--more common than 
burglary, muggings, and 
other physical crimes com- 
bined.” 

The Governor's Office of 
Crime Control & Preven- 
tion administers the VAWA 
grant program and will ac- 
cept grant applications 
through Thursday, April 17.

‘ “Go play, I want to..." “If you..., you will lose your play 
time." As parents we easily understand what a child’s play 
can mean for us, but what is it to the child? 

Being raised m a family of six girls I was fortunate to 
have parents who recognized the importance of play for 
children. I fondly recall the time we spent pretending to 
be adults in our playhouse. Searching for milk-weed pods, 
so we could have “fish” for supper or making sand cakes 
and mud pies for dessert. Sunday afternoons were spent 
playing checkers with my father, and putting puzzles to- 
gether with my mother and sisters. Play was “fun” as a 
child, although I had no concept of the learning that was 
occurring through it.

Absorb- 
ing information like a “sponge,” the brain responds to the 
infant’s play, which is sensory and the foundation for ev- 
ery other type of learning. Cuddling, reading to your baby, 
simply carrying the baby with you from room to room, and 
giving infants freedom to safely explore exposes them to 
sights, sounds, smells, and movements that significantly 
speeds up the learning processes. 

The importance of play continues throughout one’s life- 
time. Playing house, | was learning to share, to ask for 
what I wanted, and to care for others. The control over 
what happened during pretend play also allowed me the 
opportunity to work through feelings such as anger, about 
rules and restrictions, and fears of upcoming and past 
events. 

Playing checkers taught me about honesty, problem 
solving, fairness, and how to think ahead and to lose. Put- 
ting puzzles together we learned to work as a team to 
complete a task. Cooperation and a sense of accomplish- 
ment were never considered, but were just the by-products 
of this play. Through running, sled riding, climbing trees, 
and ball games, | developed muscles and dexterity, as well 
as an understanding of physical self and group rules. 

Our ideas about what is right and wrong, good and bad, 
and important or not important are the values that give 
meaning and direction to every part of our life. Through 
play interaction with us and creating the environment for 
play, my parents taught me that children and I are impor- 
tant.

Parent/Child Education Noted 
As Key Factor In Dental Health

Important issues to be discusscd with children 
concerning dental health are how often and when to 
brush, and what snacks are good to eat. 

Most parents, grandparents and children are surpriscd 
to learn that snack foods like fruit roll-ups, gummy fruits, 
raisins, and other dried fruits are some of the most cavity- 
causing foods. These sticky foods will wedge between 
tceth and allow plaque (food debris and bacteria) to grow 
and destroy the tooth. Fresh fruits, vegetables, cheese, and 
crackers arc the best snack foods. 

School-age children are the most susceptible to 
developing cavities. If they only brush their teeth in the 
morning and evening, cavity-causing plaque may accumu- 
late for 12 hours or more. Children should be brushing 
their teeth three times cach day. The most important time 
to brush is after having a snack after coming home from 
school. 

The following facts help underscore the need for better 
dental health education of parents and school-age 
children. 

1. The majority of children in Garrctt County reside in 
areas where the water is not fluoridated. 

2. The average 5-year-old has three cavitics in his or 
her baby tecth and 50 percent of children in kindergarten 
have decayed teeth. 

a. The average cost of a dental appointment for a 5- 
year-old with three cavitics that includes a cleaning, 
radiographs, exam, and fillings is $225. 

b. At the Dental Health Group we have had many 5- 
year-old children with treatments that exceed $1,000. We 
have just treated a 6-year-old child who had cavities on 11 
of his 20 tecth. He also required four root canals in “baby 
teeth.” The total treatment for this child cost over $1850. 

3. National statistic show that 50 percent of children 
have no decay in their permanent teeth. Maryland 
statistics show that 70 percent of all high school seniors do 
have cavities in their permanent tccth. In arcas without 
fluoridated water, tooth decay is 50 percent greater than 
it is in communities with fluoridated water. 

4. Sealants are the most effective preventative service 
after fluoride, yet only one in five Maryland school 
children have had sealants placed on one or more teeth.

A delegation of 14 Gar- 
rett County business, civic, 
and political leaders trav- 
eled to Washington, D.C, 
last week as part of "Inter- 
Slate 67 Day” to promote 
fhe upgrading of Route 219 
to interstate highway status. 
oining with groups from 
four other states at the 
March 13 Capitol Till 
event, the local delegation 
lobbied congressional repre- 
sentatives for assistance in 
securing federal funds for 
the multi-state — project. 
Once completed, the new I- 
67 will be part of the "Con- 
tinental One World Trade 
and Travel Corridor,” tying 
foronto, Canada, to Miami, 
I‘la., via a series of four- 
lane superhighways. 

Improvements over the 
length of Route 219 from 
the Canadian border to the 
link with 1-77 in southwest- 
ern Virigina would report- 
edly cost $5 billion dollars 
over a 20-year span. Work 
would most likely not com- 
mence for another two 


years, and is tentatively 
scheduled for completion in 
the year 2019.

Ihe Board of Garrett 
County Commissioners, the 
county attorney, and the 


county administrativg, offi-. 


cer are currently finallzing a 
statement to address qucs- 
tions recently posed by the 
Salary Study Commission 
concerning the Robert 
Fouseck case and other 
issucs. 

Phe Salary Study 
Commission, which mects 
every four years to study 
the salaries ol county 
employces, issucd its linal 
report on March 6. No 
significant salary changes 
were recommended by the 
group, mainly because — it 
was apparently agreed 
among the members that 
the county cannot afford 
any notable increases. “‘Vhe 
final report also noted that 
most offices did not request 
an increase. 

Ihe group did recom- 
mend that the county treas- 
urer’s salary be increased 
from $36,000 to $37,000, 
and that the chief judge of 
the Orphans Court, current- 
ly carning $2,000, reccive an 
increase of $200. Another 
recommendation was a $100 
increase for in-county mile- 
age costs lo the members of 
the Garrett County Board 
of Education ($400 to 
$500). 


In an unusual request, 
however, the commission 
asked for two specific re- 
ports from the commission- 
ers: first, that a summary of 
the facts surrounding the 
lousck case and the prior 
years’ budget overruns be 
prepared, including — the 
corrective actions that have 
been taken to prevent any 
recurrence of such events, 
and second, that a review of 
the county government’s 
financial organization be 
conducted to determine if it 
should be restructured to 
improve its effectiveness 
and efficiency. 

Monty Pagenhardt, coun- 
ty administrative officer, 
stated that the office is very 
willing to provide the infor- 
mation sought by the Salary 
Commission. The official 
summary is to be releascd 
during the commissioners’ 
next regular public mecting, 
which will be Tuesday, 
March 25, in the court- 
house.

Recommendation 


Ihe Advisory Committee 
on Education (ACE) re- 
quested clarification of 
information presented in an 
article last week about the 
Garrett County Board of 
I:ducation mecting. The 
Story stated that the ACE 
recommended elimination 
of the current forcign lan- 
guage program and suggest- 
ed immediate development 
of a linguistical-based pro- 
gram. Rob Sharps, chair of 
ACE, explained that the 
committee recommended 
deleting the current pro- 
gram and incorporating the 
cultural aspects in the social 
studics courscs. 

Ihere was, however, no 
recommendation from ACE 
to develop a new foreign 
language program. The 
connnittee had not been 
charged with that issue, he 
said. 

According to Sharps, the 
committee suggested that 
the BOE “conduct an im- 
mediate review of the cur- 
rent assumptions for the 
county’s foreign language 
program to address the re- 
search-based finding that 
the most effective foreign 
language program would be 
linguistically-based and 
would stgf to teach stu- 
dents before high school, 
preferably age 10 or young- 
er.” 

Sharps explained that 
only the board of education 
members will be able to an- 
alyze all aspects of such a 
language program for feas- 
ibility within the Garrett 
County School system.

The American Red Cross 
bloodmobile from Johns- 
town, Pa., will make a 
regular visit to Grantsville 
next Thursday, Mar. 27. 
Donors will be welcomed at 
the Grantsville fire hall 
from 12:30 to 6:30 p.m. 

According to Elizabeth 
Iluxford, blood — services 
chairman of the Garrett 
County ARC Chapter, all 
blood types are needed, but 
with an increased potential 
for outdoor accidents and 
other emergencies during 
warmer weather, hospitals 
conlinue to experience an 
even greater demand for 
type O positive and type O 
negative blood, known as 
the universal blood type. 

"An adequate blood sup- 
ply must be readily avail- 
able,” Huxford said. “Once 
an emergency occurs, it’s 
too late to recruit: donors 
because of the extensive 
sercening and testing that is 
required on every unit of 
blood.” 

To be cligible to give 
blood, persons must be at 
least 17 years of age, weigh 
at least 105 pounds, and be 
in generally good health. 
Normally, ‘individuals may 
give blood every 56 days. 

Po further case the do- 
nation process and help the 
ARC maintain accurate do- 
nation records, the Red 
Cross encourages donors to 
being their Red Cross do- 
nor card, driver's license, or 
some other form of positive 
identification with them 
when they respond to the 
bloodmobile visit.

As for the group’s lobby- 
ing efforts in Washington, 
Moe reported that "it was 
apparent that Senator Sarb- 
anes is genuinely interested 
in the long-term goals of 
the project, as are Senator 
Mikulski and Representa- 
tive Bartlett. It was an ex- 
tremely encouraging day.” 

While very supportive, 
Senator Sarbanes noted, 
"It’s going to be difficult to 
get funding due to current 
budgetary concerns. There 


is a tremendous struggle 
going on between the east- 
ern and western regions of 
the country regarding how 
the federal highway funding 
pie will be sliced in the 
future.

The entire project would take some 20) years to com- 
plete and carrics a price tag of $5 billion in today’s 
dollars. 

219 a four-lane 
interstate, linking Canada to Miami, and the pitch 
angle by the Garrett County delegation last week 
centered on how such an improvement would greatly 
enhancc the local economy. It would undoubtedly 
make Garrett County an easier place to "sell" to 
tential businesses and industry that show an 
interest in locating here. It would also make trans- 
portation easier for those businesses alrcady here, 
plus make Garrett County even morc accessible for 
tourists. 
We basically agree with all of the above, and cer- 
tainly recognize that more business and industry

2 County's most desirable characteristics; won't it be 
scriously damaged by such casy access? 

We realize that such questions may be paramount 

- to throwing a bucket of cold water on the local del-

“week, or on the project itself. But this is a venture 
. that will have permanent implications for our county 
and, frankly, not all of them arc desirable. Once it is 
done, we will have to live with the results. We sin- 
cercly hope that various alternatives arc being con- 
sidercd, such as slightly different routes, and we

To the Editor: 

Ihe Garrett County 
Board of Education is cur- 
rently considering changes 
in the middle school cur- 
riculum that would drop 
foreign language and re- 
duce the study of art and 
music. Before the Board 
makes its decision 1 would 
like to share a few thoughts 
with the community. I teach 
at Frostburg State Universi- 
ty and live in Garrett Coun- 
ty. My interest in the excel- 
lence of the county’s educa- 
tion system is profoundly 
rooted in the future of my 

randchildren and in the 

uture of the students whom 
I teach and will teach. 

Our world continues to 
shrink just as our country 
becomes more diversified 
and complex. Our industries 
are too often outsold on the 
foreign market by salesper- 
sons who can sell in the 
language of the buyer. So 
the first reason (although 
not primary) for making a 
case for foreign language 
instruction is long term 
economics. 

The second is cultural. In 
answer to the schools’ ratio- 
nale that some of the goals 
of the Foreign Language 
Program are addressed in 
social studies, they are not. 
And if they are, they do not 
receive sufficient time and 
reinforcement to sink in. I 
speak from the vantage 
point of the college class- 
room, where wonderful, 
bright, earnest and cager 
students all too frequently 
do not_ know Charlemagne 
from Charles of the Ritz. 
The criticism here is not of 
the students or even of the 
schools. We are swimming 
upstream in a society that 
discounts and discredits the 
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erican needs. And we need 
more, not less, exposure to 
countries and people be- 
yond our borders. 

The schools’ rationale 
also states that the middle 
school program is a duplica- 
tion of high school efforts. 
A better solution, then, 
would be to put the empha- 
sis on foreign language 
instruction in elementary 
and middle schools when it 
is learned more easily and 
joyfully. Language develop- 
ment before and after pu- 
berty are two different 
things. Like an umbilical 
that dries and falls off; the 
ability to acquire a language 
without pencil, paper (or 
computer) and books with- 
ers. It becomes an academic 
discipline on par with math 
and chemistry. Just at a 
time when the competition 
from hormonal growth is at 
its greatest. The basis for 
language needs laying in 
middle school or earlier. 

Then there is the consid- 
eration of native language 
skills. An educated woman 
or man must be able to 
analyze her or his own 
language. For the past 


generation, even two, it has

guage classroom that stu- 
dents finally learn the dif- 
ference between a noun and 
a pronoun, an adjective 
from an adverb and just 
how many present tenses 
there are in E:nglish.

SHAPING OF APPLE TREES 
My home orchard of seven trees is pruned, and with lit- 
tle time to spare. It is a job 1 have mixed feelings about. 
When pruning goes well the work is satisfying. It is akin 
to sculpting. The goal is to release the tree from excess 
growth so that it can produce the quality and quantity of 


fruit of which it is capable. 


Sometimes the tree just does not emerge from pruning 
with the shape that is most conducive to producing apples. 
The Granny Smith tree, for example, reaches straight up 


in virtually every new shoot. 


outward. 


It just doesn’t want to reach 


In the past I have placed spreaders between the 
branches of the Granny Smith. Though that has helped, 
the overall thrust of the tree was upward. I have had sim- 
ilar problems with young trees. As they grow older the 
awkward shape becomes permanently problematic. 

I belong to a wonderful group called Backyard Fruit- 
growers. Much of what is learned and shared has to do 
with practices which are economic to our scale of activity 
and which would have less obvious benefits for orchardists 
with hundreds of acres of fruit trees. 

Our resident expert of pruning us goes beyond pruning, 
however, because he really does take a sculpting approach 
to his trees. He uses other techniques to shape his trees, 
including the use of spreaders and weights. 

It is the weighting technique which I have employed for 
the first time this winter. If you cOme by my little orchard 
you will see it looks like I am growing bricks and concrete 
blocks, not apples. Especially the Granny Smith looks this 
way though my two youngest trees have also gotten 


weights to hold them down. 


This shaping of apple trees is usually an early Lenten 
activity for me each year. The pruning, spreading, and 
weighting of trees are appropriate for Lent and as meta- 
phors to help understand the disciplines of Lent. The fasts 
and abstinence of Lent have the same purpose as the 
pruning, spreading, and weighting of trees, namely to 


make us fruitful. 


Too often the Christian life consists of reaching too 
much upward toward God and not enough outward to- 
ward people. When we say we are weighed down, we usu- 
ally mean life is too much for us to bear.

those weights, however, to pull our arms down to the 
point where we can reach our fruit out to others. The pur- 
pose of spreading and weighting is to make the trees (and 
me) generous. 


Pruning has similar analogies. We tend to accumulate 
too much through the course of life, so that you can’t see 
the apples for the limbs. Fruit trees have a certain amount 
of energy which has to be distributed to produce vegeta- 
tion and fruit. If all the energy goes to vegetation, there 
will be little fruit and that of poor quality. We need to 
prune out our personal vegetation in order for enough en- 
ergy to promote the production of fruit. 

I have the same problem in the orchard and in my life: 
it is hard for me to prune as hard as is necessary. One 
friend stops by each spring while I am working on the ap- 
ple trees. He always says the same thing: “That's beautiful! 
But I don’t think you have taken off enough. The old boy 
always said ‘A bird should be able to fly through the cen- 
ter of an apple tree.’ It’s hard to do, I know, but that’s 
what they say.” 

So each Lent I resolve to prune a little harder with the 
hope of producing more and better fruit. This year I feel 
that I have a handle on things in a way I never have be- 
fore. 

Even when confronted with the connection between liv- 
ing a spare life and living a fruitful life, it is still hard to 
prune awav the evtranenne All thoee limhe an the ground 
seem a waste somehow. But I saw, clip, snip, and cut nev- 
ertheless because I know pruning precedes blooming, and 
the better the pruging the better the blooming.

And then there was 
activity in the woods, that 
rather frantic type that Iets 
you know something is 
coming down. I could see 
the John’s white jacket.

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PHOTO-OP - Mother bear Christina agreed to pose, 
recilning in the ONR net - but not for long. Shortly after 
John McEwen snapped this shot, the 250-pound mom, 
declined further interview, sprang from the net and bolted 
Into the wooda.

disiribuic, possession of 
PCP, possession of para- 
phernalia, driving — while 
revoked, driving while sus- 
pended, driving under the 
influence (DUI), and speed- 
ing. Wilkinson pleaded 
guilty in a November 1996 
trial to possession of PCP, 
DUI, and driving while 
suspended. 

Thayer sentenced him to 
two years in the Maryland 
Department of Corrections 
for the first count, 60 days 
more for the second, and 
one year more for the final 
count. All sentences are to 
run consccutively, according 
to the court report. 

Wilkinson was arrested 
in October 1995 by the 
Maryland State Police and 
the Natural Resources 
Police after a traffic stop 
along Interstate 68. 

Robert W. Sweitzer, 29, 
Oakland, was sentenced to 
one year in the local jail. 
Ihe defendant pleaded 
guilty in a January trial to 
possession with intent to 
distribute marijuana. 

Sweilzer was arrested in 
May of last year following 
the execution of a search 
and scizure warrant at his 
home. Over two pounds of 
marijuana were scized, as 
well as pipes, scales, rolling 
papers, and other parapher- 
nalia, according to the 
report. A second search was 
conducted in Fcbruary of 
this year and more marijta- 
na was found, apparently in 
addition to a loaded rifle. 

Christopher M. Dichm, 
24, Baltimore, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of mali- 
cious destruction of proper- 
ty in a hearing two weeks 
ago. Thayer accepted the 
plea and sentenced Dichm 
to one year in jail, suspend- 
ed, and two years of super- 
vised probation. Ile is also 
to make restitution to the 
Grantsville Holiday Inn in 
the amount of $550. 

Dichm apparently de- 
stroyed a vending machine 
at the inn in September of 
last year. -

The turkeys are starting to gobble and that starts juices 
flowing for aficionados of the coming spring hunt. It is 
lime to check out the calls and equipment, pattern the 
shotgun, and hone in on where the gobblers are roosting. 
Use your calls sparingly when doing your preseason scout- 
ing. Too much calling can make the bearded ones callous 
to their sound and cause them not to respond in season. 

And, trout fishermen will be glad to know that presea- 
son stocking has taken place on the Casselman River. 
Fishing is “catch and release” with the only bait allowed 
being artificial lures or flies. These regulations affect the 
stocked part of the river from Rt. 40 north to the Pennsyl- 
vania line and are in effect until June 15 when anglers can 
keep two fish per day and use any method. Access to this 
part of the river is by Casselman River Road which runs 
off Rt. 40 cast of Grantsville. This comes from Allen No- 
land at Spring Creek Outfitters. He also reports that the 
“put and take" areas of the Yough have also had their pre- 
season stocking. The put and take areas are that part of 
the river above the power plant near Hoyes Run and that 
below the bridge at Sang Run. 

Allen also reported that his intermediate fly tying class 
is being held at the community college. This class has just 
begun, so if there are any tiers interested, they can still 
join and even catch up on material missed by contacting 
Allen at 301-334-6409.

OAKLAND 
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Over 80 Cubs 
Tagged Since 
Program Began 


This week, wildlife biolo- 
gists have begun their 11th 
year tagging black bear cubs 
in Western Maryland. From 
1986, when the program 
was started, through 1996, 
biologists have investigated 
28 black bear dens and 
tagged 82 newborn black 
bear cubs as part of a long- 
term study. 

According to information 
from John R. Griffin, De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR) secretary, 
this research is providing 
important new information 
concerning habitat and 
home range requirements, 
the reproductive rate and 
mortality factors influencing 
Maryland’s black bear pop- 
ulation. 

Wildlife biologists believe 
that the above average 
reproductive rate seen in 
Maryland’s black bear sows, 
an average of three cubs 
per litter, is a reflection of 
the high-quality habitat 
available in Western Mary- 
land Griffin said. 

Wildlife biologists also 
have put radio collars on 
black bear sows to deter- 
mine the home range size 
for Maryland bears as well 
as identifying their pre- 
ferred habitats. Research in 
Maryland has indicated that 
female black bears have a 
home range of about 15 
square miles, while the 
home range of male bears 
is cstimated to be more 
than SO square miles. 

Since 1993, 15 of 20 tag 
recoveri¢es have occurred in 
other states, demonstrating 
the movement of — black 
bears throughout the Appa- 
lachian Highland region, 
which includes portions of 


West Virginia, Maryland, 
and Pennsylvania. 

"Black bears are an im- 
portant part of Maryland's 


natural heritage,” Griffin 
said. "But with the growth 
in Maryland’s resident 


population, as well as the 
transient population travel-

BUSY BODIES OR 
BUSYBODIES? 
March 23, 1997 






Background Scripture: 
2 Thessalonians 3 
Devotional Reading: 
Ephesians 4:25-32 


There was a problem in the 
Church at Thessalonika that is 
hard for us to understand today 

In his second letter, Paul says. 
“Now we command you. 
brethren. in the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that you keep away 
from any brother who is living in 
idleness and not in accord with 
the tradition that you received 
from us. For you yourselves 
know how you ought to imitate 
us; we were not idle when we 
were with you, we did not eat 
any one’s bread without paying, 
that with totl and labor we worked 
night and day, that we inight not 
burden arty of you” (3:6-8). 

Actually, this was not a new 
problem for the Thessalonians, 
in Paul's first letter (I Thess. 
5:14), Paul had asked the 
church to admonish the idlers. 
Now, in the name of Chnist he is 
commanding them to keep away 
from these people. One wonders 
why Paul has changed or added 
to his origmal command. 

I must confess that | find | Thess. 
3 confusing and troubling. Paul’s 
advice seems contradictory. On 
the one hand, they shall shun 
idlers (3:6, 14), but *Do not look 
on him as an enemy, but wam 
him as a brother’ (3:15). | would 
like Paul to explain how one 
shuns a brother. Admonishment | 
understand, shunumy | do not. 
Growing up in the Pennsylvania 
Dutch (Gertnan) country of Penn- 
sylvania, | observed “shunning” 
of “erring’ members by some 
denominations of “plain people.” 
It always seemed an unchristian 
means to a desired Christian end. 

Most of the congregational 
problems of which | have read in 
the New Testament. [| have also 
found to have paraliels in con- 
gregational life today. But not 






















this one: idleness. an unwilling- 
ness to work and earn a living, 
MERE BUSY BODIES 

But. as Paul carries this one 
step further, | find a problem [| 
have encountered and not infre- 
quently: “For we hear that some 
of you are living in idleness, 
mere busybodies, not doing any 
work” (3:11). Lazy painshioners | 
have never known; busybodies, yes. 

It has been suggested by some 
scholars that the reason for the 
idleness of some Thessalonian 
Christians may have been their 
expectation that the return of 
Chnist in glory was immanent 
Paul’s letters to the Thessaloni- 
ans seem to corroborate this 
expectation. Assuming that 
Chnst was coming soon, they 
may have decided there was little 
point in pursuing their vocations. 

BUSY ABOUT WHAT? 

Although we will never know 
why these Thessalonians were 
idle. we can see very clearly 
what the effect was: some of 
them became  busybodies 
Instead of tending their own 
business-their Own growth in 
discipleship-they tended the 
business of everyone else. Is that 
a serious sin? Paul seemed to think 
so. It is one thing to be concerned 
about other people. but something 
else to insinuate ourselves uninvited 
into their lives. It is like those 
whom Jesus admonished: “You 
hypocnite, first take the log out of 
your own eye, and then you will 
see clearly to take the speck out 
of your brother's eye” (Matt. 7:5). 

Actually, these “idle” Thessalo- 
nians were not really idle: they 
were quite busy—attempting to 
tell others how to lead their lives. 
If they had used the same amount 
of energy in helping others 
instead of judging them-for that 
is what this is all about: judging 
Christian brothers and sisters— 
the work of the gospel would be 
greatly enhanced. 

That has always been my 
voservation, too. if, in the 
church, we spent our time and 
etforts in helping others instead 
of judging them and trying to get 
them to do what we want, how 
much better the life of the church 
would be. This doesn’t mean that 
we should not be concerned 
about the speck in our neighbor’s 
eye. but that we should first deal 
with the log in our own. 

The Lord needs busy bodies. 
but not busvbodies.

For viewers who flee from 
science films like the citizens 
of Tokyo running in terror from 
Godzilla, at last there's a docu- 
mentary that understands 

Death by Design, airing Tues- 
day, March 25, on PBS (check 
local listings), opens with B- 
movie reaction shots of Eisen- 
hower-era ingenues screaming 
in twin-set terror. Thrilling 
words burn across the screen: 
This will be “the most exciting. 
the most memorable experience 
of your life!” 

What these words are refer- 
ring to is the biological phe- 
nomenon of programmed cell 
death. 

Producer Peter Friedman put 
in the campy clips of Busby 
Berkeley choreography and 
"50s industrial propaganda to 
cast a spell over the unwary 
channel surfer. 





“If you say the word ‘science’ 


or ‘biology,’ it’s hard to get 
them to watch,” Friedman says. 


But Death by Design is plenty 


of fun, as well as good science 
that includes the testimony of 
internationally known scien- 
tists, such as Polly Matzinger 
of the National Institutes of 
Health. 


Essential to every well-or- 


dered organism, the film ex- 
plains, is the interaction of its 
cells. They signal one another 
to live, reproduce or die. 


From microscopic worms to 


human beings, far more cells 
are produced than are needed. 
Then other “microsurgeon” 
cells come along to shape and 
trim the whole. Because of pro- 
grammed cell death, we have 
fingers; without it, we can get 
cancer. 


“People don't realize,” Fried- 


man surmises, “how astonish- 
ing it can be to spend your time 
at the edge of the unknown.”

BEN LINDSEY 


There was a time when children 7 
years old were considered old enough 
to go to prison with adult criminals. 
One man saw this was wrong, and 
fought to give kids who had made 
mistakes a second chance 

Ben Lindsey was called “The Kids’ 
Judge,” because he wanted to set 
them straight rather than to punish 
them, and his thinking affects the 
American judicial system to this day. 

Bor in 1869, Ben had a hard 
beginning. His father had been a vet- 
eran of the Confederate Army - a tele- 
graph operator and a dreamer who 
moved his family from Tennessee to 
Denver. Unable to make a living, he 
sent young Ben back to Tennessee to 
stay with his maternal grandmother. 

When Ben was 18, his dad killed 
himself. Ben went back to be with his 
family, working as a janitor, selling 
newspapers - whatever it took to help 
provide for the impoverished family. 
Life was so hard that a year after his 
father committed suicide, he put a 
gun to his own head and pulled the 
trigger - but it misfired. 

It was from being at the very bot- 
tom that he developed compassion 
for down and oul youngsters. He 
became an attomey and eventually a 
public defender - coming to the res- 
cue of two 12-year-old boys he found 
in jail playing poker with two old 
convicts. 

He took kids to ball games and pic- 
nics and he lectured them about the 
dangers of hanging out with the 
wrong people. He also introduced 
them to their duty to help themselves, 
to work hard and to deny themselves 
the things that are harmful. 

As a judge, when he did send boys 
to reform school, he sent them 
unescorted. In one two-year period, 
none of the boys he had sent failed to 
show up. The Kids’ Judge believed 
that “down in every human soul we 
know there is the image of God.”

Queen Anne-style furiture was 
first made in the early 1800s. It is 
characterized by cabrioles, graceful 
curves and the use of walnut and dec- 
Orative veneer. You probably own a 
Queen Anne-style piece made about 
1915.

Grantsville Men Guilty Of MDOP, 
Battery Sentenced In Dist. Court 


Two Grantsville men, 
convicted in December of 
battery and malicious de- 
struction of property 
(MDOP) charges, were 
sentenced in Garrett Coun- 
ty District Court proceed- 
ings last week by visiting 
Allegany County District 
Court Judge W. Timothy 
Finan. 

Timothy D. Wilt, 32, and 
Benny J. Wilt, 30, who each 
pleaded not guilty to the 
offenses, were handed two- 
year jail terms for the bat- 
tery convictions, with all 
except 13 months of those 
sentences suspended by the 
judge. The men were also 
ordered to pay $8,000 in 
restitution to the victim, 
Everett Morgan, and placed 
on three years of supervised 
probation. The MDOP 
conviction resulted in an 
additional 60-day suspended 
sentence for each and an 
additional $225 restitution 
to Stephen McGreevy, 
owner of McGreevy’s Bar 
and Grill, Accident. 

A pre-sentence investiga- 
tion had been ordered by 
the judge after the guilty 
verdicts were determined. 
Both defendants have been 
incarcerated in the Garrett 
County Jail since Decem- 
ber. Charges of battery (two 
counts), reckless driving, 
and negligent driving had 
also been filed against 


Benny Wilt, and had re- 
ceived not guilty verdicts 
during the December court 
proceedings. 

The charges against the 
pair stemmed from a March 
31, 1996, altercation at the 
McGreevy’s Bar. According 
to district court records, a 
Maryland State Police 
trooper had responded to 
the establishment for the 
reported dispute and 
learned that the men had 
kicked in a door, attacked 
Morgan and dragged him 
outside. Timothy Wilt, 
according to the victim, 
struck Morgan on the head 
with a hammer and Benny 
Wilt struck him with a club. 
They apparently then 
dragged the victim into an 
alley and continued to beat 
him. Morgan suffered facial 
lacerations, a black eye, a 
minor skull fracture, and a 
concussion as a result of the 
attack. 

In other district court 
news, a Grantsville man 
who was convicted in De- 
cember of a fourth degree 
sexual offense was also 
sentenced by Judge Finan 
during last week’s court 
proceedings. 

Bryan L. Gardner, 28, 
who entered a plea of guilt 


to the charge, was 
sentenced to a one-year jail 
term (suspended) and 


placed on one year of su-

pervised probation. Condi- 
tions of his probation state 
he must attend mental 
health counseling as direct- 
ed by his probation supervi- 
sor. 

The charge against Gard- 
ner followed his August 
1995 arrest by the Maryland 
State Police after they 
learned he had sexually 
assaulted a 12-year-old 
female who was in his care. 

Daniel D. Sarver, 32, 
Accident, pleaded not guilty 
and was found not guilty of 
one count each of second 
degree assault and being 
disorderly in a public place. 
The charges stemmed from 
a Jan. 5 incident at Mc- 
Greevy’s Bar & Grill in 
Accident. 

According to _ district 
court records, the Maryland 
State Police had responded 
to the establishment for a 
reported assault with a 
handgun complaint. When 
they arrived, Sarver told 
them Stephen J. McGreevy 
had failed to give him his 
change and he jumped over 
the bar to get it. The defen- 
dant claimed McGreevy 
pulled out a gun and point- 
ed it at him. 

In a counter suit, Mc- 
Greevy, 41, also of Acci- 
dent, was found-not guilty 
of charges of possession of 
a deadly weapon with intent 
to injure, reckless endanger- 


ment, and second degree 
assault. In his rebuttal, 
McGreevy claimed he 


pulled out the gun in self 
defense when he saw Sarver 
jump over the bar. 

In a related case, Sarver 
was not prosecuted on one 
count each of second de- 
gree assault and attempted 
robbery. The charges 
stemmed from a complaint 
filed by McGreevy following 
the same incident at McGr- 
eevy’s Bar & Grill. 

Kenneth Hawkins, 30, 
Oakland, entered a not 
guilty plea during a hearing 
before Garrett County 
District Court Judge Ralph 
M. Burnett to a charge of 
second degree assault. He 
was, however, found guilty 
of the offense and handed a 
30-day suspended sentence. 
Hawkins was also fined 
$100, placed on six months 
of unsupervised probation, 
and ordered to have no 
contact with the complain- 
ant, Patrick Hfetz, Grants- 
ville. 

The charge against the 
defendant was filed after an 
incident on Jan. 20 when 
Hetz claimed Hawkins hit 
him in the face and pushed 
him against a wall because 
of an incident that had 
happened during a meal 
several days earlier. 

A charge of petty theft, 
filed against Lisa D. De- 
Witt, 19, Mtn. Lake Park, 
was placed on the stet 
docket, which means the 
judge can recall the charge 
within a year if he deems it 
necessary. DeWitt was 
charged with the offense 
after she was implicated as 
an accessory to a burglary 
at the home of Donald L. 
Hinebaugh, Boiling Springs 
Road, Oakland, on Jan. 2, 
when valuable coins and 
currency were stolen. 

Aida S. Paugh, 30, Oak- 
land, pleaded not guilty and 
was found not guilty of one 
count of second degree 
assault.

Safety Study 
Says Fewer 
Children Dying 

With better emergency 
care, fewer children are 
dying from farm accidents, 
but the number with inju- 
ries is rising, according to a 
study released last week at 
a meeting of Farm Safety 4 
Just Kids. 

It found that an average 
of 104 children died each 
year between 1991 and 1993 
from farm accidents. A 
similar study showed that 
between 1978 and 1983, an 
average of 300 children 
died each year in farm 
accidents. While the death 
rate for children dropped 
39 percent, however, the 
injury rate rose 10 percent.

WVU Extension News 


The Lady Bugs Are In Preston County 
I have lady bugs in my house. How can I get rid of 


them? This is a very familiar question that we have been 
receiving in the WVU Extension Office. 

The lady beetles that have overrun West Virginia 
households are members of an exotic species. Although 
the species doesn’t have an official common name, most 
cntomologists refer to it as the multicolored Asian Lady 
Beetle. Unlike the lady beetles to which we are more 
accustomed, Asian Lady Beetles gather in large groups for 
overwintering. 

The normal color is a pumpkin-like yellow-orange with 
black spots. This together with their appearance around 
the end of October has carned them the nickname 
Halloween Lady Beetles. They usually have 19 spots, but 
this number can vary, with some individuals having fewer 
or even no spots. 

The yellow, oval shaped eggs are laid in clusters of 20 
on the undersides of leaves, where they hatch in three to 
five days. The elongate, spiny larvae that emerge from the 
eggs feed on aphids and scale insects for 12 to 14 days. 
The entire life cycle from egg to adult requires slightly 
more than a month. Adult beetles overwinter unmated; 
they mate upon emerging from hibernation in the spring. 

In their natiye Japan, the beetles hibernate in cracks, 
and’crevices on the sided' of cliffs, clustered by the thou- 
sands. Tere “in America, thty seem to have adopted 
houses as the next best thing. White or light colored 


“houses in whdea areas art preferred, with clusters 


gathering on the west or southwest sides on sunny. days. 
They are adept at finding tiny cracks and crevices. In- 
doors, they tend to cluster in the corners of ceilings, often 
in groups of 1,000 or more. 

Multicolored Asian Lady Beetles are not poisonous or 
otherwise harmful to humans, pets, or property. They do 
not bite. They do not reproduce indoors. However, the 
mere presence of such large numbers inside homes can be 
a major nuisance. 

Outdoors during the growing season, Asian Lady 
Beetles are quite beneficial. As predators of aphids 
associated with trees, shrubs, ornamental plants, and some 
agricultural crops, they are reported to be better than our 
native lady beetles at tracking down aphids. 

As is often characteristic of exotic species introduced 
into a new habitat with plenty of food and few natural 
enemies, the Asian Lady Beetles’ population has explod- 
ed, with four or five generations produced in a single year. 

Weather conditions also may favor high populations, 
since large numbers of lady beetles can result from a cool 
summer with plentiful vegetation and large numbers of 
aphids. 

Eventually the populations should be reduced by 
natural enemies and should stabilize at lower levels. For 
now, there’s not much we can do but try to keep them 
outside and value them for their aphid-eating ability. 

Since the Asian [Lady Beetle is so beneficial, using 
Pesticide sprays to kill them is not suggested. Recom- 
mended controls include simply preventing their entry by 
caulking cracks around windows, doors, utility pipes, and 
siding and by installing 20 mesh or finer screen over attic 
and exhaust vents. Pay special attention to windows and 
lighting fixtures since the beetles are attracted to light. 

Use a broom and dustpan or a vacuum cleaner to 
remove those that do manage to make their way indoors. 
Release them outside well away from homes. They may 
return the favor next summer by eating harmful aphids on 
your plants. 

Another suggestion is simply to be patient. Reports 
indicate that the beetles, after settling down on the sides 
of houses, often leave on their own in a few days or 
weeks.

Weed Control in Alfalfa 

So far, this has been my kind of winter and I’m sure 
your alfalfa plants feel the same. This past week I noticed 
a tinge of green in my lawn, which indicates that spring 
may arrive early this year. I am sure you are aware that 
most of the winter annual weeds that you are going to 
chemically control must be done before the alfalfa breaks 
dormancy. Some of the herbicides available are as follows: 

* Gramoxone Extra - 1.5-2.0 pt/A. Apply to well- 
established stands (at least 1 yr. old) when the crop is 
dormant or before spring growth reaches 1 inch. Alfalfa 
foliage at the time of apphcation will be burned, which 
may reduce first cutting yicld. 

* Karmex 80DF - 1.5-2.0 Ib./A. Apply before new 
spring growth begins. Do not apply to alfalfa/grass mix- 
tures. 

* Lexone 4L or Sencor 4F - 0.375-1.0 qt/A. Apply 
before new growth starts. This chemical can be used on 
alfalfa/grass mixtures. 

* Pursuit 70DG - 1.09-2.16 02/A. Apply before growth 
reaches 3 inches or between cuttings. May. be applied to 
alfalfa/grass mixtures after the establishment year. 

There are a few more herbicides that can be used on 
alfalfa. We have an excellent up-to-date book for Pest 
Management Recommendation, Bulletin 237, for $6. 
Remember when using any of these herbicides, read and 
follow label directions. Labels have changed quite a lot 
during the last year. 

Spring Fever Makes People Fertilize Their Lawns 

By now most of you have stored up enough winter 
energy that you van hardly wait to coat that lawn with an 
abundance of fertilizer. But really you should have put 
that “weed and feed” on your lawn last fall after the long 
season of the tiresome chore of mowing grass. Why would 
I not fertilize my lawn in the spring? First of all, most 
people who really provide reasonably good care of their 
lawn have built up a good supply of plant nutrients in the 
soil that can very easily supply the nutrients needed 
throughout the early summer growth period. During the 
spring and early summer growth period, the only job of 
the root system is to provide the grass blade materials to 
grow. Why would 1 fertilize in the fall? Most of our 
grasses are cool season varieties that only expand their 
root systems in the fall; therefore, if we fertilize in the fall, 
we provide that plant with optimum conditions for 
developing a good strong root system that will be able to

Also, all of those 
dandelions and plantain weeds are really too busy in the 
spring putting top growth on to adequately digest all of 
the herbicides that are applied in the spring. In the fall 
they are storing up food for the spring growth; therefore, 
a timely application of a herbicide is efficiently absorbed 
throughout the total plant. I am not saying you will not 
get some weed control with a spring application, but it will 
not be nearly as effective. Time after time 1 have seen 
nice lawns perish with diseases because of over fertilizing 
in the spring. There are exceptions; if you have a new 
lawn that is trying to grow in poor soil conditions, then 


fertilize will certainly help. Spring is a good time to put on 
lime. Above all, 1 would recommend you test your soil.

Producers Form 
Maryland. Dairy 
Industry Assn.

The vision to form a 
Maryland dairy producers 
group started in January 
1993 as a recommendation 
from a task force that stud- 
ied the Maryland dairy 
industry. Several meetings 
were held. Attendces in- 
cluded dairy farmers, milk 
co-op management and 
agricultural industry repre- 
sentatives. Bylaws were 
written, budgets presented 
and purposes established. 
Another recommenda- 
tion from the task force was 
to pass legislation in An- 
napolis that would create a 
Maryland Milk Commission 
similar to commissions in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
This caused a lot of confu- 
sion over which issue was 
being discussed. It was 
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decided to put off trying to 
start the association and 
concentrate on creating the 
Maryland Milk Commission. 

In 1995, after failing 
twice to create a milk com- 


fi 


mission, a legislative task 
force was appointed, again, 
to study ways to address the 
needs of the Maryland dairy 
industry. One of the recom- 
mendations was to have a 
Maryland dairy industry 
group that could address 
the industry’s needs. 

On November 26, 1996, a 
meeting was held at the fire 
hall in New Midway with 
approximately 130 dairy 
farmers attending. After 
hearing presentations from 
the Maryland Dairy Task 
Force, Northeast Dairy 
Producers Association, 
Virginia State Dairymen’s 
Association, Delmarva 
Poultry Industry and Mary- 
land Farm Bureau, those 
present indicated very 
strong support to form a 
Maryland group. 

On December 13, 1996, 
the organizational meeting 
of the Maryland Dairy 
Industry Association was 
held at the Frederick office 
of the Cooperative I:xten- 
sion Service. All in atten- 
dance were given the op- 
portunity to be interim

board members. Interim 
directors and officers were 
elected and three voluatary 
committees were appointed.

At the first interim board 
meeting on January 21, the 
group heard committee 
reports and adopted a logo.

A market- 
ing committee was appoint- 
ed following a discussion on 
conciliation of federal milk 
marketing orders. The 
committee was instructed to 
work with the University of 
Maryland and local milk co- 
ops to study this issue.

Schools Mark A 


Quarter Century 


In the late 1960s three 
people died from eating 
improperly canned soup. As 
a result, the l-ood and Drug 
Administration and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
developed regulations that 
mandated education for all 
supervisors of low-acid or 
acidified food canning to 
avoid future fatalities and 
ensure safe processing. 
Ihey also requested that 
universities with food 
science departments 
volunteer to conduct the 
training. 

Universities across the 
country, including the 
University of Maryland at 
College Park, offered their 
resources to conduct this 
training. This year marks 
the 25th anniversary of the 
Better Process Control 
Schools, which began in 
1972 as a pilot program in 
Beltsville. 


Ihe FDA and USDA, in 
conjunction with the Na- 
tional [ood Processors 
Association, develop the 
textbooks, visual aids and 
exams for the schools and 
sell them to participating 
universities to ensure that 
the program will be identi- 
cal across the country. The 
FDA also sends a represen- 
tative every time the train- 
ing is held to monitor the 
content and quahty of the 
instruction. 


The exams are changed 
every year, and the textbook 
and visual aids are updated 
periodically. The most 
recent edition of the book 
yas printed last year and 
includes a new chapter on 
sealing plastic containers. 
Because of this diligence on 
the part of the FDA and 
the participating universi- 
ties, the Better Process 
Control Schools have set 
and maintained a_ high 
Standard to ensure the 
safety of canned food for 
consumers,

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Instructors from the 
schools are drawn from the 
FDA, participating universi- 
ties, the Food Processors 
Institute, the National Food 
Processors Association, and 
from the food industry. 
Anywhere from 30 to 80 
students attend 40 hours of 
instruction over a five-day 
period. Trainees must pass 
all 16 exams to be certified 
and meet the FDA and 
USDA regulations. 

Donald Schlimme, pro- 
fessor of nutrition and food 
science and Extension food 
processing specialist, cur- 
rently organizes and directs 
the University of Mary- 
land’s Better Process Con- 
trol School. It services most 
of the East Coast, from Key 
West to Maine and as far 
west as Missouri. ‘The 
course has also been taught 
by the University of Mary- 
land in Jamaica, Ecuador 
and Uruguay. 

"The function of the 
schools is to educate people 
who are processing canned 
foods in the science of food 
processing. ‘There is an 
emphasis on canning tech- 
nology in order to eliminate 
food safety hazards,” said 
Schlimme. Since 1973, the 
Maryland school has trained 
over 2,200 students, gener- 
ally supervisors from can- 
ning companies as well as 
FDA food inspection per- 
sonnel. 

Dr. Schlimme took over 
the reins of the Maryland 
school from Robert Wiley, 
former chairperson of the 
interdepartmental food 
science program at the 
university and coordinator 
of the first Better Process 
Control School in Beltsville. 
Dr. Wiley was a regional 
coordinator for the inter- 
university schools for 13 
years and is still actively 
involved with the school. 
He will be an instructor at 
the next Maryland school, 
scheduled for March 24-28, 
at the Tidewater Inn in 
Easton. The school has 
been held at this location 
every spring since 1973. 

Organizers of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland school 
work to meet the needs of 
their adult students. In 
addition to Dr. Schlimme, 
Dr. Wiley andother univer- 
sity food science faculty, 
instructors at the University 
of Maryland school include 
a guest lecturer from a glass 
manufacturing research and 
development lab and two 
sterilization experts from 
the National Food Proces- 
sors Association to supple- 
ment the expertise of the 
university professors. 

The best location for the 
classes also is a consider- 
ation. "We hold classes 
outside of the university 
environment,” Dr. Schlimme 
explains, "because ou 
Easton location is _ less 
crowded and our adult 
audience is more comfort- 
able learning in an alterna- 
tive setting.” 
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Air Rules 
Could Hurt 
Food Supply 


If the Environmental 
Protection Agency toughens 
air quality standards, the 
availability and affordabihty 
of America’s food supply 
could be diminished, ac- 
cording to the American 
Farm Bureau Federation. 

EPA's plan to revise the 
National Ambient Air 
Quahty Standard for partic- 
ulate matter and ozone 
would have significant im- 
pact on the production, 
processing and distribution 
of food in the United 
States, Farm Bureau said. 

A large number of farms, 
ranches, grain handlers, 
mills, food processing plants 
and food transportation 
companies would become 
subject to costly regulations, 
such as tighter engine 
emission standards, refor- 
mulated fuel requirements 
and increased inspections. 

"These control options 
would jeopardize the effi- 
cient system which keeps an 
abundant and economical 
supply of fresh and whole- 
some food on American 
and world consumers’ 
tables,” AIBF President 
‘Dean Kleckner said in 
written comments to EPA. 
"Increased costs for the 
agricultural sector would 
adversely affect trade and 
U.S. competitiveness on the 
world market. 

"The new standards 
could hinder the continued 
ability of the agricultural 
sector to provide an abun- 
dant, low-cost food supply, 
both to the United States 
and to the world,” Kleckner 
said. "Because the proposed 
new standards would impact 
each segment of the food 
production chain without 
reliable indication of benefit 
to public health, Farm Bu- 
reau urges EPA to with- 
draw the proposed stan- 
dards and initiate a targeted 
research program to resolve 
the serious and pertinent 
questions needed lor scien- 
fic justification of such 
proposals.” 

EPA has failed to prove 
that the new standards will 
improve air quality. Farm 
Bureau, questioning wheth- 
er their benefits outweigh 
the costs, said EPA is im- 
plementing the new stan- 
dards despite the govern- 
ment agency’s own evidence 
showing current clean air 
measures are working. 

Farm Bureau is also 
concerned that EPA has 
failed to consider the na- 
tional impact of the pro- 
posed standards on farms 
and small businesses, which 
are vital to the U.S. econo- 


my. 
Last week EPA Adminis- 
trator Carol Browner 
staunchly defended the 
proposal, despite growing 
opposition from industry 
groups and members of 
Congress. She said oppo- 
nents are using “scare tac- 
tics” and are inflating cost 
estimates. 

Five Democratic sena- 
tors--John Glenn of Ohio, 
Robert Byrd and Jay Rock- 
efeller of West Virginia, 
Wendell Ford of Kentucky 
and Charles Robb of Vir- 
ginia--wrote Browner and 
urged her to abandon the 
tougher standards "and 
allow our states to complete 
action on standards that 
already are in place. Sen. 
John Chafee (R-R.I.) also 
has called the proposal pre- 
mature. 


Federal Milk 
Marketing Orders 


Redesigned

Maryland milk producers 
have experienced lower 
blend prices as a result of a 
long-term decline from 65 
percent Class 1 fluid utiliza- 
tion to approximately 45 
percent in recent years. 
Milk marketing proposals 
were being considered by 
dairy leaders in Maryland 
during January 1997 to join 
the former Federal Milk 
Marketing Order No. 5, 
which averaged a higher 
blend farm price of over 
$1.06 per cwt in the 1993- 
1994 period compared with 
Market Order No. 4. 

This market change 
toward 75 or higher percent 
Class I utilization for Mary- 
land milk producers could 
result in a major increase in 
net farm income per farm 
in Maryland in the future. 

A change in the over- 
order pricing mechanism 
for Maryland’s higher pro- 
duction costs has been 
proposed, and it could be a 
major factor in leveling 
farm milk prices among 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and 
Maryland. 

Recent proposed consoli- 
dation changes in the At- 
lantic Dairy Cooperative 
and the land O'Lakes 
Dairy Cooperative by their 
respective boards of direc- 
tors promise to change the 
alignment of milk markets 
in the northeast over the 
next few years. However, 
Maryland dairy farmers may 
benefit only marginally. 
Actions are being taken 
now that may generate 
regional marketing changes 
that will be hard to change 
over the next decade or 
longer if actually enacted.

Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
says with less than one 
month to go filers due a re- 
fund should consider filing 
electronically and avoid 
making these common mis- 
takes to speed up their re- 
fund checks. 


FILE ELECTRONICALLY 

About 42% of Maryland 
taxpayers have filed their 
income tax returns and the 
Comptroller’s Office has 
mailed 713,088 refund 
checks, averaging $469 to 
date. "If you expect a re- 
fund, please file in March 
and avoid the April paper 
crush,” Goldstein said. “If 
you wait until April to file 
for a refund, consider filing 
your return electronically to 
ensure a speedy refund de- 
spite the mounds of paper 
returns we receive on April 
15." Goldstein also remind- 
ed taxpayers who owe addi- 
tional tax that they can file 
electronically now and not 
pay the tax due until April 
15, 1997. 
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TWO CHANGES TO BE 
AWARE OF 

Many local taxpayer serv- 
ice offices are reporting 
that senior citizens are ask- 
ing about the separate pen- 
sion exclusion form. "This 
year there is no separate 
form for seniors to com- 
plete; they merely need to 
complete a worksheet in the 
tax booklet and enter the 
final calculation on the 
Maryland long form 502,” 
Goldstein said. 

Taxpayer service offices 
also report that a new bene- 
fit for volunteer firefighters 
and emergency rescue per- 
sonnel is generating ques- 
tions. "This new $3,000 de- 
duction applies to volunteer 
firefighters and rescue 
workers who earn 50 service 
points,” Goldstein _ said. 
"Volunteers need to obtain 
certificates from their fire 
or rescue department and 
submit them with their 
Maryland income tax return 
in order to take this tax 
break.”

Goldstein encourages 
taxpayers to remember to 
affix the address label to 
their Maryland return. "If 
you received a Maryland tax 
booklet, the address label is 
located on the inside flap of 
the front cover,” he said. "If 
all of the information is 
correct, remove the label 
and place it on your Mary- 
land return to assure the 
quickest possible refund 
and the accurate allocation 
of your local income tax. 

"If you use the services 
of a paid preparer and re- 
ceived your label on a post 
card instead of a tax book- 
let, please take the label to 
your preparer to have them 
affix it to your return. And 
even if you use an off-the- 
shelf computer program to 
generate your Maryland re- 
turn, please affix this label 
to that return as well,” he 
said. 

BE SURE YOUR TAX 

FORM IS READABLE 

Goldstein reminded tax- 
payers to be sure that com- 
puter generated returns are 
readable. Taxpayers using 
off-the-shelf software need 
to be sure that they correct- 
ly download any necessary 
fonts and read the soft- 
ware’s instructions carefully. 


LAST MINUTE TAX 
HELP 

"Seven days a week, 24- 
hours a day, taxpayers can 
get answers to frequently 
asked questions by simply 
getting on the Internet and 
visiting Our website at www. 
comp.state.md.us. 

Taxpayers with last min- 
ute questions can e-mail 
their questions and receive 
a prompt response by 
e-mailing taxhelp@conip. 
state.md.us. One-half of all 
income tax correspondence 
is now coming by e-mail. 
"These are two efficient 
means of getting answers to 
your tax questions and ob- 
taining forms and publi- 
cations you may need,” the 
comptroller said. 

Taxpayers may also use 
the comptroller’s Form-by- 
Fax system by dialing 410- 
974-FAXX (974-3299) from 
the handset of their fax 
machine or touch-tone tele- 
phone. "Both 1996 and 1995 
business and individual tax 
forms and publications can 
be found on this system. 
Simply obtain an_ index, 
then request the form or 
publication you need,” 
Goldstein said. 

Taxpayers may also re- 
ceive free, one-on-one as- 
sistance at more than 20 
taxpayer service offices 
across the state. "ILook in 
the blue pages of your local 
phone directory to find the 
nearest taxpayer service of- 
fice," Goldstein said, "or call 
the taxpayer service infor- 
mation line at 410-974-3981 
from Central Maryland or 
1-800-MD-TAXES from 
elsewhere.” 

STOP AND TAKE YOUR 
TIME 

Goldstein also reminded 
taxpayers to take that extra 
minute and double-check 
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their math calculations, 
double-check to be sure 
they signed the return, and 
make sure their W-2s and 
check are attached to the 
return. "Don’t delay, file 
today, and we'll send your 
refund check on its way,” he 
said. 


Many Taxpayers 
May Benefit From 
EIC Provision 


The tax-filing deadline is 
less than a month away, and 
many Maryland tax payers 
haven't filed their taxes yet 
because they think they owe 
the government money. But 
low- or moderate-income 
workers not only may not 
owe taxes, but may be due 
money from the IRS 
through the Earned Income 
Credit (EIC). 

"It’s the best thing for 
people working in a field, 
like child care, where the 
wages are not that high,” 
said Tradawn Brunson, a 
day-care worker and mother 
of two who took advantage 
of the EIC this year and 
last. "Thanks to the EIC, I 
can pay bills that would be 
unmanageable otherwise, 
and I can do a little some- 
thing extra for my children 
and my home. It’s been a 
great help.” 

Sherolyn Avery, a mother 
of three, agreed. "It made a 
difference. It helped me get 
ahead on bills, and I could 
try to save. The EIC is im- 
portant to me-there’s no 
way I would ever blow it.” 

The EIC, a state and 
federal tax provision, reduc- 
es the tax burden on low- 
and modest-income wage 
earners. Eligible workers 
who fill out the EIC form 
when filing their taxes can 
get back some-or all of the 
income tax taken out of 
their pay. Some may even 
receive an additional pay- 
ment from the IRS. 

According to Jennifer 
Williams, coordinator of the 
Maryland Earned Income 
Credit Campaign, the EIC, 
established in 1975, is worth 
more than ever for the 1996 
tax year, A family raising 
two or more children and 
earning less than $28,495 
may receive up to $3,556, A 
family raising one child and 
earning less than $25,078 
may receive up to $2,152. 
Individuals between the ag- 
es of 25 and 64, living with 
no children and carning less 
than $9,500, may receive up 
to $323. 

“There are more than 
46,000 low- and moderate- 
income households in West- 
em Maryland, but many 
workers don’t realize just 
how much money they can 
receive by claiming the 
EIC,” said Williams. She 
pointed out that in 1995, 
more than 12,500 working 
families and individuals in 
Western Maryland claimed 
the state EIC, receiving a 
total of more than $3.4 mil- 
lion. "Even more Western 
Maryland workers claimed a 
share of the federal EIC, 
which returned more than 
$400 million to our state in 
1995,” she added. 

Eligible workers can ap- 
ply for the credit by com- 
pleting the appropriate 
state and federal tax forms. 
Workers raising children 
must attach Schedule EIC 
to their Form 1040 or 
1040A. Workers without 
children should file form 
1040, 1040A, or 1040EZ, 
without the Schedule EIC. 
Free tax filing assistance is 
available at Volunteer In- 
come Tax Assistance (VI- 
TA) sites throughout the 
state.

National Poison Provontion Week 

March 16 - 22 is designated National Poison Preven- 
tion Week. Almost one million people in the U. S. are 
victims of accidental poisonings each year. Eighty percent 
of these involve children. Those in the one year to three 
year age range are at greatest risk. Here are three things 
you can ao to prevent accidental poisonings: 
(1) Keep all medicines locked in acabinet: Nonprescription 
medicine can be just as toxic to a small child as a prescrip- 
tion medicine. Examples include iron tablets and nutri- 
tional supplements containing iron. Recently the U.S. 
government announced that iron-containing supplements 
must carry a special waming label. Since the mid 1980s 
there have been more than 100,000 reports of accidental 
poisonings related to iron products in children. 
(2) Piace the local poison center number near your phone: 
Most states have one or more poison control centers that 
are available 24 hours per day to assist in cases of 
suspected poisonings. Call the center before trying to 
evaluate or treat a poisoning. 
(3) Keep a bottle of ipecacsyrup inthe medicine chest: This 
medicine may help the person vomit if a poisoning is 
suspected. Always call the poison center before adminis- 
tenng ipecac.

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State, County 
Rates Of Crime 
Show Decrease 


Crime statistics for Mary- 
land and Garrett County 
for calendar year 1996 were 
released this week and show 
that the overall crime rate 
for the state decreased 
three percent from the pre- 
vious year, while the coun- 
ty’s crime rate dropped five 
one-hundredths of one per- 
cent. 

There was a total of 
307,251 incidents of proper- 
ty and violcat criminal ac- 
tivity reported in 1996 
throughout the state, down 
from 317,329 reported in 
1998. In Garrett County, 
the 1996 crime index total 
was 591 for 1996, compared 
to 594 lor 1995. 

Violent crimes, consisting 
of murder, forcible rape, 
robbery, and aggravated as- 
sault, decreased in Mary- 
land by five percent, while 
property crime, which in- 
cludes breaking and enter- 
ing, theft, and motor vehicle 
theft, decreased by three 
percent. 

In Garrett County, there 
were increases in the num- 
ber of robberies, from no 
cases in 1995 to two in 
1996; in breaking and/or en- 
tering, from 363 to 387 ca- 
ses; in larceny/theft, from 
139 to 148; and in arson, 
from six to 10 cases. There 
were decreases in the num- 
ber of cases of rape, from 
five to three; in aggravated 
assault, from 51 to 31; and 
in motor vehicle theft, from 
35 to 19 cases. The only 
crime category to remain 
the same was murder, as 
there was one case in cach 
of the two years. 

Governor Parris Glen- 
dening was cncouraged by 
the three percent drop 
statewide. "From the begin- 
ning of my administration, 
our efforts have been dedi- 
cated to reducing crime in 
Maryland,” he said. "Our 
priority will continue to be 
making Maryland a_ safe 
place to live, work, and 
raise a family. We cannot 
realistically achieve these 
goals unless our cdAitMani- 
lics are safe. These num- 
bers are clearly anothér 
step in that direction.” 

The largest decrease in 
overall crime was reported 
in the Baltimore Metropoli- 
tan region, where crime de- 
clined 5.1 percent. This re- 
gion is comprised of Balti- 
more City, Anne Arundel, 
Baltimore, Warford, and 
Howard counties. 

Western Maryland, con- 
sisting of Garrett, Allegany, 
Washington, Frederick, and 
Carroll counties, had the 
largest’ increase (2.3 per- 
cent) among the regions of 
the state. Neighboring Alle- 
gany County led the region 
with an 8.2 percent  in- 
crease.

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Peers Educating Peers At 
Frostburg State University

A growing number of 
students at Frostburg State 
University are determined 
to spread the word about 
healthy lifestyle choices. In 
an effort to educate fellow 
students about the hazards 
of drinking, an organization 
called BURG has accepted 
the challenge. 

"It’s all about peers help- 
ing peers,” said Don Swog- 
ger, volunteer advisor for 
FSU’s BURG _ group. 
BURG is a peer education 
network of students com- 
mitted to educating others 
on how to make responsible 
decisions concerning the 
use Of alcohol as well as 
provide alcohol-free event 
alternatives. 

BURG goes into resi- 
dence halls, classrooms, and 
the community presenting 


programs on attractive al- 
ternatives to alcohol abuse 
and equipping students with 
the knowledge needed to 
make informed decisions 
when drinking. "We want to 
encourage good times 
through responsible deci- 
sion making,” commented 
Jamie Myers, BURG's pres- 
ident. 

Founded in 1988, the or- 
ganization began very small 
but has rapidly been attract- 
ing students. "We started 
with three eager students 
willing and dedicated to 
work with a budget of 30 
dollars,” said Swogger, who 
started advising the group 
five years ago. Today, there 
are 70 students on the ros- 
ter and 30 active members. 

Through its affiliation 
with BACCHUS, an inter- 
national peer education or- 
ganization, FSU won na-

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tional acclaim by winning 
the top award at the Na- 
tional BACCHUS Conven- 
tion this past winter for the 
number and quality of its 
programming. BURG mem- 
bers estimate that the more 
than 90 programs they’ve 
sponsored have attracted a 
total of over 12,000 stu- 
dents. 

The importance of alco- 
hol abuse education on col- 
lege campuses is clear when 
one reads the statistics. Col- 
lege students spend an esti- 
mated 5.5 billion dollars on 
alcohol (mostly beer). This 
is more than money spent 
on books, soda, coffee, 
juice, and milk combined. 
Nationwide, between 85- 
93% of college students ad- 
mit to having used alcohol. 

"Frostburg is no different 
than any other college,” said 
Myers, who believes many 
students see drinking as a 
rite of passage. "There are 
usually two reasons why stu- 
dents drink. One, they are 
away from parents and not 
burdened by their watchful 
eye. And two, drinking is a 
coping mechanism. Students 
that are stressed sometimes 
resort to alcohol and drugs,” 
he said. 

One of the main goals of 
BURG is to inform stu- 
dents of drinking alterna- 
tives. "People think because 
we are in rural America 
there is nothing to do," 
Swogger said. As a result of 
BURG’s “Exploding — the 
Myth" program, a listing 
was published of over 150 
activities that students can 
do within a 15-mile radius 
of campus that do not in- 
valve alcohol. 

Ihe group also offers 
students exciting and inno- 
vative programs, such as the 
BURG Bash, which attract- 
ed over 325 students and 
provided students with an 
alternative to drinking. Last 
semester, BURG sponsored 
over 40 programs and pre- 
sented programs to 85 per- 
cent of I'SU’s freshman 
class. 


The idea of peers edu- 
cating peers is not new. In 
fact, some educators have 
pointed to this alternative 
as the most effective meth- 
od to reach youths about 
different issues. Myers cred- 
its this as a major reason 
why BURG is so successful.

"Its not like having a 
parent going in and talking 
with students. We start on 
the same playing field. It’s 
more down to earth. Stu- 
dents can react to us more 
[spontaneously} than they 
would with a faculty or ad- 
ministrator,” he said. 

In order to equip the 
peer educators with the in- 
formation concerning alco- 
hol abuse that will help stu- 
dents, each member goes 
through an extensive train- 
ing process. "We provide 
training for students as well 
as opportunities to attend 
conferences to receive addi- 
tional exposure to innova- 
tive programming ideas. We 
also educate peer educators 
on effective ways of making 
presentations and stressing 
the most important infor- 
mation students need to 
know,” said Swogger.

MOUNTAIN LAKE PARK 
Senate Bill No. 93 of the Annotated Code of Maryland 
requires counties and municipal corporations to notify 
taxpayers of the availability ot the semi-annual property 
tax payment option for owner-occupied residential prop- 


erty that is the 


incipal residence of a homeowner. 


If a taxpayer elects to make semi-annual property tax 
payments, 1/2 of the municipal taxes will be deferred until 
January 1. The second payment, due January 1, will incur 
a service charge reasonably equivalent to the anticipated 
lost interest income associated with the delay in the 
payment of the second installment and covenng admin 
istrative expenses associated with the semi-annual pay- 
ment not exceeding 25% of the charge of the lost interest 

To be eligible to make this election of semi-annual 
payment, all previous year taxes must be paid in full by 
June 1. Taxpayers not making their first semi-annual 
payment by September 30 are automatically waived out 
of the semi-annual plan and must pay the full tax bill 

Selection of payment schedule for property taxes 
may be made upon receipt of tax bill. If taxpayer wishes 
to pay in full, he must choose the appropriate coupon and 
return it with the proper payment. If the taxpayer wishes 
to participate in the semi-annual payment option, the 
appropriate coupon should be returned with the payment 
before the September 30 deadline 

It is the responsibility of the taxpayers to notify their 
mortgage company of their wishes to pay on a semi- 
annual basis if they have an escrow account. The town

The 
Grand Jury supports this 
expansion = project. ‘The 
ge Sheriff told the jurors that 
although the size of the jail 
will increase, he does not 
foresee the need for addi- 
Jional staff. 
g. Sines then explained that 
during his term as sheriff, 
‘his department has upgrad- 
ed the patrol fleet; acquired 
additional vehicles, firepow- 
er, and tactical equipment 
through a surplus program; 
has been approved to re- 
ceive funds to replace the 
dispatch base station; and 
expects to receive funds to 
purchase new radios. He 
further explained that the 
department assigns = one 
deputy to the Narcotics 
Task Force and continues 
to participate in the 
D.A.R.E. program, which is 
a substance abuse preven- 
tion program taught in the 
middle schools by police 
officers. 

Given the increase in 
juvenile arrests, the Grand 
Jury asked about the effec- 
liveness of the D.A.RLE. 
program and suggested that 
perhaps a survey could be 
administered to high school 
juniors and seniors as to 
whether this program has 
had a lasting impact in their 
lives. Sines said he is look- 
ing at other programs simi- 
lar to D.A.R.EL that could 
be implemented in Garrett 
County. 

The sherilf reported that 
his department has a good 
working relationship with 
other county agencies. Ile 
feels his own staff is cffi- 
cient and well-trained. The 
Grand Jury recommended 
that the county commission- 
ers remain open to the 
sheriffs request for an 
increase in salary steps for 
his staff. 

Board of Education 

Dr. Jerome J. Ryscavage, 
superintendent of schools, 
distributed to jury members 
copies of the Garrett Coun- 
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ty Public Schools’ Annual 
Report, a document that is 
required from each county 
in the state, in accordance 
with Article 5-109 of the 
Public School Laws of 
Maryland. 

Garrett County’s report 
includes the county-wide 
results of the Maryland 
School Performance Assess- 
ment Program. Ryscavage 
pointed out that Garrett 
County met either satisfac- 
tory or excellent standards 
in 11 of the 12 indicators 
for the last four years. 

Ryscavage responded to 
questions regarding the 
construction of the Yough 
Glades Elementary School, 
noting that 90% of the 
light-gauge framing is in 
place and that roof trusses 
will soon be added. The 
contractor has _ projected 
that the building will be 
turned over to the educa- 
tion board between Septem- 
ber and late October of this 
year. 

Additional discussion 
centered on capital projects 
such as the construction of 
a connecting corridor and 
the completion of the gym 
foyer renovation at South- 
ern High School, the four 
period day at Southern, 
annual negotiations with the 
four employce groups, and 
whether or not there is a 
significant impact on the 
students at  Fricndsville 
School since the closing of 
the health center there. 

At the regularly sched- 
uled monthly mecting of 
the Garrett County Board 
of Education on the day of 
the Grand Jury’s visit, Dr. 
Ryscavage announced that 
he would retire from his 
position as superintendent 
at the end of this fiscal 
year. The Grand Jury re- 
port states that Ryscavage is 
to be commended for his 23 
years of dedicated and 
conscientious service to the 
Garrett County Public 
School System. 

Ihe jurors reported that 
they “basically support” the 
views of the September 
(1996) Term Grand Jury 
where the Garrett: County 
Board of Education is con- 
cerned. 

The Grand Jury’s major 


acwncem is the antiquated 


state of the clectrical wiring 
in the office building. Me 
jury report states that this 
generates concern for not 
only the safety of all indi- 
viduals working in the 
building, “but most impor- 
tantly for the safety of the 
children receiving cduca- 
tional instruction at— the 
board office.” 

[he jurors recommended 
further investigation into 
the possibility of alternative 
funding if the building 
classification is changed 
from “Business Occupancy" 
o “I:ducational Building.” 
The jury recommended that 
officials compare the price 
of renovations to restore to 
safe conditions (taking into 


consideration the cost of 
any loss in the event of a 
major fire caused by the 
state of electrical wiring) as 
opposed to the complete or 
partial relocation of the 
offices. 
Landfill 

The landfill committee 

was welcomed at the site by 
Rodney Glotfelly, director 
of the Garrett County OFf- 
fice of Recycling and Solid 
Waste, and his assistant, 
Randy DiSimone. The 
commitice was shown the 
computerized system which 
tracks incoming and outgo- 
ing materials and generates 
a daily report by type of 
material received, locations, 
daily income, and _ costs. 
This technology has allowed 
for a very efficient and 
accountable office opera- 
lion, according to the 
Grand Jury report. 

Glotfelty started the tour 
with a visit to the mainte- 
nance building, where it was 
observed that the insulation 
is in place, as recommended 
by the previous Grand Jury. 
Ite informed the committee 
that a new truck has been 
purchased from Army sur- 
plus at one-fifth of the cost, 
with re-fabrication of the 
vehicle done by county staff 
members, The jurors were 
shown a schedule of main- 
tenance which is in place to 
prolong the life and effi- 
ciency of each vehicle. 

Glotfclty then showed 
the committee the prepared 
fields and run-off collection 
system. Ile noted that the 
Icachate which was previ- 
ously hauled away by truck 
is now moved by a three- 
mile sewer line to the Deep 
Creek Treatment Plant. He 
also noted that Garrett 
County is participating in a 
$1,000,000 pilot program 
wherein chipped recycled 
tires could be used as part 
of the field preparation and 
drainage system. This effort 
appears to be quite success- 
ful, the jury report stated. 

Overall, the commitice 
members reported that they 
were “highly impressed” by 
the efficiency of the opera- 
tions and the care given to 
the equipment and mainte- 
nance of the location. “‘TMhe 
Garrett County Landfill has 
met or surpassed cach 
standard imposed ‘Gn wastc’ 
management sites. Me 
members felt that Glotfelty 
presents himself as a highly 
capable and knowledgeable 
administrator, as well as an 
advocate for recycling and 
the health of the environ- 
ment. 

“The Grand Jury com- 
mends Mr. Glotfelty and his 
staff for their thoroughness 
and dedication to maintain- 
ing a highly — efficient, 
well-run operation,” the 
report states. 

Health Department 

Dr. Rex Archer present- 
ed to the Grand Jury an 
overview of the health 
department status, high- 
lighting the mission of the 
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agency and the changing 
role of the medical services 
nationwide. He reviewed 
the types and numbers of 
services currently provided 
and went over the budget 
and the impact of the 
change in profitability of 
the Home Health services. 

Archer also reviewed the 
current status of office and 
clinic space. Because there 
will be a rental expense 
now that was not there in 
previous years, he antici- 
pates a necd for additional 
county funds in the future. 
He expressed confidence in 
the ability of his depart- 
ment to adapt to the chang- 
es and challenges. 

A subset of the Grand 
Jury toured the health 
department and the Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital. 
These members made the 
following observations: 

the health department is 
in the midst of moving. The 
hallways are cluttered with 
desks, file cabinets, child- 
ren’s play equipment, and 
other items. Office space is 
doubled up and in convert- 
ed restrooms. Much of the 
space is undergoing asbes- 
tos removal, and potentially 
hazardous chemicals are 
being used in the process. 

Archer provided a tour 
and, according to the jury 
report, scemed well versed 
in how the department as a 
whole is coping with these 
difficulties. He is confident 
that basic services are still 
being offered. 

Ihe members of the 
Grand Jury could not con- 
firm that the health depart- 
ment is in fact functioning 
under these adverse condi- 
tions. There was reference 
made to the relocation of 
Mental Health services to 
downtown Oakland within 
the week. Archer further 
noted that the timing of the 
move was intended to occur 
within a short time period 
in order to be fiscally re- 
sponsible and decrease the 
amount of time that double 
rent is being paid. 

In summary, because this 
Grand Jury reviewed the 
health department at the 
peak of the transition peri- 





od, the members felt unable 
to truly assess its operation- 
al status. There were no 
Critical observations -- noth- 
ing warranting immediate 
attention, according to the 
report. This Grand Jury felt 
that the duty will rest with a 
later grand jury to deter- 
mine if, after the transition, 
the health department is 
able to continue to carry 
out its mission. 

A discussion was held 
regarding the health needs 
of the town of Friendsville. 
There has been a void 
created by the loss of the 
primary doctor. Archer 
offered several options that 
are under consideration. 
The jurors were most im- 
pressed with the idea of 
staffing the office 40 hours 
per weck with a nurse prac- 
titioner and providing a 
doctor on site at specific 
intervals. 

Hospital 

Ihe members of the 
Grand Jury toured Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital 
and found all areas func- 
tioning. The tour was pro- 
vided by Charlotte Garner, 
who made many references 
to the hospital’s goal of 
becoming a full service 
hospital. 

Ihe jurors found the 
newly renovated obstetrics 


ward impressive and com- 
petitive with other facilities. 
No recommendations were 
made. 

Treasurer's Office 

Patty Glover, treasurer, 
spoke to the Grand Jury 
about what her duties are 
as an elected official of the 
county. She stated she is 
bonded by the state, county, 
and the Motor Vehicle 
Administration (MVA). She 
collects state taxes and 
receives no additional com- 
pensation for this duty. 

In total, the treasurer's 
office collects 28,000 tax 
bills. If a tax bill becomes 
delinquent, a notice is 
mailed, and if it is not paid 
within 30 days, the issue 
then goes to an attorney. 
There is an additional fee 
of $75 for a title search and 
$40 for advertising so the 
property can be sold. 

Glover told the jurors 
she also maintains the 
books which show all dis- 
bursements. All vouchers 
and orders are maintained 
in her office. The Garrett 
County Commissioners 
approve everything that is 
to be paid. There are 600 to 
700 invoices that are pro- 
cessed cach mouth. 

It was also pointed out 
to the members that the 
assessable base has_ in-

creased from $350 million 
in 1987 to $703 million in 
1997. Even though there 
has been an increase, the 
treasurcr’s office has main- 
tained the same number of 
staff members. 

The treasurer's office is 
also an agent for the MVA, 
as the renewal stickers are 
sold there. The office 
charges a $2 administrative 
fee of which $50 goes to 
the MVA, §.50 to an opera- 
tional account, and $1 to 
the commissioners. 

Glover pointed out that 
July through September is 
the office’s busiest time of 
the year, during which 75% 
of the total tax levy is col- 
lected. It was brought to the 
Grand Jury’s attention that 
the state is trying to imple- 
ment a semi-annual pay- 
ment of taxes. Apparently, 
only about 4% of Maryland 
residents used this form of 
payment. The treasurer told 
the jurors that quarterly 
payments may be part of 
the payment method for the 
future and that semi-annual 
payment may become man- 


datory. 

The Grand Jury brought 
up the issue of audits and 
the members were told that 
Rodeheaver and Associates 
takes care of that proce- 
dure. 

The last issue talked 
about was the investment of 
the monies that the treasur- 
er receives and she stated 
that she "shops around” for 
the best possible rate she 
can find. Ms. Glover told 
the Grand Jury that she 
enjoys her job and tries to 
provide the best service 
possible for the people of 
Garrett County. 


Library 
Emily Ferren, director of 
the libraries in Garrett 


County, told the Grand Jury 
that there are currently five 
branches -- Oakland, Acci- 
dent, Grantsville, Friends- 
ville, and Kitzmiller. The 
county libraries employ five 
full-time persons and 21 
part-time. 

Ferren pointed out that 
all remodeling is done with 
federal, state, and local

The 
Friendsvillc town council 
donated monies toward the 
remodeling of the Friends- 
ville branch. The Accident 
branch recently has expand- 
ed to an additional 2,000 
square fecl and this addi- 
tion will be dedicated on 
April 19. 

The libraries in Garrett 
County have access to the 
Internet, with this automa- 
tion addition being the 
biggest change since the 
introduction of the Dewey 
Decimal System, according 
to the jury report. Access is 
available to a web site, the 
weather channel, and Ency- 
clopedia_ Britannica. The 
Ruth Enlow Library has a 
remote access called "Sail- 
or,” which allows users to 
access all of Maryland’s 
libraries’ catalogs, public 
information, and the Inter- 
net. Users can order any 
material from anywhere in 
the state of Maryland, the 
report noted. 

The Ruth Enlow Library 
has been sclected as a sev- 
en-month national test site 
for Encyclopedia Britanni- 
ca. According to Ferren, 
studies show that just in 
Oakland this resource re- 
ceives 85 “hits” a day. The 
total cost of this package if 
it were to be purchased 
would be $17,000. 

Ferren told jurors that 
beginning in 1995 people 
who use the hbrary have 
had to sign an agrecment 
stating they must return any 
library materials. If a per- 
son does not return this 
material, the library has 
Icgal counscl to help in 
collecting fees. The system 
also has a relationship with 
the Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office, should the need 
arise, 

Ihe last and what jurors 
felt to be the most needed 
ilem of discussion was the 
bookmobile. The current 


bookmobile serves day care 
centers and nursing homes 
and delivers books to other 
branches. The vehicle has 
over 300,000 miles on it and 
the library only has $10,000 
in a savings account allotted 
for the purchase of a new 
bookmobile, according to 
the jury’s report. The mem- 
bers stated that a new 
bookmobile is a great need. 
They also stated that the 
Ruth Enlow libraries are 
modern with up-to-date 
resources and are well 
supported by the communi- 
ly. 

County Commissioners 

The Grand Jury dis- 
cussed the closing of the 
Bausch and Lomb plant 
with the Garrett County 
Commissioners. Commis- 
sioner Roger Glotfelty, 
chairman, stated that they 
are very close to an agree- 
ment with a plastics compa- 
ny from Baltimore. The 
commissioners apparently 
feel “very confident” about 
this company and told the 
jury that it is “very critical” 
to replace those jobs that 
have and will be lost. 

Glotfelty apparently had 
an encouraging word about 
the Buchmann building in 
the Southern Industrial 
Park. It is currently gencrat- 
ing $8,000 for the county. 
The commissioners went on 
to say that the industrial 
parks in the Accident and 
Grantsville area are expand- 
ing and doing well. 

Commissioner Wayne 
Wilt informed the jury that 
he has attended Economic 
Development mectings and 
has learned that a company 
will generally not relocate 
when asked to do so. He 
asserted that citizens in 
Garrett County have to 
build on the jobs already in 
place in the county, and 
also stated that many jobs 
are going to forcign coun- 
trics, which hurts the local 
ability to grow. 

It was brought to the 
Grand Jury’s attention that 
the commissioners are

tion opening for tourism, 
which will bring more busi- 
ness to the downtown area 
of Oakland. They are work- 
ing with CSX on this pro- 


ject. Commissioner John 
Braskey also stated that the 
focus should be on getting 
several smaller businesses 
into the area instead of one 
large one. Officials will 
most likely not be able to 
get another business here 
that employs 600 people as 
Bausch & Lomb did, the 
jury reporl states. 

The question was raised 
to the Commissioners about 
the recent mismanagement 
of funds by the former 
county administrator, Rob- 
ert VFousck. The commis- 
sioners’ response was that 
there has been a re-struc- 
turing of the system, includ- 
ing changes in personnel 
and vehicle policies. Inter- 
nal and external audits arc 
being conducted, the jury 
was told, with Rodehcaver 
and Associates managing 
the external audit. The jury 
members were told that a 
system of checks and bal- 
ances is in place and the 
staff feels comfortable with 
this system. 

Concerning the capital 
budget, an affordability 
study is presently being 
conducicd, and at the end 
of this study the conmis- 
sioners will know how much 
honding the county is eligi- 
ble for. The jury members 
told the commissioners that 
while the county’s schools 
take priority in safety and 
construction issues, the 
Garrett. County Board of 
Education office building 
ilsclf is in dire need of 
repairs. The jury clarified 
that the Planetarium, which 
is located in the office 
building, should be a priori- 
ty because students fre- 
quently visit there. Wilt 
slated that the education 
board building was ap- 
praised at a million dollars 
and thal a building worth 
that amount ot money 
should be worth fixing up. 

The commissioners also 
pointed out that the old 
Garrett National Bank 
building on Route 135 in 
Mountain Lake Park will be 
renovated and used to 
house the I:xtension Agen- 
cy, the Farm Service Agen- 
cy, and Farmers Home. The 
elected officials noted the 
planned expansion of the 
jail in which the current 
sheriffs offices will be 
moved to where the Garrett 
County Promotion Council 
is currently located. 

The commissioners men- 
tioned to the jurors that the 
promotion council and the 
Chamber of Commerce are 
currently very active. 

Wilt brought to the 
Grand Jury’s attention that 
the construction of a run- 
away truck ramp will begin 
in the spring for the Bloom- 
ington area. The ramp will 
be able to handle speeds up 
to 105 miles per hour. It is 
estimated to take six to 
cight months for comple- 
tion.

tor for the Garrett County 
Roads Department, met 
with the Grand Jury. Four 
members toured the roads 
department facilities. 

Thorne reported on the 
duties of his department, 
the number of employees, 
the number of miles main- 
tained, the projects current- 
ly on line, and the current 
equipment inventory. 

He reviewed the overall 
budget, noting that over- 
lime costs were in line 
mainly because of the mild 
winter. Ile gave specific 
updates on the repairs at 
the Glendale Bridge, Boil- 
ing Springs Road, Spring 
Glade Road, Wilson Road, 
and Shallmar Road. 

Thorne noted that the 
new road reclamation pro- 
cess was initiated last year 
with 17 miles of roadway 
reclaimed. The process 
seems to be effective as well 
as cost-efficient. He hopes 
to reclaim 17-20 miles in 
the same way this year. 

Thorne presented the 
jury with an update on 
union negotiations. There is 
some emphasis being placed 
on updating the basic con- 
tract since it is based on 
one negotiated in 1972. 

Jury members questioned 
him on line painting as well 
as the procedure he uses to 
prioritize road repairs. He 
was also questioned about 
community input. He re- 
sponded by explaining the 
options in the type of paint 
to use, the cost per mile, 
and the parameters to con- 
sider when painting side- 
lines and/or center lines.

Garrett County 
To Turn 125 On 
April 1, 1997 


Garrett County will 
celebrate its 125 birthday 
on April 1, 1997, as it was 
created by the General 
Assembly on that date in 
1872. ‘Whe last of all 
countics in the state to be 
created, Garrett was named 
in’ honor of John W. 
Garrett, president (in 1872) 
of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, 

Ihe Act written in that 
year states in part: 

"That all that part: of 
Allegany County lying south 
and west of a line beginning 
at the sunnnit of the Big 
Backbone, of Savage 
Mountain, where the 
mountain is crossed by 
Mason and) Dixon's” line, 
and running thence by a 
straight line to the middle 
of Savage River, where it 
cmptics into the Potomac 
River; thence by a straight 
line to the nearest point or 
boundary of the State of 
West Virginia, then with 
the said boundary to the 
Fairlax Stone, shall be a 
new county, to be called the 
Comnty of Garrett, provided 
the provisions of this act as 
to taking the census of the 
people and the area of said 
new counly, and the scnse 
ol the people therein, shall 
be complied = with in 
accordance with the 
constitution of this state.”

Also asserted by the FCE is the theory that violence on television is a significant fac- 
tor in desensitizing children and aduita to the etfecta of violence. Activity bookieta will 
be distributed at the fair and the harm of watching unsuitable television will be dis- 
cussed.

The I Corinthians 15:36 Project 
The big events of life become so hum-drum at times 


that we yawn right through them. I did not want that to 
happen to my congregation this year during Holy Weck 
and Eastertide. I tried to think of something that would 
tic the great news to something possessing potency in eve- 
ryday life. 

When it comes to explaining the incredible claims of 
Christianity in a credible way, St. Paul is hard to beat. 
"Thou fool,” (he can also be more acerbic than is abso- 
lutely necessary) “that which thou sowest is not quickencd 
except it die.” That is I Corinthians 15:36. 

Leaving out the opening epithet, I decided to propose 
to my congregation that we engage in the I Corinthians 
15:36 project in which we would actually plant seeds at 
church, and then sec what happens. So after our Ash 
Wednesday service, we went to the back of the church, 
and planted seeds in flats. Some of the folks also planted 
seeds in cups which they took home. 

The problem was where to put the flats. We could 
guarantee that there would be enough warmth to germi- 
nate the seeds, but not that there would be enough light 
once the seedlings were above ground. Living by the ad- 
age, “one thing at-a time,” we set up a table in the nursery 
(where clse?), and waited. 

The parsley was up first, as a red-headed 10-year-old 
announced to me one day. Then there were some tomato 
seedlings followed by the eggplants with the peppers trail- 
ing behind. Peppers do take longer, and I have had lower 
rates of germination with peppers than with other seeds. 

The problem, as anticipated, was too little light. So we 
went on a hunt for a light and a stand to enable us to fix 
the problem. That apparatus now in place is helping to 
correct the severe legginess of our little plants. 

The project is working in its range of relative successes. 
What is becoming a truth known in the front parts of our 
brains is that, in order to get tomatoes, parsley, peppers, 
eggplants and much else that is beautiful and delicious, is 
that something has to dic. That something is a seed. 

In a sense a seed dies twice. First, the seed dies in that 
it is isolated from the fruit or the plant which once held 
it. The seed shrivels, and looks good for throwing away. 
Then the seed is planted, and it dies a second time, now 
yiclding, even shedding its existence as a seed in order to 
become a plant that will produce lovely things to behold 
and to cat. 

Part of the lesson is that the tomato seed cannot be- 
come a tomato unless it first gives up being a seed. It real- 
ly does have to dic. All the fairy tales of frogs being 
turned into princes are but shadows compared to this pe- 
destrian truth about how a tomato comes to be. 

Death is the only door of access to glory, dying to self, 
dying to the world, and at the same time yielding com- 
plete control of one's destiny to a power that is always in- 
visible and never fails. 

No wonder in a culture control-obsessed, driven by 
hundreds of millions of people putting autonomy above all 


else, no wonder in such a culture it is hard to proclaim: 


the crucifixion and resurrection of Christ in a way that not 
only is understood, but which shakes us into waking right 
in the middle of a yawn. 

The lesson is there in front of us in a packet of seeds 
which in a frau manthe can hecome huchele nf tamatnee 
We have to give up being shrivelled seeds in order to be- 
come something as glorious as a fat, red tomato dripping 
with dew in the first rays of the morning sun. It’s all there 
in I Corinthians 15:36, with or without the “Thou fool.”

THE 
LOMPUTER 
LORNER

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THE E-MAIL CRISIS 

A painting contractor in Florida recently tried out a 
new way to recruit college students interested in summer 
jobs. He sent a flashy electronic mail (e-mail) advertise- 
ment to cach student at Boston College, with very uncx- 
pected results. 

Like many institutions, BC has every student on an in- 
ternal electronic network. The college can send announce- 
ments of closing for bad weather, exams that are resched- 
uled, and other notices to all students or to selected 
groups. Also, like many other institutions, BC has discov- 
cred that selling the list of student e-mail IDs is a way to 
recoup some of the costs of the network. 

Thus, the prospective employer had access to the e-mail 
IDs of all 15,000 students! Unfortunately, it is very easy 
today to send a message or an entire document to 15,000 
users at the same time. The result for BC was a night- 
mare. The entire system crashed. It took a staff of five 
most of the night to block the flood and throw away the 
junk mail. 

What's wrong with this picture? First of all, I hope the 
college won't be so cager to sell all those names and ad- 
dresses the next time it has the chance to make a fast 
buck. However, there are dozens of other organizations 
willing to sell such lists, even if the college declines. 

Secondly, while colleges and universities like to have 
the latest technology, they often don’t include the latest 
security software in their budgets. Flashy technology lures 
students and tuition; security is almost a dirty word in the 
academic environment. 

Finally, while the painting contractor did not really do 
anything wrong (and in fact acted within his first-amend- 
ment rights), his failure to realize the impact of sending 
15,000 identical messages all at the same time to the same 
computer really points to a much bigger problem. A little 
common sense would have helped here. 

Sending unsolicited or "junk" e-mail is called “spam- 
ming,” presumably in reference to the meat-in-a-can. To- 
day, we are all inundated with tons of unwanted mailings, 
most of it advertising. On any given day at my house, two- 
thirds to three-fourths of all the mail is cither catalogs or 
advertising of some form. Fortunately, at least for now, 
that is not the case with my e-mail. 

As a society, we have some recourse with regard to 
junk mail. We can notify the Direct Mail Marketing As- 
sociation that we do not wish to receive any. That usually 
helps. We have no such refuge from junk e-mail, at least 
not legally. 

What can we do? I have taken three courses of action, 
and they might help you, too. First, I only give out my 
e-mail address for business reasons. I never provide it 
when subscribing to a magazine or filling out a warranty 
card, even though most of them ask for it today. Second, 
if | order something over the Internet, | add a note to the 
order form, directing that my e-mail address not be 
shared. Lastly, if 1 do receive an unwanted e-mail, I return 
it to the sender with a polite note declining the product or 
service and requesting that no further solicitations be sent. 
Since the producers of such mailings often have to pay for 
every response, they should catch on quickly enough. 

I only hope there will soon be laws allowing us to pre- 
vent the sending of unwanted electronic mail. Until then, 
some clever software provider could come up with a pro- 
gram that would let my computer ascertain the identity 
and reject this stuff. Let me know what you think. Just 
send me an e-mail at....uh-oh! Not so fast, big guy. Just

Bill To Help 
Small Colleges 


Passes House 


A bill to help small 
community colleges — stay 
lucrative over the next five 
years passed in the 
Maryland House of Del- 
egates. yesterday, to the 
relief of Delegate George 
I:dwards, a sponsor of the 
bill. House Bill 978, which 
in essence makes sure the 
smaller community colleges 
of the state (including 
Garrett Community Col- 
lege) receive fair funding in 
comparison to the larger 
schools, must now go to the 
Maryland Senate.

calculated) percentage —in- 
crease of the grant lor any 
large community colleges:

Basically, the bill intro- 
duced by t-dwards and sev- 
eral other delegates — will 
assure smaller colleges the 
same funding received in 
prior years even if the en- 
rollment docs not grow 
significantly. I the bill does 
not pass, GCC will receive 
far less of a Tunding in- 
crease even though college 
costs continue to increase.

Honors Program 


For Top Students 


An Honors Program for 
academically talented stu- 
dents will be implemented 
by Garrett Community Col- 
Icge this fall, according to 
Dr. Lillian Mitchell, dean of 
Academic Affairs. The pro- 
gram will offer special 
courses designed to provide 
a depth of scholarly inquiry, 
research, and discussion, 
along with thought-provok- 
ing content in multi-instruc- 
tional modes which require 
students to be active partici- 
pants in the learning pro- 
cess 

To qualify for the Hon- 
ors Program, students must 
meet one of the following 
criteria: a score of 1,100 on 
the SAT with neither math 
nor verbal score below 500 
or a minimum score of 22 
on the ACT verbal and 
math tests; a minimum 3.50 
GPA on a high school tran- 
script. Students may enter 
the program in their second 
semester at GCC upon 
earning a 3.5 GPA in 12-18 
credits of course work that 
includes English 101 and 
Math 105. Students who 
provide evidence of consid- 
crable creative ability in 
writing, art, music, or the- 
ater may be admitted on an 
individual basis. — 

Students who mect one 
of these criteria may apply 
for acceptance into the 
Honors Program by com- 
pleting an Honors Program 
admission application, avail- 
able in the Student Assis- 
tance Center, Applications 
for fall semester must be 
received no later than Au- 
gust 1. To remain in the 
HIonors Program students 
must maintain a minimum 
cumulative GPA of 3.25 at 
GCC. 


Students in the Honors 
Program must take English 
112 - Literature, Composi- 
tion, and Research (Hon- 
ors), and complete a total 
of no fewer than nine addi- 
tional honors credits from 
among the following cours- 
es: Philosophy III - Intro to 
Philosophy (Honors), Math 
211 - Mathematical Logic, 
Psychology II] - General 
Psychology (HHonors), 
Speech 211 - Government 
and Public Speaking, and 
Science 211. 

At the beginning of the 
fourth semester, or upon 
completion of approximate- 
ly $5 credit hours, honors 
students are required to 
register for the Honors Col- 
loquium and develop a pro- 
posal for a capstone project 
in consultation with a facul- 
ty advisor. The capstone 
project may focus on schol- 
arly research or may involve 
field study, an internship, or 
service project. It must in- 
clude a research compo- 
nent, must be interdisciplin- 
ary in nature, and must cul- 
minate in a written report. 
Honors students will pres- 
ent their capstone projects 
at a symposium held in May 
prior to graduation. 

Honors students are also 
required to participate in an 
Honors Association each 
semester, Activities will in- 
volve discussion groups, 
seminars, debates, special 
lectures, conferences, sym- 
posia, community service 
projects, field trips, and 
other special events.

If individuals experience uncontrollable tremors in the 
arms and legs and have a shuffling walk or gait, they may 
have a condition Called Parkinson's disease. This condi- 
lion primarily affects people over the age of 60. It can be 
present in a mild form for many years. A severe case can 
lead to senous disability within a few years 

Parkinson's disease 1s caused by a loss of a chemical 
in the brain called dopamine. This chemical acts as a 
transmitter of messages along the nerves. from the brain 
to the muscles. Loss of large amounts of dopamine usually 
means loss of muscle control. Characteristic signs of loss 
of muscle control include slow movement. ngidity (stiff- 
ness), poor posture (stooping or leaning fonward). and 
tramor (ahalinn that reeamblec ratina a nill hatween tha 
thumb and the tip of the forefinger).

Continued tron) Page A-13 
the 1996-97 scason  re- 
mained relatively un- 
changed when compared to 
the 1995-96 harvest, the 
number of antlerless deer in 
the total harvest increased 
nine percent this season,” 
Griffin said. “The increased 
antlerless deer harvest was 
primarily a result of the 
two-day extended anilerless 
deer firearms scason that 
was held during January in 
18 Maryland counties.” 

DNR instituted this spe- 
cial season to alleviate 
problems associated with in- 
creasing decr population 
numbers. Harvesting antler- 
less deer is a wildlife man- 
agement tool designed to 
slow or reduce the growth 
of deer populations, Griffin 
explained. 

Maryland has three scpa- 
rate deer hunting scasons-- 
the archery, firearms, and 
primitive muzzleloader sea- 
sons. Highlights of the 
1996-97 season are as fol- 
lows: 

@ Bowhunters took a re- 
cord 13,588 deer compared 
to the previous record set in 
1995 of 12,397. 

e@ Firearm hunters har- 
vested 39,048 compared to 
the previous record set in 
1995 of 39,721. 

@ 9,099 deer were taken 
during the muzzleloader 
season compared to the 
previous record set in the 
1995-96 season of 9,831. 

@ A record 1,400 deer 
were taken during the spe- 
cial one-day youth firearms 
season. This was the second 
year for this special season. 
During the 1995-96 season 
1,028 deer were taken. 

Sixty-five white-tailed 
deer were harvested during 
Maryland's first modern 
regulated deer hunting sea; 
son in 1931. Now, 65 years 
later, almost 1,000 times as 
many deer are harvested. 

Griffin said that the goal 
of Maryland’s deer manage- 


ment program is to main- 
tain the deer population at 
a level compatible with its 
environment and socicty’s 
needs, to provide recre- 
ational opportunities for the 
citizens of Maryland, and to 
reduce deer damage to 
crops, urban landscapes, au- 
tomobiles, and other prop- 
erly. 

DNR’s Wildlife and Her- 
itage Division recently 
sponsored a scries of mect- 
ings across the state at 
which more than 4,000 citi- 
zens voiced their concerns 
on a varicty of deer man- 
agement issues. The depart- 
ment is now revicwing the 
comments received at these 
meetings prior to develop- 
ing a statewide deer man- 
agement plan. A draft of 
that management plan will 
be available for public re- 
vicw and comment in June.

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session. Buswell reviewed 
with the members the three 
functions of the board and 
how they are to be conduct- 
ed according lo stale regu- 
lations. When performing 
exceulive functions, — the 
board always has the option 
of closing the session to the 
public. She noted there may 
be benefits to closing ses- 
sions. “Your community 
carcs as deeply about this 
us you do,” she reminded 
them. 

Ihe meeting did remain 
open to the public as the 
general discussion of search 
options continued. 

Buswell brought issues to 
the group such as the need 
to choose a location for the 
selection process that: will 
ensure the confidentiality of 
applicants. The board noted

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need for the county to 
concentrate on the business 
of governing and to imple- 
ment controls so that no 
single person is in a posi- 
tion to take control of 
public resources or to act in 
such a manner as to injure 
the resources of the county 
or destroy the trust that is 
essential to the proper 


administration of the affairs 
of Garrett County,” the 
report states. 

The officials identified 
basic operating principles 
that are to be followed, 
they noted, in order to 
better serve the public. The 
strategy includes placing 
“open communication” as a 
high priority, along with 


being responsive to the 
public’s needs through 
“teamwork, high involve- 


ment, and active participa- 
tion.” The commissioners 
pledged to emphasize fiscal 
accountability through cost 
control and by maintaining 
a "strong balance shcet." 
They also wish to "eliminate 
activities or identify alterna- 
tives that do not address a 
public need or value to the 
organization." 

According to the re- 
leased report, the county 
Officials have implemented, 
updated, and improved 
numerous .financial and 
personnel policy controls to 
“insure consistency within 
all county departments.” 

“Sound, consistent finan- 
cial and personnel policies 
are the foundation for 
reliable, responsible admin- 
istration and ultimately the 
provision of quality, cost 
effective service to the 
public,” the report states. 

The report also outlines 
several planning strategics 
for the expenditure of oper- 
ating and capital funds. 
Included in these stravegies 
are the following: 

A five-year plan that 
outlines all anticipated 
projects or expenditures has 
been submitted to all direct 
and component segments of 
the county government, 
with the plan being to pro- 
ject cash outlays and reve- 
nue estimates for a period 
of five years. The county 
has secured a $4 million 
general obligation bond for 
schools and public works 
projects, with the major 
percentage of this moncy 
designated for the new 
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Yough Glades Elementary 
School. Also included was 
the upgrade of Wilson 
Road, which was essential, 
according to the report, in 
Mettiki Coal Corporation’s 
securing of a contract with 
Virginia Electric and Pow- 
er. 

The county officials have 
also prepared a Debt Af- 


fordability Study, according 
to the report, which will 
provide a “strong frame- 
work" for the review of debt 
capacity and affordability. 

In the area of personnel 
policy, the officials have 
established a “county de- 
partment of personnel” and 
have adopted a personnel 
policy and procedure sys- 
tem. The report states that 
these rules and regulations 
will “assure consistent prac- 
tices and treatment for all 
employces." 

Standard operating prac- 
tices have been instituted by 
the current board in areas 
including: the release of 
public information, invoice 
submissions and payment, 
employce pay , advances 
(which are now disallowed), 
use and accumulation of 
compensatory time, use and 
maintenance of county 
owned vehicles, emergency 
leave, expense accounts and 
travel requests, and the 
creation of a Board of 
County Commissioners 
Advisory Council (to be 
comprised of department 
heads). 

In conclusion, the report 
states that based on the 
implementation of definite 
organizational procedures, 
standard personnel policies, 
and the adoption of operat- 
ing principles, the commis- 
sioners “are confident that 
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this organization is heading 
in the right direction.” 

Major priorities of the 
current board, according to 
the report, are financial and 
Strategic planning, and 
budget execution. 

The report in its entirety 
is available at the commis- 
sioners’ office in the Gar- 
rett County Courthouse. 

In a related document, 
Commissioner Wayne Wilt 
issued a statement Tuesday 
concerning his "inheritance" 
of the problems associated 
with the tenure of Robert 
Fousek. Wilt asserts in the 
release that he was not a 
commissioner when Fousek 
was involved in the alleged 
theft and tax fraud issues, 
nor was he in office when 
Fousek was given a salary 
of more than $90,000 per 
year. The commissioner 
also declared that he never 
agreed to pay Fousek the 
amount he received through 
payroll after having turned 
in a number of sick days 
and “compensatory time" 
that led to a payment to 
him in the amount of over 
$76,000. 

Wilt’ maintains — that 
Fousek “bypassed the pro- 
cedures that were to be 
followed and in doing so” 
collected the money "with- 
out two commissioners 


approving the payment.”

Goldstein Notes 
Certain Benefits 
For Taxpayers 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
reminds those who have not 
yet filed to take advantage 
of tax breaks available on 
their 1996 personal income 
tax return. Tax breaks total- 
ing $156 million were 
claimed last year by two-in- 
come families, those who 
pay child care, senior citi- 
zens claiming pension exclu- 
sion, and those claiming the 
carned income credit. Tax- 
payers can claim these ben- 
cfits without itemizing de- 
ductions. 

Over one million Mary- 
land income tax returns 
have been filed, about 
23,000 more than this time 
last year. The Comptroller's 
Office has mailed out more 
than 800,000 refund checks, 
up 12% over this time last 
year. The average refund 
amount to date is $471. 

Families 

"Marricd couples who 
work may subtract up to 
$1,200 from their income, 
using the two-income de- 
duction.” Goldstein — said. 
"You can claim this benefit 
on line 32 of the Maryland 
long form. 

Working familics who 
pay for child care may de- 
duct up to $2,400 in child 
care expenses for one child, 
and up to $4,800 in expens- 
es for two or more children. 
"You claim this benefit on 
line 24 of the Maryland 
long Form $02,” Goldstcin 
said. "Last year more than 
769,000 Marylanders took 
advantage of the income 
benefit or child care ex- 
pense deduction allowance, 
saving taxpayers nearly 
$50.1 million in tax year 
1995 alone.” 

Families who adopted a 
child from a public or non- 
profit adoption agency in 
1996 are eligible to deduct 
adoption expenses of up to 
$2,000, or up to $3,000 for 
a child with special needs. 

Goldstein is also alerting 
volunteer firefighters and 
volunteer emergency medi- 
cal personnel of a new 
$3,000 deduction. Volun- 
teers need to obtain certifi-

Background Scripture: 
2 Thessalonians 3 
Devotional Reading: 
Ephesus 4:25-32 

In the moming newspaper there 
was a cartoon. “Rose Is A Rose,” 
by Pat Brady. In the first frarne. 
Rose’s husband looks away frorn 
his moming newspaper and sees 
that Rose is stamng bug-eyed. 
“Anything wrong?” he asks. 
And. still bug-eyed, she replies 
in the next frame, “For the first 
tune in my life I’m stuck by the 
sudden awareness that !’m not 
going to live forever!” In frane 
three her husband begins to say, 
‘Heck. Honey, none of us is going 
to live fo—-” in fresne four, his 
sentence unfinished, the husband 
now is also staring bug-eyed! 

We may not stare bug-eyed 
when it happens, but every once 
in a while most of us are remind- 
ed of the chilling threat of our 
human mortality. And if we let 
this thought get past the front 
gates of our mmids, it can be a 
thought-stopping realization. 
Human history tells us that with- 
out exception we all die. We see 
death every day—in our news- 
papers. on television and 
sometunes in our own neigh- 
borhoods—but still this 
inevitable expenence for most of 
us is almost incomprehensible. We 
have seen it erase the presence of 
friends and relatives. But, it is 
hard for us to imagine a day 
when we will no longer have any 
consciousness. 

But it is in moments such as 
these. when we contemplate the 
meaning ot deatn, that Paul's 
words in {Thes. 4 stnke such a 
responsive chord in us: “But we 
would not have you ignorant. 
brethren, concemmg those who 
are asleep, that you may not 
gneve as others do who have no 
hope” (4:13).

The Christian Church came 
into being proclaiming that life 
does matter everlastingly. The 
angel! in Matthew 28 says, “Do 
not be afraid: for | know that 
you seek Jesus who was crucified. 
He 1s not here; for he has nsen. 
as he said.” (28:5, 6). The Christian 
hope begins with the resurrection 
of Jesus. 

VICTORIOUS! 

From the four gospels it is 
impossible to discern just how 
Jesus was resurrected. Did he 
appear as a physical body, a spin- 
tual body, an apparition, a vision 
or something else? We cannot 
know, but all of these resurrection 
experiences unite in telling us thar 
the Jesus they knew in life is not 
defeated by death and is still a 
reality they can expenence. 

But the Easter message of the 
Christian Church goes beyond 
the belief that Christ is nsen. To 
the Thessalonians Paul wnites: 
“For since we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so, 
through Jesus, God will bring 
with him those who have fallen 
asleep” (4:14). 

And this hope of our own 
immortality beyond the grave 
has a profound effect upon our 
lives on this side of the grave. As 
Dag Hammarskjold put it, “No 
chune io umafluenced by the 
way in which personality regards 
its destmy and the body its death 
In the last analysis, it is our 
conception of death which 
decides our answers to ail the 
questions that life puts to us.” 

So. it 1s in our hope of a victcnious 
life beyond death that makes 
possible a victonous life before 
death

Sabrina, the Teenage Witch 
hes worked magic on ABC's 
Friday lineup. 

The network’s two-hour 
“TGIF” block of family-orient- 
ed comedies was ailing so 
much a couple of years back 
that its future was questionable 
Now half a dozen series have 
claims to the four early- 
evening slots, and ABC can ro- 
tate an alternate in whenever 
one of the existing players 
looks tired. 

Rookie Sabrina, starring Me- 
lissa Joan Hart, is outperform- 
ing all the rest. Though still a 
long way from being a top-10 
show, Sabrina is rated No. | on 
ABC's prime-time schedule 
with viewers 2 to 17 years old. 

Conventional TV wisdom 
says that’s not possible, be- 
cause boys traditionally tune 
out any show with a female 
lead character, while girls don't 
base their decisions on gender. 

Hart's first series, Clarissa 
Explains It All, bucked that 
trend. Clarissa became Nick- 
elodeon’s first live-action hit, 
attracting both boys and girls to 
the TV set. 

Sabrina had its naysayers too, 
Hart recalls. 

“They said the same thing 
about Sabrina (as about Claris- 
Sa), because it’s such a strong 
female show. There are only 
one or two male cast members. 

“And if you come on the set, 
all the people standing around 
making decisions are women 
But it can also appeal to men 
because it’s something fun and 
it’s magic. How can you go 
wrong with that?” 

How indeed. Sabrina (Hart) 
and her two witch aunts (Beth 
Broderick, Caroline Rhea) reg- 
ularly bewitch viewers of both 
genders with only a pinch of 
help from Salem. the family cat 
(voice of Nick Bakay), and 
Harvey (Nate Richert), Sabri- 
na’s classmate and friend. 

While Sabrina is based on the 
character from Archie Comics, 
“this show has actually become 
more about magic than witch-

“But we do 
have our little rules, and we 
have the magic book her father 
lives in.” 

Incorporating magic effects 
into the show adds time - and 
an element of surprise — to the 
weekly production schedule. 

“There's a levitating thing I 
have to sit on that lifts me up.” 
Hart explains. “That's a little 
scary. And we have flash pots 
that have to go off sometimes. 

“The worst is when we have a 
clothes change - when you see 
me change my clothes (by 
magic) — which happens in al- 
most every episode, It means 
everyone sits exactly where 
they are until I'm done getting 
dressed and come back and get 
in place.” 

Another source of magic for 
Sabrina is its guest stars, who 
have included Coolio, Penn & 
Teller and Brian Austin Green. 
Hart’s dream guests are Shirley 
Temple and Smashing Pump 
kins, but not on the same show. 

“(Smashing Pumpkins) al- 
most were on at one point, but 
they were too busy, and they 
had to cancel. So we're going 
to try again.” 

As for Temple, who is among 
Hart's childhood idols, "We 
did ask her. We wanted her to 
play my grandmother. But she 
doesn't do TV. Too bad.” 

The disappointment is only 
momentary. Just shy of her 
21st birthday, Hart is nding a 
magic carpel to TV stardom. 

“[t's a lot of fun,” she admits 
“Everything about it.”

America has been ac- 
quainted with assassinations 
since 1835, when a troubled 
house painter attempted to 
murder President Andrew 
Jackson, to John Wilkes 
Booth with his attack on 
Abraham Lincoln, to John 
Hinckley and his unsuccess- 
ful attempt to shoot Ronald 
Reagan. 

A dark musical comedy 
by Stephen Sondheim and 
John Weidman explores the 
motives behind these ac- 
tions.

Health Dept. 
Warns Against 
Roadside Springs 


The cool spring water 
that flows along many of 
the roadways in Garrett 
County is often a frequent 
stop for many area resi- 
dents. Some people consid- 
er these springs a source for 
a great tasting glass of wa- 
ter free of charge. Some- 
times this supply of water 
«may look and taste better 
ethan the water people are 
using at home 
* However, people should 
- consider the fact that these 
springs are unprotected and 
could he contaminated with 
illness-causing organisms. A 
recent survey conducted by 
Environmental Health Serv- 
ices of the Garrett County 
Health Department found 
that of seven roadside 
springs tested, all were 
found contaminated with 
coliform bacteria. Springs 
located along Bear Creek 
Road, Avilton Lonaconing 
Road, Rock Lodge Road, 
and Maryland Highway 
were just some of the 
springs sampled in this 
survey. 

These roadside springs 
could be contaminated by 
many microscopic organ- 
isms, including fecal coli- 
form bacteria, cryptospor- 
idium microbes, and giardi- 
al cysts. Drinking water 
contaminated with any of 
these may cause symptoms 
including prolonged diar- 
rhea, nausea, abdominal 
cramps, and sometimes se- 
vere weight loss. Onset of 
these symptoms can range 
from one to 22 days, with 
an average of seven to nine 
days. Because of this, it is 
recommended by the health 
department that roadside 
springs not be used as a 
source for potable water 
supply. Drilled wells and 
community water supplies 
are the homeowner's best 
source for potable water. 

"In the event that you 
continue to fill your jug at 
one of the many roadside 
springs, [Environmental 
Health recommends that 


you use 10 to 12 drops of 
chlorine bleach per gallon, 
or bring your water to a 
rolling boil for a minimum 
of one minute. It has been 
shown, however, that chlo- 
rine bleach will not effec- 
tively protect against all 
contaminates, such as crypt- 
osporidium or giardia,” stat- 
ed a department spokes- 
person.

The second payment. due January 1, will incur 
a service charge reasonably equivalent tothe anticipated 
lost interest income associated with the delay in the 
payment of the second installment and covenng admin- 
istrative expenses associated with the semi-annual pay- 
ment not exceeding 25% of the charge of the lost interest 

To be eligible to make this election of semi. annual 
payment, all previous year taxes must be paid in full by 
June 1. Taxpayers not making their first semi-annual 
payment by September 30 are automatically waived out 

of the semi-annual plan and must pay the full tax bill 

Selection of payment schedule for property taxes 
may be made upon receipt of tax bill If taxpayer wishes 
to pay in full, he must choose the appropriate coupon and 
return it with the proper payment. If the taxpayer wishes 
to participate in the semi-annua! payment option, the 
appropriate coupon should be retumed with the payment 
before the September 30 deadline 

It is the responsibility of the taxpayers to notify their 
mortgage company of their wishes to pay on a semi- 
annual basis if they have an escrow account The town 
is notresponsible for any involvement in the semi-annual 


payment process

AN AMERICAN HERO 


HARRY HOUDINI 


Aroun! the turn of ihe century, 
Magician extraordinaire Harry 
Houdini was one of the most famous 
individuals on carth. He led the way 
in entertaining vast numbers of peo- 
ple ina ficld in which he was clearly 
the best there was. 

Houdini did not start out an 
American. He was bom Erik Weisz in 
Budapest, Hungary, the son of a 
rabbi. Near the end of the 19th centu- 
ry, his father answered a help-wanted 
ad in a newspaper from Appicton, 
Wisconsin 

In America, Ink found himscif fas- 
cinated with escaping from locks or 
practicing dangerous stunts. 
Whenever the circus was in town, 
Erik was among the first in line, 
hanging out with magicians after the 
show. He studied magic tricks and 
modeled himsclf after the famous 
French illusionist, Robert Houdin. 

When Erik was 12, he went olf to 
make his way in the world as a per- 
former — adapting the stage name of 
his role model and becoming 
Houdini. 

He was playing at Concy Island in 
the 1890s when he met Bess, who 
became his wife. Everywhere he 
went, he studied with locksmiths, He 
lcamed to set himself free from prac- 
tically every handcull or strait-jacket. 

He would otter a reward to anyone 
who could successtully lock him up. 
He would be handcufled and put ina 
crate, then thrown into a river — and 
come out wet but [ree and smiling 
He toured the vast empires of pre-war 
Europe, drawing attention in each 
city. He became the most famous per- 
former of his day. 

When his mother died in 1913, he 
went into a depression. He tried to 
reach beyond the grave to contact her. 
But his experiences led him to launch 
a crusade against the charlatans who 
took advantage of the bereaved with 
seances and false communications 
with the dead 

When World War | drew American 
boys “over there,” the Great Houdini 
was one of them — performing his 
death-defying tricks to spell-bound 
troops. Houdini created a good name 
and goodwill — as if by magic

Clocks have always intrigued col- 
lectors and decorators. there are buy- 
ers for everything from 18th century 
grandfather clocks to modem figural 
clocks shaped like comic characters. 

There are several guidelines for a 
would-be clock collector: 

* Buy a clock that is running 
unless you are able to repair it your- 
self. The repair to the works can cost 
more than the clock itself. 

* Be sure the wooden case is in 
good condition or needs only minor 
restoration. Missing finials or feet 
and damaged clock faces lower the 
valuc by as much as 50 percent. 

* Marble and slate clock cases 
should be in good condition. it is dif- 
ficult to replace pieces or fill-in 
chips. 

* Modem clocks in plastic cases 
should be in excellent condition. 
Plastic cannot be properly restored or 
repaired. Be warv of cracks. 

* Pre-1890 clocks marked with the 
maker's name, with working chimes 
or moving parts such as a visible 
swinging pendulum have added 
value. 

* Decorative cases with gold trim, 
figural mounts and porcelain insets 
are valuable. 

* Don’t ignore 20th century 
clocks. Animated alarm clocks, 
advertising clocks, novelty clocks 
with singing birds, or the iron cases 
shaped like people with a clock face 
for a stomach are in demand.

TIP: Molded plastic parts of 
toys, computers or dishes will 
become brittle and deteriorate 
when exposed to ultraviolet light. 
Plastic often yellows, and although 
there are several products that can 
improve the appearance of discol- 
ored plastic, there has not been a 
major study to decide the best type 
of care. For now, it is best to keep 
plastic away from strong light and 
pollution.

Completed By 
Core I Group 


Ihe first core group to 
enter the massage therapy 
curriculum ai Garren Com- 
munity College has com- 
pleted the necessary course- 
work. According to Tom 
Kierstead, the program 
administrator, GCC is the 
first’ public institution in 
Maryland to offer — this 
coursc. "We call cach class 
of students a core group. 
Once they begin, they stay 
together for the whole 
training,” he said. Core I, as 
the group is called, began 
studies in the fall of 1995. 
Of the seven enrolled, six 
completed the curriculum in 
December 1996 and one in 
March 1997, 

Kierstcad explained that 
massage therapy curriculum 
was developed as a voca- 
tional course. “The basic 
program is designed to 
teach people a variety of 
techniques,” he said. Stu- 
dents arc interested in this 
discipline for diverse rea- 
sons. Kierstead explained 
that training in massage 
therapy prepares a person 
for employment at resorts, 
for service in conjunction 
with physical therapy pro- 
grams, for work in) some 
hospital settings, or for 
providing massages for 
relaxation in the communi- 
ty. 

Before a person can 
enter the core curriculum, a 
30-hour course in overvicw 
ot bodywork and massage 
therapy must be completed. 
The individual then quali- 
fics to apply for entry to the 
program. Once accepted 
into a core, the student 
should prepare to commit 
to 600 hours of instruction 
over a period of approx- 


imately four semesters, 
summers included. ‘This 
rigorous curriculum —in- 


cludes 132 hours of anato- 
my and physiology. Super- 
vised fieldwork assignments 
are also required for core 
students at GCC. These 
contact hours will be spent 
in the community for cdu- 


cational and outreach pur- 
poses. 


1 When a student com- 
pletes core studies in thera- 
peutic massage at GCC, he 
or she will be prepared to 
challenge the national cer- 
tification examination in the 
field. At this time, two 
students who completed the 
course have challenged and 
passed the national certifi- 
cation exam. They are 
Glenna Boyd and Cynthia 
Knight. 

Currently, Maryland state 
law requires massage thera- 
pists to complete an ap- 
proved (raining program 
and exam. Guidelines are 
being developed for over- 
sight by the state chiroprac- 
tic board. After 2004, com- 
pletion of credit course 
instruction will be required 
for all Maryland massage 
therapists. Though the GCC 
course is non-credit at this 
time, changes are planned. 
"GCC will soon begin the 
process to transition from 
non-credit to credit,” Kicr- 
stead explained.

Maryland’s Child Welfare System 


DHR’s state family pres- 
ervation services are suc- 
cessfully helping children, 
who had been previously 
identified to local social 
services offices as being at 
risk of child abuse or ne- 
glect. A goal of the state’s 
family preservation pro- 
grams is removing children 
from harmful situations im- 
mediately and providing 
counseling and other inten- 
sive intervention services 
that maintain and strength- 
en the family. This was one 
of many findings from a 
new study, "Review of the 
Maryland Child Welfare 
System,” conducted by the 
Child Welfare League of 
America at the request of 
the Maryland Department 
of Human Resources. Ac- 
cording to the league’s 211- 
page study on the state’s 
child welfare system, 90 
percent of the children who 
received those services were 
able to remain with their 
families. 

The study critically as- 
sesses services for children 
and their families delivered 
by DHR and local social 
service departments. The 
league spoke with represen- 
tatives of DIHIR'’s Social 
Services Administration, lo- 
cal departments of social 
services, advocacy groups, 
private agencies, attorneys, 
and other organizations in- 
volved in providing services 
to children. Conducted over 
a nine-month penod in 
1996, league officials re- 
viewed case records, and 
analyzed programs, policies, 


and organizational — struc- 
tures. 
Commenting on the 


study, DEIR Secretary Alvin 
C. Collins said, “Me Child 
Welfare League of America 
did this study at our re- 
quest. Their review provides 
a blue print for innovative 
and cost effective ways to 
better serve children and 
their families. It confirms 
our overall confidence in 
Maryland's family preserva- 
tion serviccs. Now, we will 
evaluate each recommenda-

tion and determine how we 
will implement them.” 

Collins added that DIIR 
is developing a detailed 
plan for reforming child 
welfare in Maryland. This 
plan includes methods for 
implementing more uniform 
statewide case management 
practices, completing the in- 
tegration of the state’s child 
welfare data management 
system, and making other 
policy improvements — in 
child welfare. 

“The league’s study re- 
quired the efforts of many 
people within DHR, other 
state agencies, advocates, 
and private organizations. | 
would like to thank them 
for their contributions and 
we look forward to working 
with them on the next 
phase of child welfare re- 
form,” Collins said. 

Some of the highlights of 
the 211-page study are: 

@ Kinship care, which 
places the child with anoth- 
er family member within 
the formal child welfare sys- 
tem, is a growing trend, 
Maryland is recognized as 
one of the leading states in 
kinship care services. The 
number of children in kin- 
ship care in Maryland in- 
creased 16 percent (2,925 to 
3,402) from fiscal year 1993 
to 1995. Maryland, through 
state statute and regula- 
tions, has created a sound 
philosophy, mission, and 
goals for kinship care ser- 
vices. Most states are only 
beginning to formalize a 
policy related to serving 
families in kinship care 
arrangements. 

@ Foster care services 
generally provide sound 
care and treatment for chil- 


dren in Maryland. The 
study did recommend that 
Maryland act more aggres- 
sively in finding other ar- 
rangements for children 
such as returning them to 
their parents or, when that 
is not possible, other plans 
such as adoption. The goal 
is to reduce the amount of 
time a child is in foster 
care. Between FY 91 and 
FY 95, the number of chil- 
dren in foster care in Mary- 
land increased 31 percent 
(6,414 to 8,416). Approxi- 
mately 55 percent of chil- 
dren in foster care are in 
Baltimore City, 25 percent 
in Baltimore, Montgomery, 
Anne Arundel, and Prince 
Geonge’s counties, and 20 
percent are in other juris- 
dictions. The study cited pi- 
lot programs and innovative 
efforts in Baltimore City, 
Baltimore, Montgomery, 
and Anne Arundel counties. 

@ The number of final- 
ized adoptions decreased by 
5 percent (424 to 402) be- 
tween FY 92 and FY 95 but 
adoptions increased by 1] 
percent (402 to 448) be- 
tween FY 95 and FY 96. 





The recent Governor's 
Commission on Adoption 
and the state’s renewed em- 
phasis on adoption has al- 
ready begun to have an im- 
pact on increasing adop- 
tions of children who can- 
not be cared for by their 
families. 

David Liederman, execu- 
tive director of the Child 
Welfare League of Ameri- 
ca, noted that Maryland 
necds to shorten the 
amount of time a child may 
remain in foster care and 
needs to improve manage- 
ment information systems 
for child welfare cases. He 
said these problems are 
common to many states, 
especially those with large 
urban areas.

FB Applauds Court's 


“Common Sense" 


Decision On Endangered Species Act 


Common sense has been 
restored to the federal 
Endangered Specics Act 
thanks to the Supreme 
Court’s unanimous decision 
that farmers and ranchers 
have legal standing to chal- 
lenge actions under the Act, 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation said today. 

The Court decision over- 
turned a 1995 opinion that 
said farmers and ranchers 
do not fall under the “zone 
of interest” of the ESA, and 
had no legal standing to 
challenge overzealous im- 
plementation of the Act. 

“This is a very significant 
win for farmers and ranch- 
ers across the United 
States,” said American 
Farm Bureau Federation 
President Dean Kleckner. 
“It reinforces their right to 
protect their interests from 
being trampled under the 
ESA." 

The American Farm 
Bureau Federation, along 
with the Oregon, California, 
fexas and Idaho Farm 
Bureaus, argued in a friend 
of the court brief that farm- 
ers and ranchers are regu-

lated and economically 
impacted by the ESA. And 
because their property 
houses so many listed spe- 
cies, farmers and ranchers 
are reasonable candidates 
to monitor the govern- 
ment’s compliance with the 
Act. 

Associate Justice Anto- 
nin Scalia agreed. “The 
lower court erred in con- 
cluding that (farmers and 
ranchers) lacked standing 
under the zone-of-interest 
test to bring their claims 
under the ESA’s citizen-suit 
provision,” Scalia said in 
Bennett v. Spear. 

The agricultural commu- 
nity had much at stake on 
the Court’s decision. 

“If the Court hadn't 
reached this decision, farm- 
ers and ranchers would 
have had no_ protection 
from overzealous regula- 
tions under the Endangered 
Species Act,” Kleckner said. 
“This restores the necessary 
checks and balances over 
government regulations 
under the ESA. 

"This decision sends a 
clear message to govern-

ment agencies that they 
must respect the property 
rights of farmers and ranch- 
ers when they implement 
Endangered Species Act 
provisions.” 

The Court recognized 
that environmental laws 
may impose limits on the 
scope of governmental 
regulation, and it provides 
property owners with judi- 
cial avenues of relief from 
overregulation. 

"This levels the playing 
field once again with re- 
spect to accountability 
under the ESA," Kleckner 
said.

National Agriculture Week 


U.S. Senator Paul S. Sarbanes (D-MD) released the 
following statement in recognition of National Agriculture 
Week-March 16-22. Sarbanes, in his statement, noted the 
outstanding contributions of Maryland’s farmers and the 
agriculture industry’s impact on the state, national, and 
global economy. 

This statement has been entered into the Congressional 
Record. 

"I rise today in recognition of National Agriculture 
Weck and to pay tribute to the farmers of this nation 
whose dedication and diligence throughout our history 
have not only served to feed our families, but have also 
provided a strong framework for the economic prosperity 
of this country. 

“At the 1896 Democratic National Convention, it was 
William Jennings Bryan who recognized the importance of 
farmers, not only as the individuals who provide our sus- 
tenance, but as integral parts of the American business 
community. He said, ‘The farmer who goes forth in the 
morning and toils all day, who begins in spring and toils 
all summer, and who by the application of brain and mus- 
cle to the natural resources of the country creates wealth, 
is as much a business man as the man who goes upon the 
Board of Trade and bets upon the price of grain.’ Today, 
when technology like weather trackers and cellular phones 
plays as important a role on the fields as it does on Wall 
Street, Bryan’s words sing truce. 

"Bryan's other comment about farmers reminds us of a 
fact too open forgotten: ‘The great cities,’ he said, ‘rest 
upon our broad and fertile prairies.’ Indeed, the produc- 
tivity of America’s farmers not only keeps Americans fed, 
it also enables the rest of our citizens to embark upon 
their daily tasks and diverse careers without concern that 
the grocery’s shelves will be empty. 

“Our farmers are so productive that they sustain the 
lives of more than 250 million Americans every day and 
still have enough left over to make agriculture our na- 
tion’s leading export. In 1930, one American farmer pro- 
duced enough food to feed 24 people. Today, that same 
one farmer is feeding 129 people. In fact, our farmers are 
so efficient that Americans spend approximately 9 percent 
of their income on food, compdred with much higher fig- 
ures in other countries, such as 17 percent in Japan and 
27 percent in South Africa. 

“Yet the agricultural industry's contributions to our 
economy often go unrecognized. | grew up on the I:astern 
Shore of Maryland, where my parents owned and operat- 





Public Funding 
For Ag Research 
Could Be Cut 


Funding proposals for 
agricultural research are 
currently before the US. 
Senate Committee on Agri- 
culture, Nutrition and For- 
estry. Joe Coffey, Ph.D., 
presented testimony last 
week to this committee to 
support continued funding. 

Speaking as chairman of 
the Council for Agricultural 
Research, [:xtension and 
Teaching (CARET), Coffey 
stressed the need to contin- 
uc funding to strengthen 
the U.S.’s agricultural com- 
petitiveness in an increas- 
ingly global market. Coffey 
is also the vice president of 
economics and planning for 
Southern States Coopera- 
tive, Inc. 

"The benefits of publicly- 
funded ag research are also 
passed on to the consumer 
in the form of a more abun- 
dant, affordable and secure 
food supply--ag research 
funding cuts could jeopar- 
dize this,” Coffey said.

economy as well as a trade 
surplus in the nation’s bud- 
get deficit.

House Kills Bill To Aid 
State’s Dairy Farmers 


Maryland’s House of 
Delegates voted against the 
Maryland Dairy Commis- 
sion Act last week. The bill 
would have created a com- 
mission that would stabilize 
milk prices in Maryland 
compared to neighboring 
states. The bill failed in the 
House because of strong 
opposition from suburban 
lawmakers who feared it 
would drive up the cost of 
milk. 

A similar bill is alive in 
the Senate, but the one- 
sided House vote against 
the legislation leaves little 
doubt the issue is dead this 
year. 

, Supporters insisted milk 
prices would not go up if 
the bill passed. 

In January, the average 
price of a gallon of milk 
was $2.41 in Pennsylvania, 
which has price supports, 
and $2.55 in Maryland, 
which does not, said Dele- 
gate Kenneth Schisler, R- 
Dorchester. 


He pleaded with lawmak- 
ers to pass the bill to stabi- 
lize the dairy industry in 
Maryland. 

"What happens if the 
dairy industry collapses in 
this state? You'll have to go 
farther and farther for your 
milk, and that’s when prices 
will go up,” Schisler said. 

The House debate pitted 
rural lawmakers worried 
about farmers against sub- 
urban and urban delegates 
looking out for the interests 
of their constituents. 

"This bill does raise the 
price of milk in Maryland. 
This bill...does abandon the 
free market system,” said 
Delegate Dana Dembrow, 
D-Montgomery. 

The bill would drive up 
the cost of milk for all 
Marylanders to protect only 
950 dairy farmers, he said

Pruning Fruit Trees 

+ Why prune? There are three main reasons why you 
should prune fruit trees: 1. to remove dead or diseased 
wood; 2. to control the shape and strength of the tree; 
and 3. to enhance fruit production. 

* When Should You Prune? The best time to prune 
fruit trees is in late winter or early spring before the 
blossoms open. This is also a good time to apply an 
application of dormant oil/lime sulphur to kill insect eggs 
and fungal spores. If yop are pruning out dead or diseased 
wood, it is easy to spot by late winter because it appears 
shriveled and its buds are dried as compared to live wood 
with its healthy, swelling buds. 

* What Wood Should be Removed? 1) Water sprouts, 
which are over-vigorous, vertically growing branches, and 
suckers, which grow vertically up from the base of the 
tree. 2) Small twigs, under 1/2 inch in diameter, which are 
growing toward the inside of the tree or from the under- 
side of the limbs. In general, you want to remove any fine 
wood which will not receive sufficient sunlight or which is 
blocking sunlight to the center of the tree. 3) Dead and 
diseased branches. Fruit trees which have experienced 
fire-blight in the past season will often exhibit evidence of 
this disease as dark, sunken lesions, called cankers, on the 
branches and twigs. These canker areas should be pruned 
away from the tree at least 10 inches back from the edge 
of the lesion into healthy wood. 4) Cross-branches--Save 
the best of two branches that rub against each other. 5) 
Thin spurs--Apples bear most of their fruit on long-lived 
spurs-fat, stubby growth that grows less than an inch per 
year. As the tree ages, the spurs become weak and 
overcrowded. Occasionally, thin out old or overcrowded 
Spurs so that the remaining spurs are evenly distributed 
along the branch. (This applies only to apple trees). 

* What Tools Should Be Used? Depending on the size 
of the branch you are pruning, cut only with sharp pruning 
shears, loppers, or pruning saw. If you are pruning a tree 
that is susceptible to fire-blight, sterilize your pruning 
tools after each cut with rubbing alcohol or a 10% 
solution of household bleach. 

¢ Where Should Pruning Cuts be made? Cut branches 
which are smaller than 1 1/2 inches in diameter with a 
pruning shear or lopper, cutting as close as possible to the 
origin of the branch. Never leave stubs, which will even- 
tually die and may spread decay into the live wood. When 
cutting larger branches with a saw, start by making a 
partial cut beneath the branch to ensure that the bark on 
the trunk below the branch will not be stripped off. Try 
not to cut into the “branch collar” on the trunk. The 
branch collar is a slight swelling around the base of the 
branch you are pruning off. The wound left after the 
removal of the branch will heal much faster if the "branch 
collar” is not cut into. 

* How Do You Prune a Young Fruit Tree? The main 
purpose of pruning a young fruit tree is to establish four 
or five strong "scaffold" branches which will form the 
framework of the tree. Choose these main scaffold 
branches carefully. 1) The ideal scaffold branch will 
extend from the tree trunk at a 45-degree angle. 2) Each 
branch should point in a different direction. 3) There 
should be intervals of at least 8 inches between scaffold 
branches. 4) The lowest scaffold branch should be at least 
18 inches from the ground. When pruning the side 
branches which will emerge from the main scaffold 
branches, keep these points in mind: 

* For the first few years, remember that your first goal 
in pruning is to let light into the tree from above so that 
more fruits will be produced and ripen well. 

* The more vigorous a side branch is, the more it is cut 
back in order to keep all the branches in balance. 

* Cut out branches that cross one another or grow right 
under the branch above. 

* Regular maintenance pruning will also involve 
removal of any water sprouts or suckers. 

* How Do You Prune a Mature, Over-Grown Fruit 
Tree? A fruit tree that has reachcd its mature size and is 
yielding fruit, requires regular pruning. Often people 
inherit old neglected fruit trees which require some 
"reconstructive surgery.” If the tree trunk is not hollow 
and most of the limbs are intatt, they may be worth 
saving. The best way to tackle the job of restoring an old 
tree is in stages. 1) The first year, remove any dead 
branches, suckers and water sprouts. Try not to remove 
more than a quarter of the tree per year. 2) The second 
year, remove the worst of the crossing or inward-facing 
branches. Also prune back or remove some of the top 
branches to let in light. 3) The third year, repeat last 
year’s step, but do it more completely. Always remember 
to prune away no more than a quarter of the tree per 
year.

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American Farmland Trust Names 
Most Threatened Ag Areas In U.S. 


In a press conference at 
the National Press Club in 
Washington, D.C., on 
March 20, the Mid-Atlantic 
Coastal Plain of Delaware 
and Maryland was declared 
the ninth most threatened 
agricultural region in the 
nation, and the Northern 
Piedmont area, which spans 
parts of Maryland, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia, was declared the 
second most threatened 
agricultural region in the 
nation. The announcement 
came on National Agricul- 
ture Day, the first day of 
spring. 

In naming the areas to 
its list of "The ‘lop 20 on 
the Edge,” American Farm- 
land Trust (AI‘T) cited the 
vulnerability of the regions’ 
top quality, highly produc- 
tive farmland to intense 
urban development pressure 
and called on federal, state 
and local policymakers to 
adopt a series of recom- 
mendations. 

AFT, a national, non- 
profit farmland conserva- 
tion group, said that in 
destroying some of the 
nation’s best agricultural 
land, suburban sprawl is 
also causing inefficient use 
of land, roads and other 
infrastructure and creating 
serious traffic, congestion 
and air pollution problems. 
It advocated urgent action 
to curb the alarming trends. 

"America’s best farmland 
is in trouble, and the prob- 
lem is particularly acute in 
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the Mid-Atlantic Coastal 
Plain and the Northern 
Piedmont areas,” said Jill 
Schwartz, AFT’s field direc- 
tor. "Acre by acre, Mid- 
Atlantic and Northern 
Piedmont farmland is being 
overrun and destroyed by 


scattershot urban develop- 
ment. 

"This kind of rapid, ill- 
planned development is 
costly--agriculturally, eco- 
nomically, environmentally 
and socially. On National 
Agriculture Day, we call 
upon farmers and public 
Officials to address the 
growing problem and save 
our good land from further 
destruction from suburban 
sprawl.” 

With about 65 percent of 
the area in farmland, the 
Mid-Atlantic Coastal Plain 
covers nearly 6,000 square 
miles. Major crops include 
corn, soybeans, small grains, 
vegetables and fruits. Poul- 
try, truck crops, sod farms 
and fruit crops are signifi- 
cant in many of these coun- 
lies, and many large tracts 
of loblolly pine are man- 
aged for timber production. 
About 60 percent of the 
area’s best farmland is 
seriously threatened by 
rapid urban growth, particu- 
larly from the Wilmington- 
Newark and Washington- 
Baltimore areas. 

Mainly crop, pasture and 
woodlands, and agricultural 
areas awount foi almosi 
three-quarters of Northern 
Piedmont’s vast 11,530 
square miles. Maryland and 
Pennsylvania, two of the 
four states in the region, 
rank among the top 10 
producing states per acre of 
farmland. Forage crops, 
soybeans and grain for dairy 
cattle are the primary prod- 
ucts of this temperate, 
humid area. 

Throughout much of the 
Northern Piedmont, centers 
of rapid urban growth are 
colliding with agricultural

areas. With 25 percent of 
the region now urbanized, 
the major metropolitan 
areas of Philadelphia-Wil- 
mington-Atlanlic City, 
Trenton, and Washington, 
D.C.-Baltimore all are 
encroaching on the area's 
most fertile farmland. Char- 
lottesville, Va., and lLan- 
caster, Pa., are also expand- 
ing urban areas. A third of 
the land already developed 
was formerly prime and 
unique farmland. 

Between 1980 and 1992, 
the population of Loudon 
County, Va., alone grew by 
64.1 percent. Located just 
outside Washington, D.C., 
it is projected to be among 
the 50 fastest growing coun- 
ties over the next five years. 

The rash of land devel- 
opment in the Northern 
Piedmont has seen itself 
reflected in its bond ratings 
which increasingly have 
mirrored the adverse impact 
of unlimited or mismanaged 
residential growth on the 
fiscal health of communi- 
lies. 

In developing its Top 20 
list, American Farmland 
Trust used the percentage 
of prime or unique farm- 
land in the area to assess 
land quahty, total agricul- 
tural market value to mea- 
sure agricultural productivi- 
ty, and the amount of prime 
or unique farmland urban- 
ized between 1982 and 1992 
to determine development 
pressure. The list evolved 
from AFT’s national study, 
"Farming on the I[dge,” 
which also was released 
today. 

The Farming on the 
Edge initiative was funded 
by Philip Morris Compa- 
nies, Inc. Additional fund- 
ing was provided by mem- 
bers of American Farmland 
Trust. 

Mid-Atlantic counties 
included in the geographical 
unit ranked as the nation’s 
ninth most threatened agri- 
cuhural area are Kent and 
Sussex of Delaware and 
Caroline, Kent, Queen 
Anne’s, Talbot, Wicomico 


and Worcester of Maryland. 
Not all portions of all coun- 
ties “are still necessarily 
producing food and fiber. 

Northern | Piedmont 
counties included in the 
geographical unit earning 
the second spot among the 
nation’s Top 20 most 
threatened agricultural 
areas are  Albermarle, 
Culpeper, Fauquier, Green, 
Loudon, Madison and 
Rappahannock, Va.; Balti- 
more, Carroll, Frederick, 
Harford, Howard and 
Montgomery, Md.; Adams, 
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Bucks, Chester, Delaware, 
Lancaster, Montgomery and 
York, Pa.; and Hunterdon, 
Morris and Somerset, N.J.

Survival Of Family Farm Dependent 
On Meaningful Tax Reform 


The heavy burden of 
estate and capital gains 
taxes threatens the future of 
the family farm, the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion told the House Ways 
and Means Committee 
recently. 

With nearly half of 
America’s farmers and 
ranchers nearing retirement, 
American agriculture is fast 
approaching a transforma- 
tion. Unless estate and 
capital gains tax reform is 
produced soon, the survival 
of thousands of family 
farms could be endangered. 

"Farmers and ranchers 
work long, hard hours over 
a lifetime to build their 
businesses,” said Charles 
Kruse, a member of the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation board of direc- 
tors and president of the 


Missouri Farm Bureau 
Federation. “Often, farm 
heirs must sell business 


assets to pay estate taxes. 
When taxes drain capital 
from a farm business, the 
profit-making ability of the 
farm is destroyed and the 
farm business dies.” 

Kruse told the committee 
that Farm Bureau, while 
seeking repeal of federal 
estate taxes, would support 
increasing the exemption to 
$2 million, up from the 
current $600,000, and halv- 
ing the current tax rate for 
assets over $2 million. This 
would erase the burden of 
estate taxes on thousands of 
farmers and ranchers. 

"Farmers and ranchers 
should be able to save for 
the future without having to 
worry about sharing the 
outcome of their efforts 
with the federal govern- 
ment, especially after al- 
ready paying a lifetime of 
income taxes,” said Kruse, a 
corn, wheat, cotton and 
soybean producer. "Along 
the way they paid incomec 
taxes on their earnings. It is 
wrong to tax those earnings 
again at death.” 

Ihe federal government 
reaps little revenue from 
estate taxes, said Kruse. 
Estate taxes generated just 
$17.2 billion (out of $1.4 
trillion collected) in fiscal 
1996, according to the Of- 
fice of Management and 
Budget. Estate taxes pro- 
duced only 1 percent of 
federal receipts that year. 

Capital gains taxes, add- 
ed Kruse, are just as bur- 
densome on farmers and 
ranchers, Farm Bureau, 
while secking the repeal of 
the capital gains tax, sup- 
ports cutting the rate to a 
maximum of 15 percent. 
Currently, the United 
States’ 28 percent capital 
gains tax rate is one of the 
highest among industrial- 
ized countries. 

"Capital gains taxes result 
in the double taxation of 
income from capital assets,” 
Kruse said. "I don’t know 
any farmers who have 
bought farmland, buildings, 
equipment or livestock with 
untaxed dollars. It’s wrong 
to tax earnings twice.” 

Kruse said farmers and 
ranchers are discouraged 
from selling land or other 
assets because of the puni- 
live capital gains tax. 

The time has come, said 


Kruse, for fundamental 
relorm ot the current tax 
system. "Consideration 


should be given to a new 


and different taxing system 
that encourages savings, 
investment and entrepre- 
neurship,” Kruse said. "In 
order for farmers and ran- 
chers to continue their high 
level of productivity, reform 
of estate tax and capital 
gains tax laws is needed 
without delay. The results 
will benefit farmers, con- 
sumers and the economy. 


Record Corn And. 
Soybean Yields 
Reported In Md. 


Maryland farmers 
continued in their efforts to 
surpass previous historical 
crop yield benchmarks in 
1996. According to the 
Maryland Agricultural 
Statistics Service, average 
per acre yields reached 
record levels for field corn 
for grain and for soybeans. 
Yields of some other field 
crops approached previous 
highs resulting in an overall 
banner year for crop 
production in Maryland. 


Statewide, the per acre’ 


yield for grain corn pro- 
duced in 199% averaged 139 
bushels per cre, an incredi- 
ble 15 bushels more than 
the previous record of 124 
bushels per acre set in 1992 


and 34 bushels greater than 
the average of 105 bushels 
per acre turned out in 1995. 
Corn for grain production, 
at 64.6 million bushels, was 
up 54 percent from 1995. 
Corn was harvested from 
465,000 acres. 

Soybean average yields 
outpaced previous records 
by a bushel reaching 37 
bushels per acre in 1996 
compared to the previous 
historical high of 36 bushels 
attained in 1990. Production 
on the 480,000 acres har- 
vested was 17.8 million 
bushels, up from the 11.7 
million bushels produced in 
1995. 

lobacco production 
increased in 1996 due to an 
increased yield of 1500 
pounds per acre. Tobacco 
production for 1996 was 
12.0 million pounds, five 
percent more than the 11.5 
million pounds produced in 
1995. Acreage declined to 
8,000 harvested acres. 

The all hay yield of 3.17 
tons per acre in 1996 was 


up from 2.69 tons per acre 
in 1995. All hay production 
in 1996 totaled 698 thou- 
sand tons, up 26 percent 
from a year ago. Hay acre- 
age totaled 220,000 acres, 
up from 205,000 acres in 
1995. 

Potato production, at 
380,000 hundredweight, was 
six percent above last year’s 
crop. Harvested acreage 
increased from 1,500 to 
1,900 acres. The potato 
crop averaged a yield of 200 
hundredweight per acre. 

Winter wheat production 


for 1996 on 227,000 harvest- 
ed acres was 11.8 million 
bushels, 18 percent less 
than last year’s production. 
A decreased yield of 52 
bushels per acre accounted 
for the decrease in produc- 
tion. 

Barley production, at 3.0 
million bushels was down 
40 percent from a year ago. 
A decreased yield of 61 
bushels per acre along with 
a decrease in harvested 
acres was responsible for 
the decreased production. 

Rye production was 
down to 50 thousand bush- 
els. Rye averaged 25 bush- 
els per acre on 2,000 acres 
harvested for grain. 

Oat production increased 
19 percent from the 1995 
crop to 434,000 bushels. 
Oats averaged 62 bushels 
per acre on 7,000 harvested 
acres. 

Moisture conditions were 
mostly adequate throughout 
Maryland during most of 
the growing season for 
major crops. There was too 
much moisture for optimal 
development of wheat and 
barley during the latter part 





of the growing season for 
these small grains, reducing 
yields in some areas. How- 
ever, moisture was adequate 
throughout all development 
stages for corn, soybeans, 
tobacco, and other iater 
season crops. Temperatures 
were ideal, and the result- 
ing Outturn was positive in 
virtually all of the state. 


Corn for grain produc- 
tion for 1995 in the United 
States was estimated at 9.29 
billion bushels, 26 percent 
above the 1995 crop. The 
U.S. yield per acre at 127.1 
bushels was up 13.6 bushels 
from 1995, but 11.5 bushels 
below the record of 1994.

Entertainment 
Spending Up 28% 
Marylanders spent more 
than $137 million on tax- 
able entertainment during 
the second quarter of fiscal 
year 1997 (October, No- 
vember, and December 
1996), about 28% more 
than during the same peri- 
od of the previous year, 
said State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein. "The re- 
turn of NFL football and 
postseason baseball games 
helped fuel the increase in 
entertainment spending, 
along with increase in golf- 
related spending,” he said. 
Spending for admissions 
to athletic events increased 
hy 199.5%, to°"S97.4 naillion 
Statewide spending for ath- 
letic facuhties and equip- 
ment rentals held steady at 
$4.7 million 
Spending on the types of 
indoor activities popular in 
the colder months also 
posted increases. Arcades 
benefited from a 13.5% in- 
crease in spending for coin- 
operated amusement devic- 
es, to $10.8 million. Mary- 
landers spent almost $6 
million on shows and exhib- 
its, an 8.3% increase over 
spending for the same quar- 
ter last year. Marylanders’ 
spending on movie tickets 
held steady at about $17 
million, just one-tenth of 
one percent less than dur- 
ing the same period in the 
previous fiscal year, ‘Mis is 
despite the box-office suc- 
cess of movies such as "Mi- 
chacl" and "Jerry Maguire.” 
The live theater and concert 
category posted a decline of 
28.8%, to $2.1 million. 
Golfers took advantage 
of the mild winter weather 
and spent more than $15.7 
million on golf green fees 
and cart rentals, up by 4.5% 
over the same period a year 
ago. Spending at miniature 
golf and driving ranges also 
increased by 365%, to 
about $2.2 million. 


“The money Marylanders 
spend on entertainment 
generates admissions and 
amusement tax revenue, 
which our office collects for 
Maryland's counties, cities, 
and towns,” Goldstein said. 
The comptroller noted that 
individual checks are on 
their way to local govern- 
ments for their share of the 
$10,342,400 in admissions 
and amusement tax receipts. 


Included in the distribu- 
tion is a check for 
$2,374,857 for the Maryland 
Stadium Authority’s share 
of admissions and amwuse- 
ment tax receipts. 


"The current distribution 
is 415% more than the 
$7,308,052 we returned to 
the local governments for 
the October-December per- 
iod of 1996," Goldstein said.

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Baltimore Man Sentenced 
On CDS, DWI Convictions 


A Baltimore man was 
sentenced to four years in 
jail during last weck’s Gar- 
rett County District Court 
proceedings after an carlicr 
conviction of one count 
cach of possession of a 
controlled dangerous sub- 
stance, (CDS), driving while 
intoxicated, and driving on 
a revoked driver's license. 

James J. Yokum, 42, was 
handed the sentence by 
Garrett County District 
Judge Ralph M. Burnett, 
who imposed two years for 
the CDS offense, one year 
for DWI, and one year for 
the driver’s license viola- 
lion. The sentences are 
scheduled to run consecu- 
lively. Yokum has filed an 
appeal of his sentence with 
the court. Yokum had plea- 
ded guilty to the offenses 
during his January trial. 
Nine other charges which 
had also been filed against 
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Yokum were not prosecut- 
ed by the state’s attorney's 
office. 

Yokum’s charges 
stemmed from a Nov. 13, 
1996, arrest by the Mary- 
land State Police following 
an initial traffic stop for 
specding on Rt. 219. At the 
scene, he reportedly gave 
the trooper a fictitious 
name, birthdate and ad- 
dress. After Yokum’s cor- 
rect iglentity was  ascer- 
tained, a check through the 
Motor Vehicle Administra- 
tion revealed that he was 
wanted on a Department of 
Corrections warrant for 
violation of parole. Follow- 
ing his arrest, the trooper 
conducted a search of his 
clothing and found medica- 
tion that was not prescribed 
to him. The officer noted 
that Yokum’s record 
showed that he was a re- 
peat offender and had 
numcrous “failure to ap- 
pear” charges against him. 

In other district court 
news, William’ C. Zazado, 
26, and John J. Zazado, 24, 
both of Grindstone, Pa., 
each received sentences and 
fines as a result of their 
felony theft convictions in 
Kcbruary. Judge Burnett

Sarbanes Calls 
Federal Reserve 
Move Deplorable 


Senator Paul Sarbanes 
(D-MD), who serves as the 
ranking Democrat on the 
Senate Banking, Housing 
and Urban Affairs Commit- 
tee, this week called the 
decision by the Federal Re- 
serve Board to raise interest 
rates “deplorable,” asserting 
that without evidence of in- 


flation the rate increase 
“amounts to a preemptive 
strike against economic 


growth and jobs." 

At a Capitol Hill news 
conference, Sarbanes said 
that “instead of raising in- 
terest rates, the Fed should 
have left the economy 
alone. The economy is 
working very well right now. 
Unemployment is down to a 
20-year low. Productivity is 
up. Output is outstripping 
compensation and the infla- 
tion rate is the lowest in 30 
years. In my view, based on 
the performance of the 
economy, there is no com- 
pelling reason at this time 
for the Federal Reserve to 
raise interest rates.” 

The Federal Reserve an- 
nounced Tuesday that it is 
raising its federal funds rate 
from 5.25% to 5.5% for the 
first time in two years. An 
increase in the prime rate 
charged by banks followed. 

“Of course the conse- 
quence of raising interest 
rates is going to be felt on 
Main Street, by consumers 
all across the country. If the 
prime rate is raised by 
banks, it is going to be re- 
flected in every consumers’ 
credit card bill. It is going 
to be reflected in mortgage 
rates and small businesses 
are going to reflect it in 
terms of their borrowing 
costs. And this will dampen 
economic activity,” Sarbanes 
added. 

“It is a mistake for the 
Federal Reserve to deprive 
the country of the impor- 
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tant human benefits of sus- 
tained economic growth 
with an unnecessary in- 
crease in interest rates at 
this time," Sarbanes con- 


cluded. 
In addition, both the 
U.S. Chamber of Com- 


merce and the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers 
issued statements in opposi- 
tion to the rate increase.

Oakland Pet Store Gutted

A fire believed to have 
been caused by two 15-wait 
lightbulbs uscd to keep 
crickets warm resulted in an 
estimated $200,000 loss to a 
downtown Oakland business 
Monday night. 

The uilding = which 
housed Oakland’s Tropical 
World, owned and opcrated 
by Rebecca Mellinger and 
kycated at 207 East Alder 
Street, was gutted by the 
blaze; however, quick action 
by fire fighters from four 
arca companics and assis- 
tance from a number of by- 
standers resulted in the sav- 
ing of many of the aiimals 
in the store, as well as the 
stoppage of the fire before 
it spread to adjacent struc- 
tures. 

A passing motorist called 
911 after sccing flames in 
the front window of the 
store, located adjacent to 
Englander’s Pharmacy and 
Gary’s Shoc Repair and 
Leather Shop. Dispatched 
at 10:35 p.m. were the Oak- 
land, Deer Park, Gorman, 
and Terra Alta volunteer 
fire departments, as well as 
the Southern Rescue Squad. 


The fire on the first floor 
was quickly contained by 
firemen; however, the 
flames rapidly spread into 
the second floor and attic 
of the wood-frame building, 
which is owned by Clinton 
Englander. It took about

Senate Bill: 670 and 
House Bill 391, which per- 
mit the use of cameras at 
red-light intersections for 
the purpose of ticketing 


vehicle owners for running 
lights, are now in their final 
stages of approval. These 
bills permit law enforce- 
ment authoritics to ticket 
vehicle owners for traffic 
infractions committed by 
others. The registered own- 
ers of vehicles will receive 
$100 tickets in the mail on 
the basis of their photo- 
graphed tag numbers. Un- 
der these bills, anyone who 
is wrongfully ticketed may 
present to the court, as a 
defense, the name, address, 
and driver’s license number 
of the person they believe 
was actually driving the car 
at the time of the infrac- 


tion. 
But these bills also au- 
thorize the issuance of 


these tickets, by mail, up to 
1WO WEEKS later. Can 
anyone be expecicd to 
remember which family 
member or friend may have 
been driving their car at any 
precise moment two weeks 
prior, particularly when the 
driver was not alerted at 
the moment that a citation 
would eventually be issued? 
Regardless of the fairness

WHO'S READING YOUR MEDICAL HISTORY? 

Last year, in an effort to address some of the problems 
in the health care industry, the Kennedy/Kassclbaum bill 
made an astonishing demand. It required health-care pro- 
viders to post medical records in vast databases, including 
those of consumer credit companies. The bill also called 
for the government to give cvery American a unique 
health identifier number, presumably to be used to track 
these medical records. I-ortunately, it did not pass. 

Now, this is a column about computers, not about lib- 
eral politicians and their crazy ideas for invading our pri- 
vacy. However, the National Research Council recently 
raised an alarm imploring the keepers of medical records 
to do everything possible to improve the security of those 
records. The NRC, a research department of the National 
Academy of Sciences, has studied the explosive growth of 
computerized record-keeping and has concluded that little 
is being done to protect the confidentiality of such rec- 
ords. 

As in many other arcas, there are two sides to this 
question. On the one hand, if you are involved in a seri- 
ous accident a thousand miles from home, quick access to 
your medical records could save your life. In light of the 
new laws making your health insurance portable when you 
change jobs, a central repository of medical information 
could help to continue your coverage and treatment. 

However, there are also the issues of privacy and mis- 
use. Should your credit report include information that 
you are taking anti-depressants or that you had a spot on 
your mammogram? What would you think of receiving un- 
solicited advertising about a new medication for an illness 
that you thought was nobody's business but yours and 
your doctor's? 

It’s a good thing that Congress is now considering what 
protections should be in place. I hope they come to a de- 
cision before it’s too late to make any difference. 

In the meantime, what can you do? Not a lot, it turns 
out. Of course, your doctor will tell you that your records 
are never shared without your authorization. Just remem- 
ber, though, that every single insurance claim form you 
sign authorizes your physician or hospital to provide your 
entire medical history to the insurer and to anyone to 
whom the insurer assigns the authorization. In addition, 
the Medical Inforniation Bureau is a nationwide clearing- 
house of the insurance companies. Its goal is to compile 
a medical database, just like those of the credit reporting 
agencies. While this may help to reduce insurance fraud, 
it also raises scrious issues of privacy. 

Computerization of medical records results in a reduc- 
tion in expenses, thus helping to control health care ex- 
penses. Unfortunately, there are few safeguards to protect 
us from the dissemination of our medical records, once we 
have unwillingly authorized their release. 

The NRC does have three suggestions, all directed at 
the doctor's office. Iirst, computerized records should be 
password-protected and each employee who accesses them 
should have a unique password. Sccondly, electronic au- 
dits should track who is accessing which records. Any in- 
appropriate accesses should be investigated. Finally, trans- 
mission of medical records should be treated with all the 
security and confidentiality of bank transfers. Today, they 
are often done over ordinary modems and unsecured tel- 
ephone lines. 

While you and I can do little about this, at least we can 
mnonitor the proposals before Congress. We can and 
suould suppor! those that protect our privacy while help- 
ing physicians work quickly and efficiently to care for us.

-T0M5 NEEDS OF CHILDREN 

Nephew Nathan told me a few days ago that he had 
looked at one of my recent columns and had found it bor- 
ing. I asked him why. “There was nothing in it about me,” 
he replied without a smile. But I smiled, and even chuck- 
led. 

My own children are mortified when they discover that 
I have so much as alluded to their existence in this space. 
Nathan’s response surprised me, but we adults should nev- 
er be surprised at the variety of needs and expressions 
from the children in our lives. 

Is it a surprise that schooling produces such divergent 
results among children? Parenting, of course, is no casicr. 
It is still something of a shock to discover that while one’s 
first child loves being bounced on the knee, it makes the 
next child cry. Many of the world’s misunderstandings 
Originate thus. 

Nathan is a 10-year-old who likes lots of stimuli. In 
boxing matches he occasionally throws a punch which his 
old uncle thinks is a httle harder than necessary. In other 
words, he likes a good old-fashioned rough house. He also 
likes Jots of intellectual stimuli. 

He often spends Friday evening with our family. A few 
wecks ago when my wife and children went to the moun- 
tains to be with my sister-in-law and her family for the 
weckend, | asked Nathan if he still wanted to come over, 
which he did. 

I was concerned that, without my son here to play with 
Nathan, he might lack sufficient activities. There was no 

..cause for worry on that point. Nathan and I worked on his 
coin collection for a while. We had previously focused on 
pennies to the exclusion of some other coins. We went a 
long way toward filling one folder of quarters before we 
finished. 

How we got on the subject of Latin I don’t know; per- 
haps because we say a Latin grace before supper when 
Nathan comes over on Friday evenings. He asked if he 
could learn some Latin. A friend who is a tremendous 
Latin cnthusiast had given me a book for children with 
the auspicious title, Latin is Fun. 

Consider that these “lively lessons for beginners” could 
have been given a number of other names like "Latin Can 
Be Fun" or “Latin Might Be Fun,” suggesting some other 
more modest claim. The author clearly loves his subject, 
and has great confidence in it: Latin is fun. 

So we worked on Latin for a while. Nathan extracted 
a promise from me that we would work on it again. I have 
since made up a workbook for him and look forward to 
our next lively lesson. 

By the time we had eaten supper and worked on coin 
collecting and Latin, it was time for him to go home. The 
video-tape I had rented with a view of filling time had 
proved unnecessary. I gave it to Nathan’s father for him 
to show all the kids on the next day. 

One of my favorite books is Dostoyevsky’s The Broth- 
ers Karamazov. After 819 pages of novel, Dostoyevsky 
has one of his characters make a few observations to a 
group of children. They are pertinent to all of us, for we 


all share in responsibility for the rearing of children: 

“People talk to you a great deal about your education, 
but some good, sacred memory, preserved from childhood, 
is perhaps the best education. If a man carries many such 
memories with him into life, he is safe to the end of his 
days, and if one has only one good memory left in one’s 
heart, even that may be the means of saving us.” 

It is for us who are adults to work at creating those 
memories for children, like lighting so many candles in 
their hearts. The hope is that, no matter how the winds of 
hte may dtow, Il enough canuies uave beeu ub ui clid- 
hood there might remain at least one to illumine his way.

A Grantsville man was 
convicted of assault and was 
sentenced by Judge Ralph 
M. Burnett in last week's 
Garret County District 
Court proceedings. 

Ernest E. Shugars, 34, 
plead guilty to a charge of 
second degree assault stem- 
ming from a February do- 
mestic dispute, and was 
sentenced to one year in 
jail, six months of which 
were suspended. IIc was 
also fined $355, ordered to 
pay $100 restitution to the 
victim, and serve two ycars 
supervised probation. Court 
records state that when his 
wile came home on Iebru- 
ary 14 with a new haircul, 
Shugars reportedly became 
upset, threatened her with 
divorce, then — physically 
assaulted her.

To the Editor: 

On April 11, the Garrett 
County Commission for 
Women will be joining with 
hundreds of women across 
the United States in a na- 
tional day of action against 
unfair pay. The day marks 
the point - three and half 
months into the new year - 
when women’s’ earnings 
finally equal what men 
made in the previous calen- 
dar year. 

On a onational level, 
women earn only 71 cents 
for each dollar a man earns. 
The pay gap for women in 
Maryland mirrors the na- 
tional figure. Our pay lags 
29 percent behind men’s. In 
Garrett County the figures 
are more dismal. According 
to the 1990 census, in Gar- 
rett County 48.1 percent of 
women participated in the 
work force, with 34.4 per- 
cent of female-headed 
families and 52.4 percent of 
female-headed families with 
children living on poverty- 
level incomes. 

Wage discrimination is 
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not a penny-ante problem. 
The wage gap between 
men’s and women’s earn- 
ings in Maryland is $9,000 
per year. Over a 30-year 
career, that is more than a 
pee of a million dollars. 
| affects the hfestyle and 
comfort of families today, 
and the retirement security 
tomorrow. 

Unfair pay practices have 
been excused by the ratio- 
nale that women do not 
have the same levels of 
education, job experience, 
and skills as men. But study 
after study refutes this. 

New research by the 
Department of Education, 
Baccalaureate and Beyond, 
shows that even among 
recent college graduates, 
the women who graduated 
in 1993 and 1994 are earn- 
ing 15.7 percent less than 
the men. The wage gap 
widens as women mature. 
Among’ workers 55-64, 
women are earning only 
64.7 percent of men’s earnings. 

Moreover, the U.S. De- 
partment of Labor's biparti- 
san Glass Ceiling Commis- 
sion, established by Presi- 
dent Bush, found that the 
few women who do break 
through into non-traditional 
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managerial and executive 
level fields are not paid 
equally to their male col- 
leagues. 

Recent studies by the 
American Bar Association 
and the Medical Group 
Management Association 
both found unequal pay for 
female lawyers and doctors. 
Ihe fact that these highly 
educated and skilled women 
must still deal with pa 
discrimination speaks vol- 
umes about the pervasive- 
ness of the problem, and 
should lay to rest the re- 
cently advanced argument 
that “different choices" are 
to blame for unfair pay.

Paying an equally quali- 
fied woman less than a man 
for the same job is ilegas 
and has been since 1963 
Unfortunately, ongoing 
violations are prevalent. As 
a result, many states have 
begun to correct the prob- 
lem by beginning at the 












state level and instituting 
pay equity adjustments. On 
the federal level, the Pay- 
check I-airness Act has been 
introduced by Senator Tom 
Daschle (D-SD). 

Here in Garrett Count 
we are encouraging individ- 
uals concerned about these 
inequities to join us on 
April 11 in a 10-minute 
work break at 2:40 pm, the 
71 percent point in the 
work day, as a means to 
speak out against unfair 
pay. We will wear buttons 
and have distributed over 


500 postcards for women 
and men to express how 
unfair pay affects their lives 
and hurts their families. 
These postcards will be 
presented to President 
Clinton. 

We are determined that 
our voices be heard on this 
issue. Fair pay will take real 
change. All of us need to 
work together to close the 


wage gap.

For the purpose of this article, the word drug refers to 
any mood-altering substance. Drugs include tobacco, alco- 
hol, caffeine, and certain over-the-counter medications 
along with illegal substances such as marijuana, cocaine, 
crack, amphetamines, heroin, and inhalants. The first 
thing parents need to understand is why adolescent drug 
use is dangerous. Use of these substances will interfere 
with your child's ability to learn and put children at risk 
for injury and illness, 

Drug use interferes with the learning process in several 
ways. One is that you cannot learn while high and drugs 
like marijuana can continue to affect the brain even after 
the high is over. In addition, children with substance abuse 
problems are focused on their drug use and not academ- 
ics. What a child misses during these crucial years will be 
very difficult to make up. 

Any drug use by children or adolescents should not be 
tolerated. I:ven one time use of drugs is extremely dan- 
gerous because of the effects on a young persons body 
and their decision-making abilities. Alcohol-related acci- 
dents are the leading cause of death for 15- to 24-year- 
olds. Drugs contribute to youthful deaths in drowning, 
fires, suicide, and honticide. Alcohol poisoning, drug over- 
doses, and permanent psychological damage are the result 
of early involvement with drugs. Because drug use can 
cloud judgement, drug-using teens are vulnerable to carly 
and unplanned sexual activity. This results in unintended 
pregnancies and sexually transmitted diseases. In addition, 
the habits which start in childhood and adolescence can 
lead to lifelong substance abuse problems. 

There will be many factors influencing your child to use 
drugs. Advertising for alcohol and tobacco, peer pressure, 
negative role models, and the glamorization of drug use 
in popular culture are some of the reasons children and 
teens experiment with drugs. A parent’s involvement can 
help counter these influences. The following are tips for 
parents. Remember, prevention starts early. 

1. Be a good role model. Your children observe your 
use of alcohol, tobacco, and medicines and they may in- 
corporate misuse of these drugs as normal behavior. 

2. Help your child feel good about themselves. Instead 
of always telling them what they did wrong, emphasize 
what they do right. 

3. Honesty, self-reliance, and responsibility are values 
you can teach your children. 

4. Learn about the effects of tobacco, alcohol, and oth- 
er drugs and give your children accurate information. 

5. l:ncourage and practice good communication and de- 

cision-making skills with your children. 

6. Teach your children how to say “No” and mean it. 
Discuss how to resist peer pressure. 

7. Establish and enforce a clear no drug use rule for 
your children. 

8. Learn how to manage stress in healthy ways (exer- 
cise, hobbies, sports, talking) and pass this information on 
to your children. 

9. Love your child unconditionally and show them!

Anyone who has hunted deer in Garrett County or is 
just involved in the history and culture of the area will be 
interested in a project undertaken by Rick Perron and 
friends. Rick and his group are publishing a book record- 
ing bucks taken over the years in Garrett County. There 
is no time frame to this book.

NEW RECORD TIGER MUSKY 

We noticed recently that Kevin Conner of Martinsburg, 
W.Va., landed a new Maryland state record tiger musky 
from the Potomac River. The fish weighed in at 29 
pounds 4 3/4 ounces. The previous record was 27 pounds, 
also from the Potomac. 

GOBBLER SEASON FORECAST 

Ray Wharton of R & S Enterprises in Gortner expects 
that this year’s bearded turkey season is going to be a 
pretty good one. The relatively mild winter was kind to 
the flocks and with little snow and ice to tear them off, 
beards should be longer than normal. Ray spends a fair 
amount of time monitoring the turkey population in the 
Pleasant Valley area and he is reporting some sizable 
flocks. He said that the birds are concentratcd in some 
areas and virtually nonexistent in others. [lis tip is to look 
for birds close to cultivated fields rather than in the forest. 

For prospective turkey hunters not so skilled at calling, 
Ray recommends the Stowe-Away Plexiglas slate call. It is 
impervious to weather and even beginners can produce 
some reasonable facsimiles of hen turkey cuts and purrs. 

COMMON SENSE CAN PREVENT SNAKE BITES 

With the onsct of spring, Garrett County’s snake pop- 
ulation will be emerging from its winter quarters and 
chances for encounters will increase. Though 27 kinds of 
snakes arc indigenous to Maryland, only two are poison- 
ous: copperhead and timber rattlesnake. The Maryland 
Forest, Park and Wildlife Service publishes guidelines to 
prevent snake bite. They say (1) learn to identify copper- 
heads and timber rattlers, (2) watch where you put your 
hands and feet, (3) wear long pants and heavy boots when 
in areas where snakes might be present, (4) avoid rock 
piles, stacks of old boards, and brush in wooded areas, (5) 
never handle "dead" venomous snakes (they may not be 
completcly dead), and (6) Icave live snakes alone. An ex- 
cellent pamphlet on identification of venomous snakes is 
available from the service at state park offices or from the 
Maryland DNR, Tawes State Office Building, Annapolis, 
MPD 21401.

in 1994 was 16. After the 
program was implemented, 
that number dropped to 
about eight in 1995 and this 
year, so far, is at about 
three. From last year to 
this, suspensions at Dennett 
Road have gone from 10 to 
the current two. 

Tom Towler, principal of 
Broad Ford, expressed his 
strong support of the pro- 
gram. His school is the 
largest elementary facility in 
the county and he has no 
vice principal, Massi said. 
While he handled the 360 
referrals in 1994 chicfly on 
his own, he now reports 
that he reccives significant 
support from the STAR 
personnel. 

"Iiveryone is trained in 
the same way in the pro- 
gram,” Massi said. "So you 
are never alone. There is 
always a support person to 
help when the problems 
arise.” 

"This program brought 
such a quick change,” Fowl- 
er said. "We had a dramatic 
drop in referrals. I also 
appreciate the support now. 
I can always turn to Maggic 
or Trish to confer if I need 
to.” 

Trish Yoder also spoke 
about her role as the family 
support worker, explaining 
that her work begins after a 
stringent’ referral process 
that connects her with fami- 
lies of children who are 
experiencing problems. She 
reported that when the 
Situation gets to this point, 
the vast majority of parents 
are receptive to her offers 
of help. 

"Usually parents are 
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behavior and their perfor- 
mance truly improves in 
school.” 

Yoder currently serves 
all 12 clementary schools 
and has a cascload of about 
SO, although the ideal load 
for her position is 10. 

"It has been a privilege 
to be a part of STAR," 
Yoder said. "I believe in the 
lamily and in the school 
system.

Continued from Page A-1 
thought this was going to 
happen,” Ilinebaugh said. 
"We've been very close on 
one other deal, and a cou- 
ple others have been fairly 
close. So the bad news is, 
this one slipped away. But 
the good news is we obvi- 
ously have a marketable 
item here and it’s just going 
to be a matter of time.” He 
added that the average time 
it takes to successfully re- 
place a major business in an 
areca such as this county is 
apparently a year and a half 
to two years. 

Hinebaugh said the of- 
fice has regrouped and is 
now strongly re-emphasizing 
marketing.

While Massi expected 
the lessened amount of 
funding for this school year 
from JJAC, she said she 
was surprised to receive the 
entire amount of $47,000. 
Some months later, the 
agency informed Massi that 
because the entire amount 
was given this year, no 
money would be supplicd 
for the third year. At this 
unexpected turn, Massi 
appealed to the local board 
of education to consider 
funding the entire amount 
so the program may contin- 
uc, and mainly so that 
Yoder can remain in her 
position since part of that 
money provided her salary. 
Dr. Jerome  Ryscavage, 
superintendent of schools, 
did put the $47,000 item in 
his fiscal year 1998 budget 
proposal. Massi reported to 
the conmmissioners that the 
five-member  cducation 
board did appear to support 
the effort, at least for the 
third year of the pilot plan. 
However, she would prefer 
to continue the program 
indefinitely as it is working 
well, having brought the 
number of student suspen- 
sions and office referrals 
down significantly. 

“This is a program that 
needs to grow,” she said. 
"We had hoped to expand it 
next year into the middle 
and high schools, but we 
know now that this isn’t 
realistic. Now we are hop- 
ing we can at Icast remain 
in the elementary schools.” 

The program is unique to 
the state of Maryland, as 
the only similar program, 
which is in Montgomery 
County, involves only a part 
of the school system. Massi 
reported that officials from 
Washington County have 
been to the local school 
system twicc to observe and 
learn about STAR. 

STAR behavior support 
worker Maggie Ilockman, 
who Massi described as the 
key person of the entire 
program, described it to the 
commissioners. The pro- 
gram was initiated in re- 
sponse to the continuing 
requests of parents, educa- 
tion board members, and 
school employees to some- 
how get in control of esca- 
lating discipline problems of 
students. All staff members 
of the schools, including not 
only teachers but support 
staff, bus drivers, custodial

“Shockey ‘Notes 
B&L Transition 


Center Closure 


M. Sue Shockcy, chair- 
person of the Bausch & 
}omb Transition Team, an- 
nounced the closure of the 
Transition Center last 
Vhursday. The center, 
which was located at the lo- 
cal B&L plant for the past 
four months, has served as 
an in-house information of- 
fice for a number of Garrett 
County agencies in order to 
assist. workers who have 
becn laid off as a result of 
the plant closure. 

Shockey, who is head of 
the local Western Maryland 
Consortium office, said that 
the services provided by the 
center are still available, but 
will be provided at the main 
location of the various par- 
licipating agencies. 

She added that the cen- 
ter has provided a varicty of 
services since November, in- 
cluding visits by training 
providers and financial ad- 
visors, workshops in job 
search and resume writing, 
and a job fair with employ- 
ers who are presently hir- 
ing. Garrett Community 
College scheduled  place- 
ment testing for new enrol- 
lecs and gave counscling in 
college and transfer pro- 
grams. 

The Department of La- 
bor and Licensing Regula- 
tions (DLLR) office staff 
were on hand to answer 
questions about unemploy- 
ment assistance and trade 
adjustment assistance. They 
also made the job bank, 
known as “Alex,” available 
to employees to aid in job 
searches and provide com- 
puterized resume assistance. 

The state trade adjust- 
ment assistance has in- 
creased funding from $4,500 
to $15,000 for training 
costs, according to Shockey, 
which makes it possible for 
those attending training as 
of March 1, 1997, to use the 
increased amount. These 
funds are used to cover the 
cost of tuition, books, and 
fees of training providers 
and college programs. Shoc- 
key seid that 54% of the 
laid-off workers have elect- 


ed to accept retraining ser- 
vices, with 321 cither having 
completed the training or 
currently enrolled. 

"Our office is pleased to 
sce people taking advantage 
of the assistance,” Shockey 
said.

According to officials, 
the handwriting of the letter 
was determined to most 
likely be Ferrell's. Testimo- 
ny in the trial also included 
information from Ferrell's 
girlfriend at the time, who 
told officials that Ferrell 
had called her from Pitts- 
burgh on the day the letter 
was mailed and instructed 
her to call various persons 
and pretend to be Miss 
Ford, telling them she had 
simply run away. 

Other evidence included 
blood stains found under- 
neath new carpeting at the 
trailer, as well as on the 
walls and cciling. Ferrell 
apparently took up the old 
carpet shortly after Ford 
disappeared. Ile had 
burned the rug, telling 
officials later that it’ was 
shabby and stained with 
animal blood. 

Ferrell and his family 
have consistently — main- 
tained his innocence 
throughout. An appeal was 
denicd in 1990 by the West 
Virginia Supreme Court. In 
this recent attempt for a re- 
opening of the case, the 
defendant’s lawyers contend 


that new evidence has been 
developed that would war- 
rant a new trial for him. 
Ihe defense has alleged 
faulty blood testing at the 
trial and prosecutorial mis- 
conduct, including the with- 
holding of evdence that 
would apparently indicate 
the defendant's innocence. 
Ihe defense also asserts 
that there is still no evi- 


dence that the Missing 
woman is dead, * 
Ihe W.Va. Supreme 


Court voted 3-2 to deny the 
motion, according to re- 
ports. 

The defendant wil) re- 
portedly have to serve at 
least 16 years in jail before 
becoming cligible for parole 
-- 10 years at least for the 
kidnapping charge, five 
years at least for second 
degree murder, and another 
year for arson. 

In a somewhat related 
issue, rumors arose this 
weck of a human skeleton 
supposedly found in a cave 
along Koon Mine Road 
near Mt. Storm. The Grant 
County Sheriffs Office 
issucd a statement this 


morning advising that the 
rumor is completely un- 
founded and that no human 
remains have been found.

Childhood Learning Center 
on Marsh Hill Road it isn’t 
only the “httle people” who 
are there to learn. On any 
given day, one can find 
about 20 2- to-5-year-olds 
engaged in a varicty of ac- 
livitics, supervised by two 
college students, and possi- 
bly several high school stu- 
dents, along with the adult 
staff. 

According to Sherry Cos- 
ta, director of Willy Wisp, 
which is now being operat- 
ed by Garrett Community 
College as a child care fa- 
cility, the college students 
in the Carly Childhood Ed- 
ucation program spend two 
mornings a weck first ob- 
serving, then story-telling, 
doing rhythm activities and 
other directed activities with 
small groups, and finally 
progressing to doing their 
own activities. Their service 
at the center fulfills the 
seminar practicum require- 
ment of their academic pro- 
gram. 

"It’s great having the col- 
lege students here,” Ms. 
Costa said, "because it gives 
us the opportunity to do 
things that require more 
adult supervision.” 

Of her experience at Wil- 
ly Wisp,Amy Josston, a 
GCC sophomore and resi- 
dent assistant of Garrett 
Hall, said, “Being here 
makes me want to finish 
college so | can have my 
own child care center some 
day. 1 love working with the 
children.” When she com- 
pletes her program at GCC, 
Ms. Johnston plans to 
transfer and get a bache- 
lor’s degree before launch- 
ing her career. 

Another GCC student, 
Grace Lee, Swanton, ech- 
ved these sentiments. "I 
have learned a great deal 
being here. It is a very re- 
warding experience and it’s 
fun.” she said. She also 
plans to continue her edu- 
cation beyond the Early 
Childhood certificate pro- 
gram and to work in a child 
care facility. 

Two Northern’ Ehgh 
School students in the Child 
Care training program, Lo- 
rena Garlitz and Jean Mich- 
aels, have also been at Wil- 
ly Wisp for a three-week 
period this spring semester. 

In addition to providing 
2 learning environment for 
pre-school age children, the 
Willy Wisp Center has be- 
come an important compo- 
nent of the academic pro- 


gram preparing high school 
and college students for 
their future careers, ac- 
cording to a GCC spokes- 
person.
